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INTRODUCTION 

This second volume completes a preliminary survey of the economic 
literature on Latin America, undertaken to provide a guide for economists 
and others interested in the social sciences. Whereas the first volume was 
particularly devoted to the literature of South America, the present work 
is primarily concerned with Mexico, Central America, and the Caribbean. 
The principles which determined the content and form of the first volume 
have been maintained here, except in cases where changes were dictated 
by the nature of the material at hand. 

The area covered comprises the ten republics north of Colombia and 
south of Rio Grande, the island of Puerto Rico, and the Panama Canal. 
No attempt has been made to collect materials referring to the various 
colonies and possessions of European powers, such as Jamaica, British 
Honduras, the Guianas and the lesser Antilles. Inclusion of Puerto Rico 
was thought advisable by reason of the fact that this island is basically 
Spanish in history and culture, and has long been subject to much the same 
influences as Cuba and, to a lesser degree, Hispaniola. Panama Canal pre- 
sented a case which merited special consideration. In the first place, some 
writings, though primarily on the Canal, contain much information con- 
cerning Panama, Nicaragua and other Central American republics which 
is not obtainable elsewhere. Secondly, the Canal has in the past performed 
a unique role in the political and economic history of the Caribbean area, 
and is at present an important factor in the economic development of sev- 
eral of the Latin American countries. 

The sources from which the titles have been derived may be divided 
into two general groups. In the first belong the catalogues and shelf-lists 
of the libraries of Harvard University, the Library of Congress, the New 
York Public Library, and the Columbus Memorial Library of the Pan 
American Union, all of which are notable for their Latin American collec- 
tions and are at the same time comparatively easy of access. The second 
group includes, among other items, the printed catalogues of other leading 
libraries in the United States, Latin America, and Europe; specially pre- 
pared lists kindly sent by certain other institutions at home and abroad, 
known to possess significant collections; various bibliographies already 
compiled for Latin America or for special countries; bibliographies and 
references contained in many of the published works lying within this and 
related fields; lists and catalogues issued by publishers and booksellers for 
the trade; and indices of articles in periodicals. 

The library appendix describes the scope and extent of the Latin Ameri- 
can collections in the notable institutions forming the first group. For this 
reason, little comment need be made here about these sources beyond the 
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fact that they directly furnished the large majority of the titles in this 
volume. 

Not the least important among the sources in the second group were 
the published catalogues of leading libraries in various parts of the world. 
Probably the most fruitful was the list of works on Spain and Spanish 
America issued by the Library of the University of California, 1 which was 
especially useful by reason of the fact that the titles therein are classified 
according to country and subject matter. The general catalogues of the 
British Museum and the Bibliotheque Nationale at Paris proved to be 
helpful for reference purposes but yielded little fresh material since they 
admit of no classification. 2 On the other hand, a fair number of titles were 
secured from the subject indices of modern works acquired by the former 
institution,, which have been compiled by George Knottesford Fortescue 3 
and R. A. Peddie. 4 As for the libraries in Latin America, only five were 
found to have issued lists of appreciable value in the present connection: 
the national libraries (Biblioteca Nacional) of Mexico, Guatemala, Hon- 
duras and Nicaragua, 6 and the Library of the Cuban House of Rep- 
resentatives. 6 

Among the many special lists sent from various libraries, two proved to 
be of exceptional value: those of the American Geographical Society and 
the Biblioteca Garcia of the University of Texas Library. 7 The latter was 
especially rich in early works on Mexico, many of which cannot be located 
elsewhere. The Library of the University of Havana also forwarded a list, 
which was employed for purposes of reference and verification. 8 

A fair number of German titles were secured from the catalogues pub- 
lished for the trade, notably Kayser's dictionary and the Deutsches Biicher-

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verzeichnis. 1 These compilations, which contain indices by subject matter, 
were also used for purposes of verification. For works published in France, 
the authorities consulted were Joseph Marie Querard, 2 whose dictionaries 
proved to be extremely dependable; Otto Lorenz, 3 whose classified cata- 
logue was especially helpful in securing titles not listed elsewhere; and the 
Bibliographie de la France** There are no lists of Spanish or Spanish 
American titles available which are comparable in scope to those cited 
above. However, some use was made of the relatively recent Bibliografia 
General Espanola e Hispanoamericana. 5 It was not thought necessary to 
subject The United States Catalogue^ to such exhaustive investigation as 
the foreign dictionaries, because it tends to duplicate the Library of Con- 
gress catalogue. 

A large number of the articles listed below have been taken from Poole's 
index, 7 the Readers' Guide to Periodical Literature* the Bibliographie der

Some references were also culled from Agricultural 
Economics Literature? In almost all cases, the entries were verified by an 
inspection of the serials themselves. The articles thus gathered tended to 
be rather general in content, and were supplemented by more specific ones, 
such as those found in the bibliographies of more limited scope listed below 
and in the serials devoted primarily to Latin America. Among the latter 
publications are The Hispanic American Historical Review f the Ibero- 
Amerikanisches Archivf the Revue de f Amerique Latinef* France- Amerique? 
Inter- America? and La Cultura Latino-Americana? It may be added that 
the serials of each Latin American republic, such as the Revista Eimestre 
Cubana 1 and the Revista Mexicana de Economta, 11 were examined and used 
directly as sources, as far as time and space would allow. 

The remaining sources of information may be divided into two cate- 
gories, the first including those of a comparatively broad scope, and the 
second made up for the most part of bibliographies and treatises relating 
to the particular countries covered by this volume. Prominent among the 
sources in the first category are Sabin's dictionary, 12 the Foreign Affairs 
Bibliography, 1 * the bibliographical introduction to Professor Haring's Trade 
and Navigation between Spain and the Indies in the Time of the Hapsburgs ^ 
and the List of Publications issued by the United States Department of

INTRODUCTION xi 

Commerce. 1 Although no formal bibliography is available which takes in 
the precise area comprehended in this volume, there are a few books such 
as Jones' study of Caribbean affairs 2 and Joyce's archaeological treatises 3 
which contain helpful bibliographical data. Appletons* Cyclopedia of Amer- 
ican Biography was also instrumental in aiding us to track down twenty 
titles of doubtful authenticity. 4 

In general, it may be said that the bibliographies already compiled for 
various parts of the Caribbean area were less fruitful sources of information 
than those already mentioned. This may be partly due to the fact that 
the former were not consulted until after a working list had been compiled 
from the libraries and catalogues. The usefulness of the more specialized 
bibliographies was also somewhat impaired by their failure to give adequate 
data, or their inaccuracy, or by the duplication among them. However, 
certain sources of this type were found to be very helpful. 

Among the many bibliographies relating to Mexico the series of mono- 
graphs published by the Secretaria de Relaciones Exteriores 5 represents 
probably the most consistent effort in the field of Mexican bibliographical 
research. To be sure the series suffers from lack of uniformity and fails 
to present a systematic review of the extant bibliographical material, but 
subject to these limitations the monographs show a high degree of com- 
prehensiveness. Eleven volumes were found to contain material pertinent 
to this work. 6 Of other sources examined, the compilation by Rafael

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Aguilar y Santillan on geology and mining in Mexico, 1 the running bibli- 
ography of economic works referring to Mexico published in the Revista 
Mexicana de Economia, 2 and Haferkorn's select list of publications relat- 
ing to the war of 1 846-1 848 3 were especially helpful. Use has also been 
made of the U. S. War Department Library's Index of Publications, Articles 
and Maps relating to Mexico , 4 as well as of various bibliographical studies 
such as Prescott's 5 and Wagner's. 6 In addition many titles were secured 
from the Anuario Bibliogrdfico Mexicano. 7 

Very little bibliographical work has been done with regard to Central 
America. The available sources of information are confined to occasional 
lists of references published by libraries 8 and bibliographical notes in some 
of the more extensive studies. Costa Rica is in an exceptional position due 
to the extensive compilation by Luis Dobles Segreda, whose tndice Biblio- 
grdfico de Costa Rica yielded valuable information otherwise inaccessible. 9 
Brasseurde Bourbourg's list of works relating to Guatemala and Mexico 10 
was helpful in securing data concerning the pre-colonial period and the 
aboriginal population. 

In the West Indies, few good bibliographies are available which cover 
the whole field. Probably the best is the List of Works relating to the West 
Indies compiled for the New York Public Library. 11 Two others used to 
some extent in the present investigation are the Bibliografia Antillana by

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Trelles 1 and the Bibliography of the West Indies (excluding Jamaica) as- 
sembled by Frank Cundall for the library of the Institute of Jamaica. 2 
Cuban bibliography is, to be sure, much farther advanced than that of 
most Latin American republics, due to the indefatigable efforts of Carlos 
Manuel Trelles y Govin. Not less than eight major works by Trelles were 
examined during the process of assembling material. 3 The recent compila- 
tion by Pedreira 4 and the critical bibliography by Geigel y Zenon and 
Morales Ferrer 5 were decidedly helpful with respect to Puerto Rico. For 
Haiti and Santo Domingo, the works by Gabon 6 and Roth 7 and the bibli- 
ography in Tippenhauer's treatise 8 all yielded valuable information. 

In conclusion, a few words may be devoted to the matter of documents. 
In conformity with the practice adopted in the first volume, most docu- 
ments as such have been excluded from the main body of this work, with 
exceptions. The exceptions include the reports of the United States De- 
partment of Commerce and the Great Britain Department of Overseas 
Trade, as well as official reports of high economic importance, especially 
those written by economists not occupying a government position. In list- 
ing these documents the rule has been to place them under the names of 
their writers where such information was available; but the names of the 
sponsoring ministries or bureaus have in most cases been added as supple- 
mentary information. 

The Harvard Bureau for Economic Research in Latin America, under 
whose auspices the bibliography has been prepared, is indebted to the 
Harvard University Committee on Research in the Social Sciences for a

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grant of money to enable it to carry on the research involved. Publication 
has also been financed by that Committee.

KEY TO THE BIBLIOGRAPHY 

A. Notes on the form of listing. 

The general plan of listing titles in this volume closely follows that 
adopted in the preceding volume. That is, each entry of a book or pam- 
phlet gives the name of the author, the title, the place and year of publica- 
tion, and the number of pages or volumes. The entry of an article differs 
slightly in that it usually provides page references to the periodical and 
month of publication, in addition to the name of the author and title. It 
is important to note that there are no duplicate entries. 

The rule is to give the full name of the author rather than that appearing 
on the title page. Names of joint authors have all been listed (and indexed) 
except in some cases where there are three or more. Brackets enclosing an 
author's name signify that the work in question was unsigned. The em- 
ployment of brackets in this manner is therefore slightly different from the 
common practice of enclosing any material in brackets which does not ap- 
pear on the title page, whether or not the author has signed his name at 
the end of the work (usually a pamphlet). Many anonymous titles have 
been placed under "Anon." for lack of authentic information as to their 
authorship. As for pseudonyms, the rule has been to list the titles under 
the fictitious names and to provide (and index) the true names wherever 
possible. 

It is to be regretted that space did not allow all the titles to be repro- 
duced in unabbreviated form. Titles of many of the older works, the 
tracts, and pamphlets have been shortened, and this is not indicated by 
ellipses in all cases. However, words or phrases within a title have been 
omitted only rarely, and every such omission has been indicated. The 
general practice has been to enclose the place or year of publication within 
brackets if this information does not appear on the title page. It will be 
found that the data as to the number of pages are considerably more com- 
plete in this than in the preceding volume. In the great majority of entries, 
only one edition could be listed; this is the first edition, unless stated to 
the contrary. The exceptions relate to works which have gone through 
many editions. Much the same observation may be made as to transla- 
tions : only the original-language title has been furnished as a rule, although 
first editions of translations have sometimes been indicated. 

B. Geographical Classification. 

The classification by region and country is not quite so simple in this 
second volume as it was in the first. The latter, it will be remembered, 
contains a division for each of the ten republics of South America together 
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with one general category labeled "Latin America." The present work is 
divided upon similar lines, but embraces fifteen divisions rather than 
eleven. These fifteen include three general in character and two of a rather 
special nature (Puerto Rico, The Panama Canal) besides the ten republics 
of northern Latin America. Of the three general divisions, the first, "Latin 
America/' resembles the category by the same name in the first volume in 
that both contain titles referring to Latin America in general. However, 
emphasis was placed in the other volume upon continental South America 
and in this upon Mexico and the Caribbean area. Thus, the two divisions 
are both supplementary and correlative to each other. Titles which do not 
relate to Latin America taken as a whole but are at the same time too 
general in character to be placed under any single country were in the first 
volume placed under "Latin America." Here, there are two sub-divisions 
especially designed for the purpose: "Mexico & Central America" and 
"The West Indies." A book concerning two or more republics on the 
mainland between Rio Grande and Colombia will be found in the former 
section, while any work dealing with two or more of the island republics 
is to be sought under the latter. Nevertheless, if a title is not to be entered 
in duplicate, a book referring in a substantial way to both Mexico and 
Cuba must be placed under "Latin America." 

Two general exceptions have been made to the procedure of geographical 
classification outlined above, both of which concern the West Indies. In 
the first place, it was discovered that there is a fairly large body of I9th 
century literature concerning the two Spanish colonies of Cuba and Puerto 
Rico. Because it was apparent that Cuba occupied the lion's share of atten- 
tion in these books, tracts, and pamphlets, it was decided to place them 
under Cuba. Another factor pointing to the same decision was that many 
other contemporary Cuban titles, it was found, devoted some little space 
to Puerto Rico. Therefore, it would be necessary under any reasonable 
system of classification for the student of Puerto Rico to consult the bibli- 
ography of Cuba. Much the same circumstance was encountered with 
respect to Haiti and the Dominican Republic. Many of the best works 
on either of these two republics take in the whole island of Haiti. In ac- 
cordance with the rather uniform library practice of classifying Haiti the 
island the same as Haiti the republic, works of this character were placed 
under "Haiti" rather than under "The West Indies." 

"The Panama Canal" is a classification strictly falling outside the geo- 
graphical lines of division. It contains only titles of works containing sig- 
nificant material on the economic aspects of the construction and operation 
of the waterway. However, it will be found that several works under 
"Panama" contain substantial treatments on the canal. And materials on 
the other projected canal routes have been placed under the countries con- 
cerned, usually under the heading "Transportation and Communication." 
Thus, "Panama Transportation and Communication" contains books on 
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the Darien route, "Nicaragua Transportation and Communication" con- 
tains those on the projected Nicaragua canal, and the Tehuan tepee litera- 
ture is placed under Mexico. It should also be noted that some reconnais- 
sance surveys are to be found under "Economic Conditions" or "Travel 
and Description." 

C. Topical Classification. 

The general scheme of classification by period and topic is the same in 
this volume as in the preceding. It follows:

It has been the rule to place theoretical works under the country of which 
the writer was a native, and therefore the three divisions general from a 
geographical standpoint will be found to contain no works under the first 
rubric above. The point of division between "Colonial Economy" and 
"The Period since Independence" has generally been taken to be 1810, in 
conformity with Volume I. Numerous exceptions have been made to this 
rule, however, the usual procedure being to follow the primary subject 
matter. That is, some works are found in "The Period since Independence" 
which give substantial though minor attention to affairs during the colonial 
period. 

The outstanding cases of non-conformity to this chronological division 
are, of course, Cuba and Puerto Rico. The former did not attain independ- 
ence until 1898, while the latter is still dependent upon an outside power. 
In these cases it was seen fit to make a division in "Colonial Economy" 
approximately at 1810. The new divisions thus created, termed "The 
Period 1810-1898," have been classified as to subject matter more or less 
according to the scheme outlined above. Literature of the twentieth cen- 
tury has been treated in a similar manner, and is grouped under the head- 
ings "The Period since 1898." 
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The above subject classification may be criticized on the ground that 
the various classes are not always mutually exclusive. Particularly difficult 
has it been to find the dividing line between "Economic Conditions" and 
"Travel and Description/* or between "Agriculture" and "Industry"; and 
in general the section "Economic Conditions" has been taken to be more 
broad and inclusive than the other sections. Classifications of this kind are 
bound to be quite arbitrary in certain instances. For example, books relat- 
ing to particular commodities (bananas, sugar, tobacco) and referring to 
the whole Caribbean area will be found under "Latin America Trade." 
Similarly, several works devoted to specific commodities are placed in 
"Trade" under the individual countries. The classification of the literature 
on Cuban sugar presents many difficulties, since this commodity is of such 
preponderant importance that it cuts across the whole classification out- 
lined above. Briefly, it may be said that general works on the sugar in- 
dustry of Cuba have been allocated to "Agriculture," while more specific 
treatments of refining are under "Industry," and materials about prices, 
tariffs, exports, and international crop agreements are under "Trade." 
Tobacco has been treated in much the same way. But, it may be noted, 
all works relating to mines and fisheries are placed under "Industry." 

The sub-classification of the titles listed under "The Panama Canal" is 

altogether different from that just described. Here one finds a chronological 

division at the year 1904, when the project was taken over by the United 

States Government. A cross-classification may be summarized as follows:

II. The Period since 1904

Attention is called to the fact that pains have not been exerted to include 
all known works in the bibliography of the Canal, especially those of a 
purely technical nature judged from an engineering standpoint. Therefore, 
it is to be assumed that the works in the sections "A" above are at least 
partially devoted to problems of an economic nature. 
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LATIN AMERICA

This general division may be considered supplementary to that bearing the same name 
in the first volume. Whereas both divisions are designed to contain titles relating to 
Latin America in general, that in the first volume devotes special emphasis to South 
America, while this is primarily concerned with the northern area comprising Mexico 
and the Caribbean. 

The general subject of the aboriginal civilization in America before its discovery has 
been approached from several different directions. Archaeologists and ethnologists have 
been the pioneers in this field; and only comparatively recently have social scientists 
begun to make significant contributions. Worthy of special mention are the introduc- 
tory volume by Joyce (10) and the compendium by Beuchat (3), both archaeologists; 
the treatises by Bastian (2), Waitz (20), and Metraux (13), all ethnologists; and finally, 
the more purely social and economic discussions by Ernst (6), Friederici (8), Loven (12), 
Rosenblat (16), and Spinden (18). 

Conditions in America at the time of the conquest may best be observed through the 
eyes of the early chroniclers and travelers. Among the former group, the most prominent 
are d'Anghiera (Peter Martyr) (24), Las Casas (59), Herrera (79, 80), Oviedo (106, 107), 
and L6pez de Gomara (92). The following descriptive works may be selected as the 
most noteworthy, and also probably the most useful to the economic historian: for the 
i6th century, Benzoni's account (47), and L6pez de Velasco's geography in dictionary 
form (93); for the I7th century, Cobo's natural history (61), the descriptions by Laet 
(87) and Montanus (96), and the travels of Gage (73); and for the remainder of the 
colonial period (arranged in chronological order), Coreal (63), Campbell (57), Burke 
(56), Robertson (116), Azara (41), Bonnycastle (50), and Stevenson (129). Exquemelin's 
famous volume (69) is undoubtedly the best contemporary work on the early develop- 
ments of this phase of Spanish colonial history, and the later individual accounts by 
English sea-captains such as Anson (38), Cooke (62), and others, are indispensable 
sources of information. The Jesuit Lettres edifiantes (89) contain much about the period 
found nowhere else. 

The more strictly social and economic writings on the colonies may be divided into 
two classes: contemporary and modern. In the former group, the following are out- 
standing: the legal compilation by Encinas (68) and masterly commentary of Sol6rzano 
Pereira (127); the treatises by Alvarez Osorio (23), Ulloa (130), Uztariz (131), and Ward 
(137), all helpful to anyone tracing the development of Spanish economic theory during 
the colonial period; Locke's history (90), one of the earliest discussions of the colonial 
system by a foreigner; Savary's dictionary (123); the extended treatments of Pradt 
(no) and Page (108); and finally, the monumental work by the Abb Raynal (112) 
and Peuchet's supplement to it (109). Among the modern monographs of a more gen- 
eral character, those by Backer (46), Kottenkamp (83), and Normand (103) deserve 
special mention. Mounier's discussion of economic theory under Philip V (99) and other 
specialized studies by Hussey (81), Ots (105), and Rahola y Trejnols (in) each form a 
distinct contribution. The same may also be said of several recent books and articles 
on the Indian question 3 including those by Hanke (78), Zavala (140), and Barrasa (44). 
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On economic conditions in the Caribbean region since 1810, there are several good 
compilations available. Reference is made to the statistical compendium by MacGregor 
(163); the handbooks by Wappaus and Delitsch (176, 177); Halle's Amerika (156); and 
the more recent series of lectures edited by Siegfried (172), Blakeslee (143), and Wilgus 
(179). The geographies of Denis (149), Reclus (166), and Sorre (174) are all of a highly 
scientific order. Jones' Caribbean Backgrounds and Prospects (159), however, is from 
many points of view the best single book on the economic life of the area. 

There is a number of descriptive works available which contain useful facts and im- 
pressions. The best books published before 1870 include those by Brackenridge (191); 
the botanist Otto, a keen observer for detail (229); Morelet, the natural historian (223); 
Scherzer, a careful writer (238); and Vigne, who gives a full and unpolished account 
(255). The leading works of the late I9th century are by Molinari (220), Paasche (230), 
and Groussac (204), the last-named notable for his stimulating ideas. More recent 
books of value include Bonsai (188), Carpenter (194), Key (211), and Freeman (201). 

The large majority of the writings on the different departments of economic activity 
are to be found under the various countries, as in the first volume. On agriculture there 
are no works available, primarily economic in significance, which are limited in treat- 
ment to Mexico and the Caribbean, taken as an entity. However, pertinent informa- 
tion may be gathered from treatises on tropical agriculture such as Barrett (261) and 
Olsson-Seffer (266), and from the documentary material gathered for the Inter-American 
Conference of 1930 (264). The reports and bulletins of government departments and 
experiment stations, particularly the U. S. Department of Agriculture, should also be 
consulted. The situation is much the same in regard to the industries of the region. In 
this connection may be mentioned the report compiled by Robert E. Taylor for the U. S. 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce (274). In the field of population, the 
ethnological study of the Caribs by Farabee (279) and the articles by del Villar (285) 
deserve mention. The latter represent a sincere attempt to assemble all the available 
data on the growth of America. The labor question of the I9th century was dominated 
by the agitation over slavery, manifested in several important works listed in this sec- 
tion below. In recent years, the main interests have been labor organization and legis- 
lation; they are adequately discussed by two of the leaders in the movement, Iglesias 
(295) and Poblete Troncoso (297). 

The trade of the Caribbean has been very fully treated in a series of bulletins of the 
U. S. Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce (356). In addition there is available 
a fairly large literature devoted to the principal commodities. On the banana trade 
(and the United Fruit Company) different points of view may be gathered from the 
Americans, Adams (300) and Reynolds (348, 349); the European, Bitter (309), and 
the Costa Rican, Alfredo Senz (353). Several German authorities have studied Latin 
American sugar, among whom the most prominent are Paasche (340, 341), and Mikusch 
(336, 337). The general treatises on sugar by Rolph (350) and Prinsen Geerligs (347) 
should likewise be consulted. Ukers* study of coffee, also general in scope, is indis- 
pensable; it may be supplemented by Graham's semi-statistical treatment (322), and 
the comparatively recent survey by Dumont Villares (316). Information on the lumber 
trade may be gleaned from Gill (320), the best single work on this commodity. Other 
products, notably petroleum, have been satisfactorily handled in various publications 
sponsored by the U. S. Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce (357, 311, 314, 325). 

Undoubtedly the best work on transportation in the Caribbean is that by Long (369). 
Bromberger's study (366) constitutes an indictment of the promoters of Latin Ameri- 
can railroad securities before the War. Baudin (378) and Kemmerer (379) are both 
regarded as high authorities on Latin American currency. As for capital movements 
into the region during the ipth century, the Parliamentary Committee Report (386) 
and the reports of the Council of Foreign Bondholders are excellent sources of informa- 
tion. Post-war developments have received the attention of several dependable writers, 
including Ceilings (381), Dunn (383), Jones (387), and Winkler (398, 399). 
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In the field of international relations, the dominant question of interest has been the 
extent of the political and economic encroachment of the United States over the Carib- 
bean Sea (the "American Mediterranean")- The writings below betray many different 
shades of opinion on this highly controversial subject. Jones* Caribbean Interests (419) 
is perhaps the best survey of the situation at the rime of the outbreak of the World War. 
The more recent works by Howland (418) and Munro (430) aim to furnish an impartial 
summary view of later developments. The volume by Jones, Norton, and Moon (421) 
includes spirited statements of different views on the topic. Drascher (413) gives an 
extremely good statement of the European point of view, which is ably combatted by 
Ferrara (414), a native of Cuba. Nearing (432, 433) and Pereyra (436) make bitter 
and outspoken attacks on the United States; their general attitude is shared, with more 
restraint, in the pithy account by Rollin (430). The particular question of Theodore 
Roosevelt's relations to the Caribbean is ably handled by Hill (416).

ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL THEORY

Economic theory has until very recently occupied a subordinate position among the 
social sciences in Mexico. Problems of pure and applied economics have ordinarily been 
treated in conjunction with, and as aspects of, jurisprudence and public administration. 
Economic treatises are rare; and the formulation of economic doctrines has not gone far 
beyond the mere repetition of currently accepted and English theories. From among 
the earlier treatises, Mora's work (722), written in support of free trade, and Prieto's 
Lecciones elementales de economia politica (729), a systematic presentation of economic 
theory, may be singled out. Although both works lack in originality, they are of interest 
to the student of Mexican economic thought. The position of economics in Mexico is 
characteristically revealed in the able analysis of the relation between economics and 
jurisprudence by L6pez-Portillo y Rojas, El derecho y la economia politica (712). Recent 
tendencies toward a more rigid separation of economics from the other social sciences 
have found their expression in Luna Arroyo's discussion (713) as well as in several the- 
oretical works, of which the more important are Martinez Sobral's Principios de eco- 
n6mica (717) and Compendia de econdmica (715), and Caso's Sociologia genttica y siste- 
mdtica (696). 

Social problems have received much more careful attention at the hands of Mexican 
writers. In particular, the revolution of 1910 and the subsequent social and political 
upheaval have stimulated discussions of the various underlying factors. Among the 
best works in this category may be mentioned Trejo Lerdo de Tejada's La evolucidn y el 
nacionalismo (739), a serious attempt at a synthesis of the social, economic and political 
forces active in Mexico; Esquivel Obreg6n's sociological essays (708); Cuadros Caldas* 
Mexico Soviet (702), a detailed analysis of the progressive radicalization of Mexican 
governments since the fall of Diaz; and finally, Castillo y Pina's La cuestidn social en 
Mexico (697), a study representing the Roman Catholic point of view on the social 
struggles in Mexico.

INDIAN ECONOMY

Many of the works in this category are listed in parallel sections under Latin America, 
and Mexico & Central America, since the ground they cover extends beyond the bound- 
aries of contemporary Mexico. The literature below dealing with Mexico of the pre- 
columbian era may be divided into two groups. The first comprises accounts by Spanish 
authors who had an opportunity to observe the economic and social life of the Indian 
communities from a fairly close range. Among such accounts those by Cortes (760), 
Diaz del Castillo (469), and Torquemada (8oob) are the most important. 

Since the middle of the past century, Mexico has attracted the attention of a number 
of archaeologists and ethnologists, whose research and discoveries have added sub- 
stantially to our knowledge of pre-hispanic Mexico. Works such as Charnay's die's et 
ruines ame"ricaines (757), Strebel's Alt-Mexiko (798), Thompson's accounts of his in- 
vestigations (799, 800), and Gann's ethnological studies (764) have stimulated interest 
in the ancient Mexican civilization. Among the numerous essays and monographs which 
discuss particular phases of the social and economic life in Mexico before 1491, and are 
worthy of special mention, are Bandelier (746-748), Saville (791-793), Seler (794), and 
Mendizdbal (779, 780) all works of high quality and achievement. The student pri- 
marily interested in the more general aspects of the ancient Mexican civilization has 
recourse to several systematic studies, based upon a more or less thorough examination 
of the available sources. One of the best works of this character is Prescott's History of 
the conquest of Mexico (788). It may be supplemented by Ixtlilxochitl (773), Chavero 
(758), Doporto (763), and Biart's well-organized analysis of the political, economic and 
social organization of the Aztec empire (782). Of the more recent studies, Genet's de- 
scriptions of the Aztec civilization (765, 766), Joyce's treatise (773a), Spence's intro- 
ductory study (796), and Spinden's Ancient civilizations of Mexico (797) are works with 
which the student should be well acquainted.

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COLONIAL ECONOMY 

See also Mexico Economic Conditions, Travel and Description, and Population 

The colonial period of Mexico's economic history has never been adequately studied. 
Accounts of travellers and contemporary works by Spanish and Mexican authors form 
the main sources of information, and the few general treatises which have appeared do 
not as a rule exhaust all the data available in the archives of Mexico and Spain. One of 
the best accounts of colonial Mexico is Humboldt's Essai politique (839), an exhaustive 
and reliable discussion of the country and its people. The fairly detailed geographical 
and political description of Mexico by Villasefior y Sanchez (868) is recommended pri- 
marily because of the factual information it contains. For further literature the student 
is referred to the corresponding section in Latin America, and Mexico & Central America, 
where several important works are listed which give substantial space to Mexico. 

The student of colonial Mexico will find much interesting and useful material in the 
monographic studies and compilations mentioned below. Zavala (871) is an attempt to 
segregate and analyze the element of private economic interests in the conquest of 
Mexico; Torres Quintero (867) is valuable mainly as a formulation of certain problems 
concerning the economic history of the period; Penafiel's Ciudades coloniales (850) and 
Sedano's Noticias de Mexico (862) are informative, but do not go beyond mere statement 
of fact. An interesting polemic about the nature of Spanish colonial administration 
waged in the Mexican press and published by L6pez (842) will prove useful to the 
historian. Two recent contributions in English merit the student's attention. One is 
Fisher's discussion of colonial Mexico on the eve of independence (837), a serious at- 
tempt to evaluate the various factors which brought about the breakdown of Spanish 
rule in Mexico; and the other is Simpson's Studies in the administration of the Indians 
(863), a brief monograph dealing with some of the aspects of this important problem. 
Both studies are well documented. 

Very little has been written on the specific departments of Mexican colonial economy. 
Elhuyar's report on Mexican mining (828) and his Indagaciones sobre la amonedacidn 
(827) are authoritative, and Maniau Torquemada's Compendia de la historia de la real 
hacienda (844), a systematic exposition of the operation of Spain's fiscal policies, is a 
valuable source of information. It should be noted, however, that the above three studies 
refer only to the last decades of Spanish rule in Mexico. 
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No economic history of Mexico is available. The fairly long list of works grouped in 
this section consists of more or less formal descriptions the scope of which is limited in 
both time and space. References to historical development found in the more detailed 
studies are necessarily sketchy and confined to the most essential data. 

Of books dealing with the early period of modern Mexico those by Ward (1222) and 
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Ortiz de Ayala (1096) are among the best. The former is a detailed informal description 
by one who had intimate knowledge of the country and the people, and the latter is a 
thorough discussion of some of the most important aspects of Mexican economy. Much 
valuable information relating to the economic problems facing the Mexican capital will 
be found in Gamboa's Memoria econdmica (997). For the second quarter of the I9th 
century Mayer's well-arranged and liberally illustrated description (1072), Adorno's 
An&lisis de lot males de Mexico (874), and the very good study by Sartorius (1161), 
should be consulted. Conditions prevailing in Mexico during the period preceding the 
Diaz regime form the subject matter of several adequate works. The volume published 
by the Secretaria de Fomento (1167) is a highly useful collection of essays in which the 
incidence of the fluctuating price of silver is analyzed from the viewpoint of Mexican 
economy; Garcia Cubas' Cuadro geogrdfico (1004) gives a systematic description of the 
economic resources of Mexico; and finally, Pe"rez Hernandez* geographic dictionnary 
(mi) contains information usually difficult of access. The comprehensive monographs 
by Busto (934) and Pombo (1117) are especially recommended because of the attention 
given to details and the reliability of data contained therein. A very good interpretation 
of economic Mexico by a foreigner will be found in Bruyssel's interesting and authorita- 
tive report (92,7), 

Mexico's rapid economic progress under the dictatorship of Diaz, accompanied by 
financial rehabilitation and political stability, attracted the attention of economists and 
historians. The growth of interest in the economic affairs of the republic was not con- 
fined to Mexicans alone; some of the best studies were the work of eminent writers and 
investigators in Western Europe and the United States. Of Mexican works, the follow- 
ing, arranged in chronological order, are among the most important: Garcia Cubas 
(1006), a reliable statistical description; Romero's collection of essays and articles on 
Mexico and its relations with the United States (1148); Velasco's Geografia y estadistica 
(1215), a voluminous compilation that should prove extremely useful to the student of 
the period; and finally, Zayas Enriquez (1234, 1235), two monographs devoted to the 
elucidation of the economic achievements under the Diaz administration. Of foreign 
studies, several merit close examination. Bancroft's Resources and development oj Mexico 
(908) is a good reference book. Schmitz (1164) is an able and well-documented analysis 
of Mexican economy from the point of view of the country's domestic and foreign in- 
debtedness. Sapper's Wirtschaftsgeographie (1160) is informative and reliable. Lejeune's 
Torres mexicaines (1050), devotes much space to the agrarian problem and mining, two 
of the most important aspects of Mexican economic life. And finally, Prigny's Les 
iLtats-Unis de Mexique (1113), is a systematic description of pre-revolutionary Mexico. 

The revolution opened a new chapter in the economic history of Mexico. The agrarian 
reform, nationalization of certain mineral resources, economic planning all were prob- 
lems whose solution required thorough knowledge and understanding of the various 
component and interrelated parts of the economic and social structure. Accordingly, 
the literature of this period is on the whole markedly interpretative; moreover, some of 
it is tinged with political bias because of the social character of the revolution. Of the 
interpretative studies, the series of articles and addresses by Puig Casauranc, a former 
cabinet minister, (1122), and the suggestive lectures by Vasconcelos and Gamio (1212), 
are among the best. Of factual works depicting modern Mexico, the exhaustive mono- 
graphs published by the Secretaria de Industria, Comercio y Trabajo (1168-1170), 
Mendizlbal's La evoluciSn en el Noroeste de Mfalco (1076), and the largely statistical 
survey conducted by the Departamento de la Estadistica (970) all are worthy of men- 
tion. Foreign literature relating to this period is generally of high quality. Excellent 
work has been done by Americans, many of whom have shown a genuine interest in and 
an expert knowledge of Mexico. Among the best factual studies may be mentioned 
Sterrett's extensive report (1186), Middleton's systematic survey of industrial develop- 
ment (1080), Jones' scholarly analysis, based on first hand information (1036), and 
Sherwell's comprehensive review of the economic position of Mexico (1174). Outstand- 
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ing among interpretative works is Gruening's Mexico and its heritage (1019)3 a careful 
and original study of the various forces dominant in Mexico. The two studies by Beals 
(915, 916) and Chase (952.) are stimulating and instructive, but caution should be exer- 
cised in accepting some of their interpretations. Several works by European writers will 
prove of value to the student. Stelzmann (1184) is a thorough analysis of modern 
Mexico, and Reichwein's Mexiko erwacht (1132) is a vividly illustrated socio-geographic 
study of the country. The works by Krollmann (1043) an ^ Schnitzler (1165) are syste- 
matic reviews of some of the most important economic problems facing Mexico. And 
finally, mention should be made of Araquistain's sympathetic account (900), in which 
emphasis is placed upon the agrarian and Indian aspects of the revolution. 
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See also Mexico Economic Conditions, and Population 

The economic historian will find the literature listed in this section valuable not only 
because it depicts the social and political aspects of the nation's evolution, but also 
because it often furnishes good sources of information regarding the country's economic 
problems. This is especially true with regard to the early decades of Mexico's independ- 
ence, for which systematic treatises are few and far between. Among the most useful 
accounts relating to the first half of the I9th century may be included Bullock's Six 
months' residence and travels in Mexico (1285); Poinsett's reliable and extensive Notes 
on Mexico (1439); Beaufoy's Mexican Illustrations (1262); Beltrami's detailed account 
of the country (1266) ; Burkart's Aufenthalt und Reisen (1286), with its valuable chapters 
on mining; Becher's narrative, interesting mainly because of the statistical data it con- 
tains (1263); Calderon de la Barca's vivid account of the Mexican people and their 
customs (1289); an d finally, the anonymous Sketch of the customs and society oj Mexico 
(1243). In addition, the student may find it worth while to consult the following works: 
Lyon (1399), Hardy (1358), Charpenne (1305), and Ludecus (1393). 

For information on the period preceding the Diaz administration several good descrip- 
tions are available. Miiller (1423) is a detailed and conscientious survey based upon 
statistical data, and Charnay (1304) is authoritative. Heller (1362-1364) and Robertson 
(1458) merit consultation. Bishop's Travels (1273) and Mason's Pictures of life in Mexico 
(1411) are recommended primarily because of the attention they pay to social life and 
customs. 

Some of the best descriptions relate to the period of the dictatorship of Diaz. Ober's 
Travels in Mexico (1428) is an informative and reliable account; Iglehart (1368) gives 
an intimate picture of the country; Turner's Barbarous Mexico (1501) is a forceful 
indictment of the Diaz regime. These accounts may be supplemented by Leclercq 
(1388), Hesse Wartegg (1367), and Lumholtz's adequate portrayal of the country and 
its people (1394)- 

Events in Mexico following the fall of Diaz have stimulated a noticeable interest in 
Mexican affairs. The recent literature is fairly abundant, so that the student will have 
no difficulty in selecting books to suit his particular purpose. Of the more adequate 
accounts, those by Flandrau (1333), Evans (1324), Fergusson (1328), Thompson (1498) 
are probably the most interesting.

AGRICULTURE 

See also Mexico Economic Conditions, Travel and Description, Labor, Population, and 

Currency and Banking 

Few other problems of economic import in Mexico have been more widely discussed 
by economists and statesmen than the question of the ownership and distribution of 
land. Both native and foreign authors have made serious efforts to assemble the perti- 
nent data in order to clarify the problems and prepare the ground for further study. 
One of the best discussions in English is Tannenbaum's The Mexican agrarian revolution 
(1693). Based in part upon unpublished material, the study presents an interesting 
analysis of the problem of land distribution, with special reference to foreign ownership. 
An accurate and suggestive picture of recent years is furnished by McBride, The land 
systems in Mexico (1625). Mexican agrarian institutions are competently reviewed by 
Phipps in a well-documented essay (1659). 

Mexican literature relating to questions of land distribution boasts several works of 
high quality. Gonzalez Roa, El aspecto agrario de la revolucidn (1602) is a very good 
historical and analytical study of the social and political ramifications of the problem. 
Of the same high quality is the pertinent discussion by Gonzalez Roa and Covarrubias 
(1604). Juridical and constitutional aspects of the question are ably presented by 
Mendieta y Nunez in his El sistema agrario constitucional (1635) an d by Magarinos 
Torres in his El problema de la tierra (1626), the latter a detailed monograph with copious 
references and a valuable bibliography. Gama's brief discussion (1594) is recommended 
largely for the author's emphasis upon the economic significance of the system of Mexican 
land ownership. The student's attention may also be called to several compilations of 
agrarian laws. The best among those listed in this section are by Covarrubias and 
Gonzalez Roa (1574), Vidal y Flor (1697), Villareal Munoz (1700), and Orozco (1646). 

Among works devoted to the historical development of agricultural technique the 
following merit attention: Pimentel (1660), a useful study of the state of Mexican agri- 
culture in the second half of the I9th century; Loria (1622), a general discussion of 
various recent aspects of Mexican agricultural industry; Aznar Barbachano (1539), a 
detailed description of agricultural conditions in the state of Jalisco; Romero (1673, 
1674) devoted to the cultivation of coffee and rubber; and Barba (1543), a factual de- 
scription of the sisal industry in Yucatan.

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A very large portion of the literature in this section is devoted to mining and oil, the 
two most important industries^ Mexico. Other industries have attracted only sporadic 
attention of economists and historians, and no really serious study has yet been made 
of Mexican industry as a whole. 

On the mining industry, St. Clair Duport's De la production des mtfaux precieux 
(1829), one of the earlier works, is a fertile source of information giving attention to 
details and containing numerous references to the colonial period. The writings of 
Santiago Ramirez on the subject are authoritative. In his Noticia hlst6rica (1823) he 
makes a serious attempt to present a comprehensive account of the development of 
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Mexican mining by products and regions. This study may be supplemented by Crespo 
y Martinez (1760), a brief historical review, and Gonzalez (1779), a detailed and trust- 
worthy analysis of the industry at the end of the Diaz regime. Two works in English 
are well worth consultation. One, Dahlgren's very conscientious compilation of data, 
relates to all the most important mines and goes back to the i6th century (1762). The 
work is based upon excellent sources, some of which are not easily accessible. The 
other, Rickard's Journeys of observation (1825), is a competent and not too technical 
description of mines and mining methods. Recent changes in the laws and regulations 
governing the industry are briefly reviewed by Martinez Lopez (1806). 

The oil industry is one of the leading topics in the contemporary literature of Mexico. 
Its rapid rise into prominence, the very active participation of foreign capital, the 
radical oil policy of the revolutionary governments since 1917 all these factors have 
stimulated discussion and study of the industry in its economic and political aspects. 
Much of the literature is controversial in character and frequently tinged with bias; but 
an objective and fairly complete picture of the industry may be obtained from the 
several recent monographs. One of the best of these is Diaz Dufoo's La cuestion del 
petr6leo (1765), a comprehensive and well documented analysis. A more technical study 
of the industry is available in Bustamante's El petroko en la Reptiblica Mexlcana (1743). 
The volume published by the Seccion de Estadistica y Anales de Jurisprudencia (1833) 
will be found especially interesting because of the emphasis upon the political and legal 
aspects of the oil controversy. And finally, the study prepared under the auspices of 
the Departamento de Petroleo (1763) may be mentioned as a useful guide to legislation 
concerning the industry. 

Recent trends in Mexico's industrial development are broadly analyzed in the publi- 
cations relating to the Congreso Nacional de Industrials (1758, 1759) and in the mono- 
graph published by the Secretaria de Industria, Comercio y Trabajo (1766). 
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Most of the discussion about Mexico's population problems centers around the Indian. 
The various tribes inhabiting the country have been the subject of numerous studies 
in which the anthropological and ethnographical tendencies tend to overshadow con- 
siderations of social and economic import. Of the more general discussions, Molina 
Enriquez (1906), the volume entitled Criollos, indios y mestizos (1858), and Rivera's 
La heterogeneidad etnica (1919), the last an adequate study of the race question in 
Mexico, are perhaps the most interesting. Pimentel (1910) is a historical analysis of the 
condition of the indigenous population, and Hernandez (1890) is an informative re- 
statement of the population problem facing the country. Investigations limited to 
specific aboriginal groups have resulted in several excellent monographs. The Cora 
Indians form the subject of a thorough discussion by Preuss (1911), which by reason 
of its introduction is especially interesting to the economist. Redfield's detailed and 
well- written description of an Aztec village (1917), and Gamio's La poblaci6n del valle 
de Teotihuacan (1885), together with his Introduction, synthesis and conclusion (1882), 
are authoritative. The student should also consult the careful and exhaustive study 
of the life, customs, and social and economic organization of the Tarahumara Indians 
by Bennett and Zingg (1864). A Spanish-Mexican peasant community in Jalisco is 
briefly described by Taylor in a well-arranged study based upon direct observation 
(1931). The very important problem of Mexican emigration to the United States is 
analyzed by Gamio in two excellent monographs (1883, 1884), which are well nigh defini- 
tive in so far as the social aspects of the question are concerned. 
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The Mexican labor movement has become in recent years a factor of increasing im- 
portance in the political and economic life of the country. Labor's active participation 
in the revolutionary reforms of the post-Diaz period found its reflection in the rapid 
growth of literature dealing with various phases of socialist and trade-unionist activity. 
While it is still in its early stages of development, consisting largely of pamphlets of 
programmatic character, a good beginning has been made in the direction of more mature 
and detached analysis. In this connection may be mentioned Retinger's introductory 
history of 'the Mexican labor movement (1986), Lombardo Toledano's well-documented 
study of trade-unionism in Mexico (1964), and Clark's authoritative and scholarly 
analysis of the history of Mexican labor movement (1947), which is probably the best 
recent discussion of the subject. The short articles by Salazar and Escobedo collected 
under the title Pugnas de lagleba (1991), and the essays by EnHquez (1952), all obviously 
lacking in obiectivity, should, nevertheless, prove useful to the discerning student. 

Wages, working conditions and the cost of living form the subject of several more or 
less thorough investigations. One of the earliest works in this category is Caballero's 
El descanso dominical (1943). Weyl's Labor conditions in Mexico (1999) is a competent 
study, generously illustrated by statistical data. Silva Herzog's studies, especially Un 
estudio delcosto de la vida en M/xico (1994) and Los salarios (1995), the latter an investi- 
gation conducted under the auspices of the Ferrocarriles Nacionales de Mexico, contain 
interesting data relating to the movement of the standard of living of the laboring classes. 
For an adequate analysis of Mexican labor legislation the student is referred toTissem- 
baum, La Iegislaci6n del trabajo (1997), and Lopez, Sodedades y sindicatos (1965), the 
latter forming the first of six volumes designed to give a comprehensive review of existing 
and contemplated legislation in Mexico and in other countries. 
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Economic Relations 

Comparatively few works on Mexican transportation are available. With few excep- 
tions the literature consists of more or less detailed reports, which are little better than 
mere statements of factual conditions. The best comprehensive survey of the railway 
system is the study prepared for the U. S. Department of Commerce by Long (2112). 
Velasco's three volumes (2158-2160) contain much useful and reliable information. A 
good discussion of the National Railways may be had in Gonzalez Roa's El problema 
ferrocarrilero (2099), an extensive and competent report. Torre's Historta y descripciSn 
(2157) is a detailed account of the route of the Ferrocarril Central Mexicano, preceded 
by a brief historical review of the construction of the railway. The railway policies of 
the government are ably examined by Gurza (2105) in a brief study based upon official 
material. The stimulating essays by Moses (2125) are recommended primarily because 
they represent an interesting attempt to evaluate the economic and social effects of 
railroad construction in Mexico.

A large portion of the literature centering around problems of Mexican public finance 
is of journalistic character, yet some serious studies have been made which deserve the 
economist's attention. Mexico's foreign indebtedness, a perennial problem in the finan- 
cial history of the country, forms the main topic of several good discussions. Alam&n's 
concise history of borrowings in foreign money markets, with an appendix depicting the 
successive stages of the growth of the country's foreign debt (2164), and Murphy's re- 
view of Mexico's indebtedness abroad (2285), are among the best works on the subject 
published in the first half of the igth century. The debt situation as it stood at the 
middle of the century is examined in some detail by Payno y Flores in his Mexico y sus 
cuestiones financieras (2302). Financial relations between Mexico and Great Britain are 
historically analyzed by Casasus in a well-documented study (2210). This may be supple- 
mented by Ortiz de Montellano's factual survey of Mexican loans in London (2290), and 
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Castillo's examination of the consolidation of the national debt (2213). The French 
phase of Mexican indebtedness is briefly reviewed by Keratry (2253). Of recent works, 
two English studies and one Mexican are especially recommended: Lill's National debt 
of Mexico (2258), a useful technical analysis by a trained accountant; Turlington's 
Mexico and her foreign creditors (2336), a comprehensive history of Mexican foreign 
indebtedness, with due emphasis upon its political aspects; and finally, the volume pub- 
lished by the Ministerio de Hacienda (2278), a detailed analysis of the foreign debt. 

Problems of internal financial policy and organization have been the subject of several 
Mexican and foreign investigations. Among the works in which the emphasis is placed 
upon the administrative and juridical aspects of the country's financial structure the 
following are worthy of mention: Busto's La administraci6n p A b lie a (1103), Jimenez' 
Tratado de administraci6n y contabilidad (2251), Labastida's extensive study of the 
system of fiscal laws (2254), and Hijar y Haro's description of the organization and 
operation of the National Treasury. The student interested primarily in the factual 
history of Mexican finances should consult Diaz Dufoo's Limantour (2222), a competent 
biography of the great minister and at the same time a history of public finances in the 
Diaz period; the same author's analysis of Mexico's budgetary deficits and its first sur- 
plus (2223); Pani's exhaustive review of financial policies in the years 1923 to 1926 
(2295); and finally, Prieto's historical study of Mexican tariff taxation (2312). Of foreign 
works, McCaleb's The public finances of Mexico (2267) is one of the best historical 
accounts; it is well-documented and may serve as a good introduction to the study of 
the subject. Gloner's Les finances des ttats Unis Mexicaines (2242) is an excellent mono- 
graph touching upon all phases of the state's finances; the materiaHs well organized 
and the discussion is illustrated by numerous statistical data. A concise analysis of the 
state of Mexican finances by Schmitz (2328) should also prove very useful. 
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CURRENCY AND BANKING 

See also Mexico Economic Conditions, Trade, Public Finance, Capital Migrations, and 
International Economic Relations 

The works on currency and banking rank among the best in Mexican economic 
literature. The financial and economic successes achieved under the Diaz administra- 
tion, and the peculiar position of Mexico as a silver producer, attracted some of the 
country's best minds to the study and discussion of Mexico's banking and monetary 
problems. Foremost among these is Casasus, whose writings have been a factor of con- 
siderable importance in the moulding of Mexican ideas and policies in this field. His 
major works include: a general treatise on credit institutions, with numerous references 
to Mexico (2370) ; a volume entitled La s reformat a la ley de instituciones de crSdito (2377), 
a collection of articles in defense of Limantour's banking policies; and an interesting 
study of the economic and juridical factors in the organization and functioning of the 
banking system (2367). Though the theories advocated by Casasus are not original, 
the role they have played in the financial history of Mexico is sufficiently important to 
warrant their close examination. Banking laws and legislation have been expertly treated 
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by several prominent Mexicans. Labastida's ponderous volume (2419) is devoted largely 
to transcriptions of various laws and documents relating to the rise of the banking 
system in Mexico; a comprehensive review of the development of Mexican credit insti- 
tutions is given by Barrera Lavalle in his Estudios (2359), an authoritative and informa- 
tive study; and Martinez Sobral's Estudios elementales (2424) provide a detailed and 
thorough analysis of banking legislation at the end of the Diaz regime. 

Two works bearing on the problem of central banking merit the student's attention. 
One is a compilation of documents and congressional debates by Trejo (2451); the other 
is a detailed history of the Bank of Mexico since 1915 by Manero (2421). The problem 
of agricultural credit is adequately discussed by Mendieta y Nunez in his Credlto agrario 
(2426). Of foreign works devoted to Mexican banking, Conant's scholarly analysis 
(2383), prepared for the U. S. National Monetary Commission, is probably the best. 
A very good history of Mexican banking from 1884 to 1919 is available in McCaleb's 
well-documented volume (2420). And finally, some insight into the banking system of 
Mexico in the first decade of the present century may be gained from Favre's brief but 
well-arranged discussion (2400). 

In the literature on monetary questions, Casasus again occupies a dominant position. 
His more important writings such as Le problems monetaire (2374), La question de r argent 
( 2 375) 5 La reformat monetaria (2376), and Estudios monetarios (2368), combine theoretical 
analysis with historical research. The last-named study is especially valuable to the 
student of Mexican monetary history, for it presents in an expert manner the Mexican 
point of view on the issue of monometallism versus bimetallism. The two volumes 
published by the Mexican Monetary Commission (2380, 2381) contain much material, 
otherwise unobtainable, on the various aspects of Mexico's monetary reform. The 
stabilization of currency under the Diaz administration is adequately reviewed by 
Martinez Sobral in his La reforma monetaria (2425), and by Hegemann in his Mexikos 
Ubergangzur Goldwahrung (2415). 
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The following list is confined to those books which deal solely with the economic de- 
velopment of Guatemala. There is, however, a considerable number of works devoted 
to the Caribbean area or to Central America, which are of fundamental importance to 
the understanding of Guatemala's economic history. Such works are listed elsewhere in 
this volume, under the headings LATIN AMERICA and MEXICO & CENTRAL AMERICA. 

The three main sources of information with regard to the economic and social organiza- 
tion of pre-hispanic Guatemala are the folklore and legends of the Indians, the writings 
of the early Spanish settlers, and archaeological and ethnographic investigation. Among 
these sources are: Brinton's translation of The annals of the Cakchiquels (2541), which 
is preceded by an essay depicting the economic and social life of the tribe, the translation 
of Popol Vuh (2548) by Ximenez, and the same author's voluminous history of ancient 
Guatemala (2547). As containing information concerning the industry, arts and mode 
of living of the Guatemalan Indians mention should be made of Stoll's investigations in 
Guatemalan ethnography (2544, 2545), Batres Jauregui's brief history of the Guatemalan 
Indians (2540), and Villacorta's Arqueologia guatemalteca (2546). Most of the important 
descriptions of colonial Spanish America (especially those dealing with Central America 
and Mexico) devote a great deal of space to Guatemala. They are listed in the corre- 
sponding section under LATIN AMERICA and MEXICO & CENTRAL AMERICA. Especially 
important for Guatemala are Fuentes y Guzmn's Historia de Guatemala (2549) and 
Juarros' A statistical and commercial history (2550). Both works contain abundant eco- 
nomic data as well as other information of interest to the economic historian. 

The opening of Guatemala to foreign trade and capital was reflected in the publica- 
tion of several works devoted to the economic affairs of the republic. Dunn's Guatimala 
(2639) and Thompson's Narrative (2662) are probably the best among the earlier descrip- 
tions. Obert's Memoirs (2597) and Montgomery's informal account (2651) both relating 
to a somewhat later period contain interesting data not easily accessible. The quality 
of literature on Guatemala improved noticeably towards the end of the century. Among 
the formal studies of the country's economy may be singled out Brigham's Guatemala 
(2631), a detailed and well arranged review; the two monographs published by the Bu- 
reau of the American Republics (2565, 2566); the concise and informative essay by 
Niederlein (2595); and finally, Caivano's comprehensive account (2567). Falla's Orienta- 
ci6n econ6mica (2578), a good analysis of the economic problems which confronted 
Guatemala towards the end of the nineteenth century, and Estrada Paniagua's account 
of Estrada Cabrera's administration (2577) merit attention. Stoll's Reisen und Schilde- 
rungen (2661) and Maudslay's vivid narrative (2649) are invaluable as sources of in- 
formation on the customs and habits of the Guatemalans. The economic development 
of modern Guatemala is dealt with in a number of discussions by foreign and native 
writers. Foreign works include Stephan's Le Guatemala tconomique (2612); one of the 
best economic studies of the country, Winter's extensive account (2614); Landini's 
compact monograph (2585), one of a series of publications of the Istituto Cristoforo 
Colombo; the informative description by Lentz (2647); and finally, the geographic 
studies by Sapper (2658-2660). Among Guatemalan writings Le6n's Contribuci6n (2587) 
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and Juarez Munoz, 1 Nuestros problemas (2583) are outstanding. The former is a factual 
study of the economic growth of Guatemala, and the latter an able analysis of its eco- 
nomic policies. For a systematic description of the republic Mejia's Geografta descriptiva 
(2590) may be recommended. Attention may also be called to Villacorta's monographic 
study of an important Guatemalan province (2613). 

There are as yet few specialized works on Guatemala. Agriculture is represented by 
Sanchez Urruela's Essai sur I* agriculture (2683), a work of considerable merit. Coloniza- 
tion, one of the most interesting phases in the economic history of Guatemala, is ex- 
tensively treated in the publications of the Compagnie Beige de Colonisation (2693- 
2698) and by Blondeel van Cuelebrouck (2688, 2689). F r a discussion of Guatemala's 
currency problems the student is referred to Martinez Sobral's collection of articles 
(2740) and to Falla's brief essays (2738, 2739).

HONDURAS 



Adequate data concerning the economic development of Honduras are scarce. The 
sources of information consist almost entirely of general descriptions, on one hand, and 
on the other, of more or less extensive references to this country in works dealing with 
Central America as a whole (see bibliography under LATIN AMERICA and MEXICO & 
CENTRAL AMERICA). In the latter category works referring to the colonial period 
and the first half of the nineteenth century are particularly important since the economic 
literature devoted exclusively to Honduras is of comparatively recent origin. 

Among the early descriptive works we may mention the detailed narrative by Wells 
(2796), Squier's authoritative and clearly expounded economic study (2781), Belot's 
compact account (2752), Bustelli-Foscolo's informative monograph (2756), Lombard's 
The New Honduras (2768), Suckau's geographic and statistical essay (2782), Charles* 
interesting study (2757), and finally, a short sketch by Lemus and Bourgeois (2767). 
Noteworthy for their accurate information the value of the two studies prepared under 
the auspices of the International Bureau of the American Republics (2763, 2773) is still 
further enhanced by the chapter on bibliography and cartography. For more informal 
accounts the student is directed to Lester's A lady's ride across Spanish Honduras 
(2792), Friederich's Am stillen Ocean (2786), and Morlan's vivid description of his 
Honduran travels (2793). Worth consulting among the more recent works are: Somoza 
Vivas (2779), an illustrated guidebook of the republic; the concise description of the 
country prepared by the Direccion General de Estadistica (2758); and Komor's A-puntes 
de viaje (2791). The geographies by Martinez Lopez (2771), Meza Calix (2772) and 
Bones Quinonez (2754) should also prove useful. In addition, the publications of the 
United States Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce (2766) and of the British 
Department of Overseas Trade (2761, 2769) are recommended for their accuracy and 
attention to detail. With regard to special fields of economic activity the choice of 
adequate studies is extremely restricted. In the section on population the study by 
Conzemius (2813) is the only one of note. Of works relating to Honduran finance and 
banking Herran's Documentos oficiales (2839) and the study of the country's foreign debt 
by Ramirez (2846) are among the most important. 

ECONOMIC AND COLONIAL ECONOMY 

SOCIAL THEORY

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The list of works below does not exhaust the available literature on Salvador. An 
appreciable number of studies dealing with the Central American area as a whole and 
listed in this volume under LATIN- AMERICA and MEXICO & CENTRAL AMERICA contain 
more or less extended references to the economic development of the republic. These 
studies are especially important in view of the fact that economic literature native or 
foreign, devoted exclusively to Salvador, is of comparatively recent origin and little has 
been done to reconstruct the economic past of the country. 

For the period before the achievement of independence Barberena's Epoca antigua y 
de la conquista (2864) and his poca colonial (2867) are probably the two best single 
studies of the Indian and colonial periods, respectively. Their value to the economist 
is considerably enhanced by the fact that attention is given to the economic and institu- 
tional as well as the political aspects of Salvador's development. Important to the 
student of the colonial period is the report by Gutierrez y Ulloa (2868), who was the 
corregtdor intendente of the province of San Salvador in 1807. The report contains de- 
tailed data on population with brief descriptions of the more important towns and 
villages. Finance, commerce and industry are discussed somewhat less thoroughly in a 
separate section. 

By far the best work on the economic and political organization of modern Salvador 
is Martin's extensive and well arranged description (2901). Carefully compiled, the 
volume may well serve as the starting point for those who undertake a more intensive 
study of the country. This work may be supplemented by Reyes (2905), a brief descrip- 
tion with statistical data on commerce, finances and transportation, Barberena's short 
geography (2873), and the informative handbook published by the International Bureau 
of the American Republics (2898). 

In the last two or three decades native writers have shown an increasing interest in 
the economic affairs of Salvador. This tendency has found its expression in a number 
of descriptive and interpretative works touching upon various aspects of the country's 
economic life. Among descriptive works the series of Monograjtas Departamentales in 
fourteen volumes by Barberena and Fonseca (2875), published by the Direccion General 
de Estadistica, is especially important for the wealth of information it contains. Bar- 
berena's Estudios estadisticos (2874) and the compilations published by the Direcci6n 
General de Estadistica (2884) are also of basic importance to the investigator. For 
geographic data recourse may be had to Fonseca's Prontuario geogrdfco (2892) and 
Curso de geografia (2888). The former, an extract from the Monografias Departamentales 
mentioned above, is an annotated alphabetic list of localities, while the latter is a brief 
geographic survey of the republic. Mention should also be made of Beltrand's essay on 
the economic policies of the Melendez administration (2877) and Bermudez* compre- 
hensive review of Salvador's economy (2878). Among recent general works Garcia's 
Diccionario (2895) w i^ be found especially useful. The brief monograph by the Direcci6n 
General de Estadistica (2885), published in Spanish and English, and the review of the 
achievements of the Quinonez administration (2869) prepared by Manuel Andino and 
Raul Andino, are serviceable sources of information. As to foreign publications the 
student's attention is called to Vanni's concise monograph (2911), prepared for the 
Istituto Cristoforo Colombo, and to the excellent surveys written for the Great Britain 
Department of Overseas Trade by Rodgers (2906) and Shepherd (2908). 
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There is very little to recommend in the various fields of applied economic literature. 
Urrutia Flamengo's Monografta del telegrajo (2951) and the volume on the expansion of 
highways in Salvador (2949), published by the Subsecretana de Fomento, are useful 
descriptions. Suay's account of Salvador's financial policies (2964) is indispensable. 
The various aspects of the monetary problem are discussed by a group of eminent Sal- 
vadorean writers in a volume published by the Ministerio de Instruccion Publica (2971). 
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NICARAGUA 



Two circumstances are mainly responsible for the paucity of literature dealing espe- 
cially with the pre-columbian and colonial periods of Nicaraguan history. First, geo- 
graphically and ethnographically Nicaragua is closely integrated with the rest of Central 
America, and secondly, colonial Nicaragua was one of the provinces of a larger adminis- 
trative unit. Consequently most of the accounts of Indian and colonial Nicaragua are 
merely a part of the more general descriptions of the Central American area. They are, 
therefore, listed in this volume under LATIN AMERICA and MEXICO & CENTRAL AMERICA. 

The literature listed below under INDIAN ECONOMY and COLONIAL ECONOMY is so 
scanty as to leave little or no choice. Pector (2978) and Squier (2979), though some- 
what antiquated, are still standard sources of information on the indigenous population 
before the Spanish conquest. 

Information becomes more plentiful with Nicaragua's emancipation from Spanish 
rule. Early descriptions, it is true, gave little attention to matters that are of immediate 
interest to the economic historian, but as the century wore on improvement in quality 
accompanied increase in quantity. Of books describing Nicaragua in the early part of 
the nineteenth century Gonzalez Saravia's "Bosquejo (3002) and Strangeways* Sketch 
(3023) will be found useful. The first is a brief statistical survey, and the second largely 
a geographic description with only incidental economic content. Toward the middle of 
the century recognition of the economic potentialities of Central America by both 
Europe and the United States resulted in a series of investigations of the several Central 
American republics. Billow's extensive description (2992), prepared on behalf of the 
Berlin Colonization Company, and Reichardt's Nicaragua (3057) are particularly valu- 
able. Among American studies relating to this period Squier's narrative (3021) is prob- 
ably the best. The author, an eminent writer and diplomat, had intimate knowledge of 
the country and its people, and was in a position to speak with authority on matters 
concerning Central America, and especially Nicaragua. Less important, but still worth 
while, is Stout's account of his travels (3022). On economic conditions since 1870 there 
is: LeVy's Notas geograficas (3007), a detailed compilation of pertinent data; Belt's dis- 
cerning observations (3036) ; the informative and reliable monograph published by the 
Bureau of the American Republics (2993); Pector's brief study (3017); Niederlein's lucid 
discussion (3014) ; Jalhay's authoritative narrative (3004) ; and finally, the informal ac- 
count by Walker (3063). The more recent literature contains a number of studies of high 
quality. The volume by Blais (2989), prepared for the Istituto Cristoforo Colombo, is a 
monographic study covering a period of six years. Playter's handbook (3018) is compre- 
hensive. Cumberland's Nicaragua (2998), a report of an investigation conducted under 
the auspices of the United States Department of State, is a first-rate study based upon 
statistical material not easily accessible. Attention may also be called to the informative 
publications of the British Department of Overseas Trade and of the United States 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce (3016, 3024). 

The majority of works listed under TRANSPORTATION AND COMMUNICATION deal 
with the question of inter-oceanic canal construction. The literature is limited to 
preliminary surveys and more or less extended discussions of the technical ^ aspects 
and costs of canal construction. The student interested in the history of the project has 
at his disposal a number of studies published over a period of several decades. Among 
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the earlier studies those by Childs and Fay (3097), Keller (3118), Belly (3093) and Thom< 
de Gamond and Belly (3152) may be singled out. The last named study contains inter- 
esting maps of the proposed routes. The Nicaragua canal project came to the fore once 
more in the latter part of the nineteenth century when the hazards as well as the eco- 
nomic advantages of such an undertaking were coming to be better appreciated. The 
brief report of the United States Nicaraguan surveying party (3126) may well serve as 
an introduction to the study of the whole problem. The discussion published by the 
American Association for the Advancement of Science (3079) presents a review of the 
existing state of knowledge concerning the canal. This theoretical discussion may be 
supplemented by two pamphlets, published by the Nicaragua Canal Construction Com- 
pany, in which the technical as well as the financial aspects of the enterprise are briefly 
reviewed (3130, 3131). A detailed though not always accurate account of the problems 
connected with the canal may be had in Colquhoun's The key of the Pacific (3098). 
Keasbey's Der Nicaragua-Kanal (3117) is a concise historical review of the project and 
an analysis of its technical and economic implications. Two other reviews of the Nica- 
ragua canal problems will also be found useful; one is Sheldon's Notes on the Nicaragua 
canal (3146) and the other is a narrative by Simmons (3147). The reports of the United 
States Nicaragua Canal Commission (3153, 3154) are probably the best sources of in- 
formation on the various problems connected with the construction project. The diplo- 
matic aspects are discussed by Keasbey (3115), and more recently by Imberg in a well 
documented history of the Nicaragua canal project (3112). 

In the field of public finances there are several works available. The volume published 
by the Ministerio de Hacienda y Credito Publico (3171) may serve as a good reference 
book on loans contracted by Nicaragua in the period from 1851 to 1905. Sequeira's 
Emission et amortissement (3173) reviews the loan policies of the Nicaraguan government 
and the operation of American financial control. The study covers the first two decades 
of the present century. Fiscal intervention in Nicaragua is the topic of two scholarly 
investigations of high calibre, Bayle's Les emprunts exterieurs (3159) and Hill's Fiscal 
intervention in Nicaragua (3169). On monetary problems Harrison's comprehensive study 
(3175) is easily the best. 

American intervention in Nicaragua has aroused widespread discussion among both 
defenders and opponents of this policy. As an objective analysis of the policy of inter- 
vention and its history mention may be made of Cox's Nicaragua and the United States 
(3181), a compact study based upon official documents and other primary sources. A 
defense of the Nicaraguan policy of the United States is presented by Cramer in his Our 
neighbor Nicaragua (3182). Denny's Dollars for bullets (3183) is a well informed journal- 
ist's account of American policy in Nicaragua. The author emphasizes the importance 
of the canal project and of American loans to Nicaragua. Two Latin American works, 
one a historical survey by Quijano (3188) and the other a review of American interven- 
tion in Nicaragua by Nogales y Mendez (3187), are worth consulting.

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Writing in 1928 Carlos Merz, one of Costa Rica's most prominent economists, found 
cause to complain about the paucity of literature relating to Costa Rica's economic and 
financial history. The remark was especially well grounded when we consider that a 
large part of what has been written about the country is to be found either in works 
dealing with the other Central American states, or the Caribbean area as a whole. It is, 
therefore, important that the student acquaint himself with works listed under LATIN 
AMERICA and MEXICO & CENTRAL AMERICA. 

The gap in Costa Rican bibliography of the period before 1810 is especially pro- 
nounced, for during this period Costa Rica was merely a part of a larger administrative 
area. Of works listed below under COLONIAL ECONOMY, Historia de Costa Rica (3199) 
by Fernandez, and Fernandez Guardia's Crdnicas coloniales (3200) are recommended. 
The former is a collection of essays depicting colonial life and customs, while the latter 
is a historical review based upon first hand material of the Spanish administration, 
containing numerous references to economic and social questions. 

There is little that can be recommended to the student interested in the first fifty 
years of Costa Rica's independent existence. Most of the available descriptions of that 
period are fragmentary and superficial. Molina's Bosquejo (3240), long considered as 
the only worth while description of the country, is altogether too sketchy and admittedly 
inexact. A much more detailed source of information is Wagner's Die Republik Costa Rica 
(3268). The narrative contains interesting economic data, and the two chapters on col- 
onization are especially valuable. Toward the end of the century the literature becomes 
more abundant. Calvo's Republica de Costa Rica (321 1), acclaimed as one of the best 
and most authoritative native studies of the country, is fair, though not very thorough. 
Calvo's work may be supplemented by Biolley's informative and well arranged discus- 
sion (3207). The small monograph by Niederlein (3245), one of the best informed 
writers on Central America, is trustworthy. Mention should also be made of Noriega's 
Diccionario geografico (3246), which is a reference book as well as a source of not easily 
accessible economic data. It should be noted, however, that the author himself does not 
claim accuracy for his information. Post war literature is characterized by a consider- 
able improvement in quality. Discussions are as a rule more thorough, statistical data 
more plentiful, and their analysis more scholarly. Perigny's La republiqtce de Costa Rica 
(3255) is a good introductory study. His essays in geographical journals (3253, 3254) 
should also be consulted. Quarta's monograph (3258), one of a series of publications of 
the Istituto Cristoforo Colombo, is comprehensive. The volume contains a list of bibli- 
ographical references; but errors and inaccuracies considerably diminish its value. The 
student should not fail to consult the small but informative volume by Merz (3238). 
This study, covering a period of four years, does not pretend to be exhaustive, but is 
full of pertinent factual material. A trained economist, Merz has had access to official 
statistics and has carried the analysis somewhat further than is usual in general descrip- 
tions. Jones' work (3235), one of the University of Wisconsin Studies in the Social 
Sciences and History, is perhaps the best treatment of modern Costa Rica. Written by 
an expert on the Caribbean region and based upon first hand information and the most 
authoritative sources, the work presents a keen and scholarly analysis of Costa Rican 
economic affairs. A bibliographical appendix and numerous source references in the 
text enhance the value of the study. 
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In the special fields of Costa Rican economic activity the literature is again extremely 
scarce. On agriculture Romero Casal (3319) and Uribe Uribe (3321) are among the few 
noteworthy works. Both studies are general in character, but pay some attention to 
conditions in Costa Rica. Gagini's Los aborigenes (3332) is the only fairly detailed dis- 
cussion of the problem of native population. For a review of the development of trans- 
portation in Costa Rica the student is referred to Nunez (3370), a work of considerable 
merit. The publications of the Costa Rica Oil Corporation (3323, 3324) are devoted to 
the much debated question of sub-soil rights in relation to oil deposits. The same prob- 
lem, treated, however, from a different angle, is the subject of an interesting discussion 
by Valentine (3429). In the field of international trade the volume by Merz (3349), a 
condensed analysis of official data, should be consulted. The period covered is, however, 
too short to allow of any broad generalizations. Among books dealing with private and 
public finance the writings of Soley Giiell (3396, 3397, 3417-3421) are preeminent. 
His Elementos de ciencia hacendaria, a textbook, is in part at least a history of Costa 
Rican public finances; and the Historia monetaria de Costa Rica is a comprehensive 
review of the development of the country's public finances and banking system. The 
student should also consult the writings of Merz (3389, 3390), Bishop (3378), Jimenez 
(3409), and the volume published by the Secretaria de Hacienda y Comercio (3416). 
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See also under Panama Canal and the corresponding divisions under 
Latin America^ Mexico & Central America, and Colombia {Volume J) 

The economic bibliography relating primarily to the territory now embracing the 
Republic of Panama is bound to be small, as may be readily understood by the student 
of the affairs of this, the youngest of the republics of Latin America. However, as indi- 
cated above, noteworthy references and discussions of the economic life of the isthmus 
may be found in the pages of works devoted to Colombia, the mother republic, and 
the Panama Canal, with which the fortunes of Panama have been indissolubly con- 
nected for many years. 

Among the writings listed below, under the heading: INDIAN ECONOMY, those by 
Holmes (3433~34>> Krieger (3435), MacCurdy (3438), and Linn< (3436) appear to be 
worthy of special mention. All four have approached the study of the subject from the 
archaeological or ethnological point of view, and have restricted their findings to par- 
ticular regions. Linn6's exhaustive account, the result of a recent Swedish expedition 
to Darien, is noteworthy for its excellent bibliography. Among the works relating to 
the colonial era, the anonymous description (3441), Requejo Salcedo's RelaciSn histSrica 
(3463), and Wafer's absorbing tale of his experiences among the natives of the isthmus 
(3466) are all valuable for the information they contain upon conditions during the 
1 7th century. The abortive attempt of the Scotch Company to make a trading settle- 
ment in Darien is the subject of many contemporary pamphlets (3446, 3455, etc.) and 
modern monographic studies, of which those by Insh (3458), Hart (3457), Barbour 
(3447), and Cundall (3451) are most worthy of consultation. 

There is no book available which pretends to portray the economic development of 
the isthmian region since 1810. However, pertinent facts may be gathered from the 
works by Bidwell, British vice-consul from 1860 to 1868 (3472), and Robinson, the 
fiscal agent of the Panama Railroad in its heyday (3502). Of the several later popular 
accounts which owe their appearance to the construction of the canal, those by Abbot 
(3468-69) and Forbes-Lindsay (3480-81) are perhaps the most reliable. Hale's notes 
(3483), the reports of the British Department of Overseas Trade (3491, 3503) and of 
the U. S. Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce (3509) contain many useful 
data; while Eusebio Morales' writings (3496) furnish the point of view of one of Panama's 
leading statesmen. One of the best recent sources is the Roberts report (3501), assembled 
by an official of a leading New York bank at the behest of the Panama government. 
This report is concerned with prospective as well as actual developments on the isthmus. 

Some of the descriptive works listed below embody the results of explorations by 
French and American engineers in quest of a canal route from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
The reports by Reclus (3568) and Wyse (3582-85) who surveyed several routes to- 
gether, contain considerable material of interest, as do also the documents relating to 
the Biddle expedition (3575), and the Selfridge report (3572). The best travel works 
are those by Griswold, a conscientious observer of the gold-rush days (3546); Nelson, 
a physician who resided on the isthmus from 1880 to 1885 (3559); Miller, whose book is 
more solid than its title indicates (3557); and Verrill, who gives a more recent account 
of his experiences over a period of years (3577). 

The general state of Panamanian agriculture in 1912 is well outlined by Bennett and 
Taylor (3586). Very few other books are available on this subject, or indeed, on any of 
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the other special fields of economic activity. In the department of transportation, the 
list below includes many projects and pamphlets. The early history of the Panama 
Railroad by Otis (3632) is an exceptional account of an exceptional enterprise, and 
Bristow's report (3620) aims to lay down the probable future of this line under the 
control of the United States Government. As for public finance, there is one recent 
work available which is well worthy of consultation, the report by the staff headed by 
H. D. Brown (published together with the Roberts report) (3501). This report em- 
bodies a searching analysis of the methods and conduct of the handling of Panama's 
public funds. 
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THE WEST INDIES

The number of works of appreciable economic content which are devoted specifically 
to the islands of Cuba, Puerto Rico, and Haiti, taken as a group, is quite small, the 
paucity of material being particularly noticeable in the sections dealing with applied 
economics. However, a fair number of the works in the division LATIN AMERICA devote 
a generous amount of space to the Greater Antilles; and not a few volumes listed under 
Cuba and Haiti contain material on Puerto Rico and the Dominican Republic re- 
spectively. 

Of the works relating to the precolumbian island culture, there are two of major in- 
terest to an economist', those by Reynoso, a 19th-century authority upon Cuban agri- 
culture (3668) and Loven, a writer of the present day (3666). Valuable information 
may also be gleaned from the early accounts by DuTertre (3676-77), Rochefort (3688), 
LaBorde (3664), and Labat (3682), all of whom were primarily interested in the Carib 
culture of the Lesser Antilles. The vocabulary in Bachiller's work (3655) and the 
summary of archaeological and literary researches by Fewkes (3662) also contain useful 
notes. 

The lion's share of the best works on the colonial period is to be found in the group 
under LATIN AMERICA. Labat, already mentioned, is useful for his fund of curious 
information relating to the culture and preparation of the various leading commodities 
of the early i8th century. Tussac (3689), Avalle (3674), and Zimmermann (3690) all 
contain much about the trade of the islands shortly abefore 1810, devoting special 
attention to the production and exportation of sugar. Edwards' famous treatise (3678) 
is valuable as a source, although it is primarily concerned with the British islands. 

Economic conditions in the West Indies during the first half of the I9th century 
receive considerable attention in the descriptive works by Granier de Cassagnac (3717) 
and Schoelcher (3728). These two Frenchmen had pronounced (and opposite) views 
on the questions of slavery and the slave trade, and their judgment on many points 
was necessarily biassed. Schoelcher was interested particularly in the young republic 
of Haiti, which occupies a majority of the space in the work cited here. The books by 
Bona (3693) and Torrente (3705), both published shortly after the middle of the cen- 
tury, disclose the liberal Spanish view-point on affairs of the Indies at that time. Good 
general surveys of the situation at the turn of the century are furnished by Hill (3697) 
and Renoz (3703), the latter a Belgian trade commissioner. The introductory volume 
by Bellet (3692) and the much less formal account by Verrill (3730) pertain to the 
years immediately preceding the World War. Among the best recent sources, there 
are available the handbooks by Manington (3699) and Macmillan (3698), and the 
thorough survey of Cuba and Haiti by Mikusch (3700), an authority on the sugar trade 
of the world. 

There are very few books in the various special sections below worthy of particular 
mention. Gilmore's sugar manual (3736) is a standard reference work. In the field of 
labor, the Parliamentary report (3739), the analysis thereof (3742), and the accounts by 
Moreau de Jonns (3740) and Schoelcher (3741), all dealing with the slavery question 
before the middle of the I9th century, merit examination by the student of that topic. 
Harris* compilation (3745) is easily the best work devoted to trade developments m 
the islands during the post-war era. And among the items on international relations, 
by far the most impressive is the portrayal of the situation of the islands with respect 
to the United States, by the Spaniard, Araquistain (3748).

The economic literature of Cuba, like that of the rest of Latin America, is charac- 
terized by a dearth of formal treatises in economic or social theory. To be sure, there 
are available a few compilations such as the Revista general de la economia politica by 
Mariano Torrente (3837), a Spanish professor who migrated to Havana during the 
'thirties. It pretends only to summarize the French and English thought of the day. 

The principal works listed below in the section, ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL THEORY, are 
the collected writings of Cubans who exerted a leading influence upon the thinking of 
their day. Entitled to first mention, from more than one point of view, are the Qbras 
of Francisco Arango y Parreno (3760), who is regarded by many Cubans as their first 
statesman. The Obras include numerous reports, projects, and documents, which were 
of extraordinary importance in the economic life of Cuba during the first half of the 
igth century. The works and collected papers of Jos Antonio Saco (3831-33), some- 
times referred to as Cuba's first sociologist, are of great value to the student of social 
thought near the middle of the century. In this connection attention may also be 
called to the excellent book by Ortiz (3815) and the brochure by Perez (3819). The 
Discursos of Labra (3799), brilliant and prolific reformer of the latter half of the cen- 
tury; the works of Montoro (3811), orator and statesman; and the essays by Varona 
(3841), hailed by many as the finest intellect Cuba has produced all are helpful in 
tracing the progress of Cuban social theory. 

In more recent times the current has run in the direction of "national sociology,* * of 
which the leading exponents are: Carrera y Justiz, a specialist in urban sociology (3771); 
Lamar Schweyer, whose prime interest lies in the political phases of social change 
(38003801); Guerra y Sanchez, writer of Az&car y poblacitin (3797), recommended for 
its analysis of the basis of Cuban economy; and finally, Maestri, whose El latifundismo 
(3806) is an able study of a similar character. 

Some of the important works relating to the aboriginal cultures of Cuba have been 
mentioned above in connection with Latin America and The West Indies. From the 
list in INDIAN ECONOMY below the following may be singled out: Poey's article (3862), 
one of the very earliest reports on the subject; Fewkes* article (3851), in which a new 
theory as to the diversity of the taino and ciboney cultures was advanced; and Har- 
rington's general survey (3856), in which the author made significant archaeological 
contributions tending to confirm Fewkes* theory. The recent revival of Cuban interest 
in the subject is manifested in the works of Ortiz (3857-60) and Cosculluela (3848-50). 

The comparative neglect in which Cuba was held by the mother country before the 
1 9th century is reflected in the scarcity of economic material pertaining to the early 
colonial period. Of the contemporary works listed below in the section, COLONIAL 
ECONOMY (TO 1810), the Viage of Ferrer (3871) may be selected for special mention, 
since it is one of the very few accounts of moderate length pertaining to Cuba of the 
1 8th century. It will be noticed that several of the items below (3877, 3879, etc.) have 
been culled from the Memorias of the Sociedad Econ6mica de los Amigos del Pais, 
which include many writings, data, and documents on this period. Finally, much credit 
is due to Irene A. Wright for her modern studies (3891-95) of the earliest era of colo- 
nization. 
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See also Cuba The Period: 1810-1898, and 
The Period Since 1898. 
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During the ipth century the island of Cuba attracted the attention of many writers 
from different parts of the world. The "ever faithful isle" enjoyed a high degree of pros- 
perity over the greater part of the century, but was at the same time rent with long 
and bitter controversies over political, social, and economic questions. This list of 
works includes, then, a comparatively small number of really objective studies, since 
few writers were able to avoid taking sides in such burning issues as autonomy, slavery 
and the slave trade, and Spanish commercial policy. 

A list of the best general economic works must begin with Humboldt's Essa i politique 
(3970), which approximately covers the period 1762-1825. All critics agree that this 
book is one of the most important works on Cuba ever published, and it has even 
elicited the remark that Humboldt re-discovered the island. It is to be regretted that 
the great naturalist had so few documents at his disposal. Sagra's first history of Cuba 
(4018), published a little later, suffers in comparison with Humboldt's essay but contains 
much valuable information on the period following 1762, and was greatly improved by 
the author in his second and third works (4019, 4017). Other treatments appearing 
before the middle of the century include Jameson's letters (3972), Madden's compila- 
tion (3988), Huber's Apergu statistique (3968), and the Informs fiscal of Vazquez Queipo 
(4033)5 a ^ f which contain pertinent and reliable information upon various phases of 
the island economy. During the 'fifties several good volumes appeared, of which the 
following may be mentioned: Hespel d'Harponville (3965), which has been found in- 
exact in some details; Torrente's Bosquejo econSmico politico (4026); Garcia de Arboleya 
(3957); Gutierrez de la Concha's Memorias (3962), which give the point of view of 
one of Cuba's greatest captains general; Madan's Llamamiento (3987); Alcala" Galiano 
(3897); and finally, Pasaron (3994), who states the views of a liberal conservative. 
Two sources of a special nature, each replete with economic data, appeared at about 
this time: Erenchun's Anales (3949), which came out in two series, and Pezuela's 
Diccionario (3997). 

The literature of the 'sixties centers about the reform of Cuban administration. 
Several weighty publications owe their appearance to the meeting of the Junta Informa- 
tiva in 1866, including the anonymous Apuntes (3900) and Informacidn (3911), and 
the compilation by Valiente (4027). Other proposals for reform were ably set forth in 
the Necesidades of Pezuela (3995), and in the cogent writings of Jose" Antonio Saco (4013). 

As the century neared to an end and economic conditions in Cuba failed to improve, 
there developed a sharper cleavage of opinion between Cuban and Spaniard. Slavery 
and the slave trade, which had formed a principal bone of contention during the entire 
century, now cleared the way for questions of trade (particularly tariffs and restrictions) 
and finance (especially budgets and taxation). The growing alienation of Cuba by 
Spain may easily be traced through the writings of Cancio Villa-Amil (3931); Cabrera, 
who sought to defend Cuba from the strictures of Francisco Moreno (3925); Jorrin, 
author of the famous Geneva pamphlet (3975); Jose del Perojo, whose Ensayos de 
poll f tea colonial (3996) is a masterly criticism of the ruinous financial policies of Spain 
in Cuba; Merchin, a voluntary expatriate (3989); and lastly, Varona, a brilliant ex- 
ponent of the case for Cuba (4030). 

Unfortunately few competent foreigners turned their pens to the consideration of 
Cuban economic life toward the end of the I9th century. However, there are three 
works available written in the German style, those by Larrinaga (3980), Deckert 
(394Oa), and Zabel (4037). Larrinaga, a Cuban hacendado> made his analysis in con- 
nection with a seminar under Schmoller and Knapp; it is well worth reading, as are 
also the equally dependable accounts by Zabel and Deckert.

Turning to the Cuban travel literature of the ipth century, we find that the better 
books are distributed chronologically in somewhat the same way as the works listed 
under the rubric: ECONOMIC CONDITIONS. That is, the literature seems to have reached 
a high point about 1860 and to have degenerated both in quality and quantity from 
that time to the close of the century. Turnbull's Travels (4104) is easily the best book 
appearing before 1850, and other good early accounts include those by Abbot (4038), 
Wurdemann (4108), and Demoticus Philalethes (4084), the last-named a mixture of 
anecdotes, common sense, and useful information. The three-volume work by Countess 
Merlin (4076) is a very readable description of Havana in 1844, while the travels of 
Masse (4075) and Rosemond de Beauvallon (4092) are characteristic of the colorful 
French style of that day. 

The narratives by Sivers (4096) and Sagra (4093), both published in 1861, are helpful 
by reason of their soberness and wealth of observation, but the former is to be preferred 
because of its thoroughness and complete freedom from bias. As for American writers 
on Cuba of the latter igth century, the best are Ballou (4049-50), Hazard (4065), and 
Steele (4097), the last-named a United States consul endowed with a fine sense of humor. 

Agriculture occupies a prominent position in the literature already discussed, since 
it has ever been the principal form of Cuban economic activity. Many of the leading 
works in the section below devoted to this department tend to be of a technical nature. 
In the first place may be cited the writings of Alvaro Reynoso (416974) and Count 
Pozos Dulces (4144-46), both of whom were deeply interested in and contributed 
much to the scientific development of Cuban agriculture. Bachiller y Morales' manual 
(4118) includes a documented history of the subject, while Dau's Agricultura cubana 
(4135), Balmaseda's Tesoro (4120), a heavy practical work of a later date, and Tur- 
biano's treatise (4187), are all recommended for the useful information they contain. 
The special topic of sugar culture is authoritatively treated in the Obras of Jose Fer- 
nandez de Castro (4140), and the workings of the colono system towards the end of the 
century are well demonstrated by Jim6nez in his La colonia (4151) and his anonymously 
published Aventuras (4150). The best references on tobacco culture are the compara- 
tively brief studies by Rodriguez Ferrer (4175), Arias (4114), Dau (4136), and Salazar 
(4182), and the anonymous Memoria (4112). Incidentally, the reports of the Sociedad 
Economica (later, the annals of the Junta de Fomento) are replete with data and dis- 
cussions on agricultural matters. 

The specific problem of the haciendas comuneras received much attention after the 
first American intervention, when some solution of the property tangle was earnestly 
sought by all concerned. This semi-feudal system of landholding, still much in evidence 
in 1898, is adequately described in the monograph by Celorio y Alfonso (4131). 

The section below labeled INDUSTRY is largely made up of titles referring to mining 
and sugar refining. During the period under consideration no comprehensive work on 
either of these branches of Cuban manufacture appeared. However, there is one fairly 
good account of Cuba's gold mines available: that by Manuel Fernandez de Castro 
(4207). For information on the advancement of the processes of sugar refining, one 
should consult Pimienta's reference manual (4219), Villa Urrutia's report (4231), and 
the treatises by Derosne (4203), Evans (4206), and Descamps (4204), all of which 
exerted noteworthy influence in their respective times. 

Since the most pressing population problem of i9th century Cuba seemed to be that 
of attracting white colonists, the section devoted to population includes many projects 
and brief discussions of this topic. However, there are two studies of Cuban population 
of some importance: Vidal y Careta (4268) and Valverde y Maruri (4267), both of 
which stress the social and ethnological phases of the subject. In the closely related 
field of labor, there is a somewhat larger and more substantial literature available, due 
to the fact that the questions of slavery and the slave trade occupied such a prominent 
place in the thought of the past century. Attention may be called at this place to the 
general works by Aimes (4272), Armas y Cespedes (4285), and Ortiz (4230), and to the 
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writings of the reformers Labra (4310-11) and Saco (4323-28). Aimes' history is a 
thorough account of the subject up to 1868 although it seems to be tinged with a prej- 
udice in favor of Spain; it is supplemented by his equally thorough article on emanci- 
pation (4273). Ortiz, the most recent writer, bases his work largely upon the others 
named here. Saco was undoubtedly the most original investigator of them all in that 
he unearthed and made available many precious documents. In this connection it 
should be mentioned that the Qbras of Arango y Parreno cited above (3760) also con- 
tain numerous important documents relating to the slave trade at the beginning of 
the century, which were submitted by him to the Cortes of 1811 and were originally 
published separately in both Spanish and French editions. 

The writings of Arango y Parreno also abound in discussions of early Cuban trade, 
especially that with the United States and other foreign nations. Cuban commerce 
during the I9th century was accompanied by a continuous series of disputes with the 
mother country over customs duties and restrictions, which were alleged to operate to 
the prejudice of the interests of Cuban merchants and planters, and to result in almost 
unrestrained smuggling as well as graft and demoralization in the colonial administra- 
tion. One early document on the subject which merits consultation is the Representaci6n 
sent to the Cortes by prominent Cubans in 1822 (4385). With the steady growth in 
production and the improvement of commercial relations, particularly with the United 
States, the restrictions imposed by Spain became more and more irritating, as may be 
seen from Poey's report (4390), from the report of the Junta Informativa (4397) which 
(though reportedly expurgated) contains much information of value, and from the 
studies of Montoro (4386-87) and Alzola y Minondo (4344). 

The transportation facilities of Cuba during the I9th century have never been made 
the subject of a comprehensive study. The well-known report on roads written in 1830 
by Saco (4425) is really concerned with the need for roads. Pichardo's Caminos (4421), 
a much later work, is a most detailed guide-book, with observations on each route. 
Another item worthy of mention is the Ferrety and Canada Tirry report (4416), one of 
the very first writings in Spanish on the subject of railroads. It is concerned with the 
line from Havana to Guines, one of the earliest in operation in the Western Hemisphere. 

The subject of public finance enters prominently into all the general economic works 
discussed above as well as into the more general indictments of Spain's administration 
of Cuba. One of the most valuable works listed in this section is the Akabalatorio of 
Ferrer y Feruz (4454), which is helpful to one seeking to understand the system in 1837. 
Garcia y Gragitena's Guia (4456) performs a like office for a somewhat later period. 
The reports of Guti6rrez de la Concha (4460-62) contain information on the financial 
aspects of the Ten Years* War to be found nowhere else. Ruiz Gomez (4480-81) and 
Cancio Villa-Amil (4444) furnish good analyses of the budget question of the early 
'eighties, and the liberal point of view is well stated by Labra (4464-65). 

There is little cause for wonder that the literature on Cuban currency and banking 
during this period is very poor. The island seems ever to have been backward in these 
departments. However, mention may be made of two small works of the first half of 
the century: first, an essay by Juan Justo Reyes (4507), a theoretical discourse with 
application to Cuba apparently based upon J. B. Say and Adam Smith; and secondly, 
the report by Vazquez Queipo (4509).

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THE PERIOD SINCE 1898

The first American intervention in Cuba resulted in the achievement of several 
thorough, fact-finding investigations which furnish an excellent point of departure for 
the study of the economic affairs of the island since 1898. Besides the Census of 1899, 
probably the best Cuba has ever had, reports were gathered by the military administra- 
tion on all phases of Cuban economy. Many of these monographic studies may be 
found in the official publications of General Wood (463739) and General Brooke (4527). 
More detailed economic information may be gleaned from the volumes compiled by 
R. P, Porter (4610-11). There are also available two series of current reports on Cuban 
economic conditions down to the present time: one sponsored by the U. S. Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce and its predecessors (4581, 4626, 4629-32, etc.); the 
other put out by the Great Britain Department of Overseas Trade (4561, 4567, 4569-70, 
etc.). In this connection it should be mentioned that Cuba has received its share of 
attention in the consular reports of all the leading commercial nations. 

Among the works appearing during the first decade of independence, the handbook 
compiled by Quesada (4613), the statistical and descriptive survey by Olmsted and 
Gannett (460x3), and the keenly interpretative articles of Sydney Brooks (452829) 
deserve first mention. The popular discussions by Pepper (4607) and Forbes-Lindsay 
(4555) are somewhat better than the average. A vivid picture of Cuban conditions 
before and after independence may be gained from Atkins' Sixty years in Cuba (4517), 
and Carrera y Justiz* Orientaciones necesarias (4539) is a stimulating presentation of 
Cuban problems before the World War. The Discursos of Gonzalez Lanuza (4560) 
furnish the point of view of one of Cuba's most gifted and practical statesmen. Beren- 
guer's La riqueza de Cuba (4523) is a good statement by one deploring the almost exclu- 
sive dependence of Cuba upon one crop, sugar. The same general approach (diversifi- 
cation) is adopted by Pardo Suarez in his more recent Funerales y response (4605). 

The general subject of the economic progress of Cuba since her independence is 
handled satisfactorily in the articles by Trelles, especially in his El progreso (4628). 
Two books of more recent date indispensable to a proper understanding of the present 
Cuban situation are: first, Jenks* Our Cuban colony (4574), and secondly, the compila- 
tion sponsored by the Foreign Policy Association (4556). The latter is concerned with 
conditions since the fall of Machado and proposals for the future. 

There are surprisingly few first-class travel works (of appreciable economic content) 
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which relate primarily to Cuba of the loth century. Berchon's A tracers Cuba (4651) 
and Irene Wright's Cuba are easily the best pre-war sources. The former is largely 
economic in character, whereas the latter is a charmingly written account by a woman 
who knows Cuba thoroughly, from long residence in the island and study of its affairs. 
Yen-ill's books (4682-83) are dependable so far as they go, and Terry's Guide (4678) is 
a mine of useful information on recent developments. 

Almost every book on Cuba devotes a fair amount of space to the ingenios and the 
agricultural life of the island. The publications listed in the section AGRICULTURE 
include several of a semi- technical nature, such as those of the Estacion Experimental 
Agronomica (4720-21, etc.). The soil survey engineered by Bennett and Allison (4700) 
was a pioneer undertaking, the results of which are of great value. Comallonga y Mena's 
Consultor (4707) is a good reference work, and the same writer's La nueva economia 
agraria (4709) is a cogent appeal for the diversification of crops. The prevailing system 
of agricultural credit is ably discussed in the monograph: La rejacci6n by Celorio y 
Alfonso (4705); and one of the few instances of Cuban cooperation is considered at 
some length by Cosculluela in his El regadio en el vatte de Gulnes (4712). As for the 
sugar industry in particular, Deerr's memorandum (4722.) is an authoritative report of 
the war-time situation, and the Portfolio azucarero contains much valuable information 
upon individual firms (4760). Bass' treatise (4775) is one of the best discussions of 
Cuban sugar manufacture available, and Gilmore's Cuba sugar manual (4786) is a very 
useful handbook of more recent date. And of prime importance are the reports of the 
U. S. Tariff Commission (479798), which are replete with data on costs and other 
economic aspects of the industry. On the tobacco industry, Valverde y Maruri's Pro- 
ducci6n de tabaco (4799) is one of the very few good recent publications. 

Cuban labor and social problems find adequate consideration in the volume by 
Alonso Sanchez entitled: El proble ma social en Cuba (4830). Information on the labor 
situation may also be gathered from Clark's report (4839), Loveira's articles (4851-54), 
and Trelles* report, with bibliography (4867). The status of industrial and labor legis- 
lation may be judged from the compilations of Acevedo y Laborde (4827) and Lopez 
Castillo (4849), 

The leading works on Cuban trade devote special attention to the foreign sugar 
market and the tariff policy of the United States, and the general quality of these 
books is considerably higher than that of most items in this bibliography. The sugar 
question in the United States, in which Cuba plays an important r61e, is masterfully 
treated by Taussig in his article of 1908 (4939) and in his more recent book (4940). 
The studies by Wright (495758) and Ellis (4900) are also of a very high order, furnish- 
ing succinct statements of the situation since 1898. A study of the effects of reciprocity 
sponsored by the U. S. Tariff Commission should not be overlooked (4948), nor should 
Cortina's analysis entitled: El azucar y la nation cubana (4891). Valdes-Roig gives a 
useful compilation of trade data during the World War (4949), while the sugar situa- 
tion in 1928 is successfully summarized by Real y Tejera (4923). 

A review of Cuban transportation developments since independence may well begin 
with Carlson's reports to General Wood on the railroad situation during the military 
occupation (4966-67). The general survey of Cuban communications by Arellano and 
Coroalles (4962) is a valuable source on post-war developments, giving many (statistical 
data and documents and also a history of the subject. Ce*spedes* report on the central 
highway begun during the Machado administration (4969) is the best available work 
on this important project. There is also one biography worthy of mention in connec- 
tion with Cuban transportation, that of Sir William Van Home by Vaughan (4991). 

The checkered history of Cuban public finance since independence has never been 
covered adequately in any single work. The taxation system prevailing in 1932 is the 
subject of an illuminating report by Seligman and Shoup (5020). The contemporary 
situation as to foreign loans may be comprehended from the compilation by Martinez 
y Munoz and Gonzalez de Torres (501 1). A much less favorable discussion of the 
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financial policies of the Machado regime is furnished in the report on loans by Montagu 
and others (5016). Finally, there is one small item in the list below which played a 
significant part in the solution of the financial tangle of 1922: the Memorandum no. ij 
of General Crowder (5003). 

A student of Cuban currency and banking since 1898 cannot dispense with the reports 
of the Temporary Liquidating Commission (5034-35), which are especially valuable 
on the crisis following the "dance of the millions/* The compilation of documents by 
Ferrara (5038) on the monetary problem during the World War is useful. Banking 
questions of more recent date are capably handled in the articles by Irisarri (5044-45). 
It is to be noted that several titles below deal with the creation of a bank of issue and 
the circulation of Cuban currency exclusively. As an instance may be cited the exposi- 
tion by Miguel Alonso Pujol (5050), a member of the Liquidating Commission. 

Even more than in the case of other Latin American republics, the problem of Cuban 
international relations resolves into the question of relations with the United States. 
The five most important books in the section below are: Torriente (5086), a general 
work by a leading diplomat; Cestero (5072), which covers the Caribbean as a whole 
but gives special attention to Cuba; Roa (5081), in which the analysis deals with the 
close contacts of two diverse societies; Guggenheim (5075), written by a man who 
helped make the history of Cuban relations with the United States; and finally, Fitz- 
gibbon (5073), probably the best single work on the development of political and eco- 
nomic relations between the two republics since 1898. Roa's article (5080) should also 
be consulted. 
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See also the corresponding sections under Latin America, The West Indies > and Cuba 

The economic bibliography of Puerto Rico is considerably smaller than that of Cuba, 
largely on account of the lesser size and importance of the former island. However, it 
should be stated that several of the ipth century works listed above under Cuba contain 
chapters or sections on Puerto Rico. It may also be remarked that Puerto Rico has 
received somewhat more attention since 1898., and that there are a larger number of 
satisfactory works available for the period beginning at that time. 

One of the most prolific Puerto Rican writers on economic and social subjects during 
the i gth century was Jose Julian Acosta, whose works head the list (508991). The only 
formal theoretical treatise included in the first section is Hostos* work on sociology 
(5098). As for economic conditions before the advent of Columbus, there are two out- 
standing ethnological treatments available, from which pertinent data may be gathered: 
those by Fewkes (5109) and Stahl (5111). Perhaps the best single book relating to 
Puerto Rico of the i8th century is the Historia of Fray Inigo Abbad y Lasierra (5113). 
Much information of value to the student of Spanish colonization may also be found 
in the collection of documents edited by Tapia y Rivera (5130). Several of these docu- 
ments, such as the important report of 1765 by O'Reilly (5128) were later reprinted in 
the Boletin Historico de Puerto Rico. Ledru*s Voyage (5126) is probably the most satis- 
factory of the very few travel books available for the colonial period before 1810. 

The standard sources of information on Puerto Rico during the first half of the I9th 
century include the account by Flinter (5148) and the Memoria by Cordova, a secretary 
of the administration (5145). The Memorias geografica s by the latter writer (5146) also 
contain a great deal of economic material. Acosta's edition of the Historia of Abbad y 
Lasierra, published in 1866 (5134), is indispensable to the student of this epoch since it 
contains comprehensive editorial notes intended to bring the work up to date. On the 
latter half of the century, there are the compact statistical studies by Jimeno Agius 
(5153-54), the general handbook compiled by Ubeda y Delgado (5163), and the Resena 
of Coll y Toste (5143), which resembles the American census of 1899 in that both aim 
to give a summary of conditions at the time of occupation. 

Unfortunately few satisfactory studies of the various special phases of Puerto Rican 
economic life during the I9th century have been published. In the field of agriculture, 
recourse may be had to Col6n*s history (5180) and to the authoritative writings of 
L6pez Tuero (5184-88). The study of the campesino problem by Valle Atiles (5198) is 
well worth consultation. Most of the important writings upon the controversial ques- 
tions of slavery and the slave trade will be found above under Cuba (in the section on 
LABOR), but aspects of these questions concerning Puerto Rico exclusively are dis- 
cussed ably by the reformer Labra (5208-1 1). On labor conditions after abolition, the 
work by Brau (5205) is probably the best single source of information. 

Economic conditions during the period of American military occupation formed the 
subject of two reports by Henry K. Carroll (5261-62) and were treated at length in the 
civil reports of General George W. Davis (5269-71). The Puerto Rican view of American 
accomplishments some twenty years later may be gathered from the stimulating edi- 
torials of Balb&s Cap6 (5258). Tizol's monograph (5300) effectively portrays conditions 
shortly after the World War. The encyclopaedic Libro de Puerto Rico edited by Fer- 
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nandez y Garcia (5279) contains articles by almost all the leading intellectuals of the 
island. Recent economic and social problems are given consideration in a comprehensive 
analysis made for the Brookings Institution by Victor S. Clark and others (5264), which 
is indispensable to the student of present-day Puerto Rican affairs. The American ad- 
ministration is subjected to a severe examination by the Dimes (5274), and the native 
point of view on recent developments is ably presented by Enamorado Cuesta (5278). 
Probably the best descriptive work of a late date is that by Van Deusen (5323). 

The summary account of the development of the sugar industry by Lopez Dominguez 
(5340) is helpful to those interested in Puerto Rican agriculture. The current land 
problem is admirably discussed in Roosevelt's article (5348). Agricultural questions, 
especially those of a more technical nature, have received full attention in the various 
publications of the Agricultural Experiment Station at Mayaguez (5335-36, 5339, etc.). 
Platt's articles on the location and classification of Puerto Rican industries are illumi- 
nating (5359-60). The social study of the campesino by Melendez Munoz (5367) is also 
worthy of mention. Labor problems have received considerable attention at the hands 
of both native and American writers. Santiago Iglesias (5384-87) is one of the leaders 
of the labor movement. The reports of the legislative committee on unemployment 
during the depression (5377) are quite unique in Latin American economic literature. 
Studies of high quality, such as those by Weyl in 1905 (5401) and by Marcus in 1919 
(5392) have also been made from time to time under the auspices of the United States 
Government. 

Probably the most reliable sources of information on trade conditions are the reports 
compiled for the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce (5405, 5413, 5415). In 
the field of finance, the articles by Hollander (542930) and Adams (5424-25) deserve 
special consideration. They are restricted to the first few years of American occupation, 
as are also the articles on currency by Porter (5439) and Whelpley (5442). 
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See also the corresponding sections under Latin America and The West Indies 

The list of titles below includes not only those pertaining to Haiti the republic (and 
the French colony of Saint Domingue) but also those relating to Haiti the island, or 
Hispaniola. It is noticeable that the large majority of the works are written in the 
French language and are devoted primarily to the western part of the island. Extremely 
few Haitians have ever dedicated themselves to the study of economic or social theory, 
but one writer, Hannibal Price (5447), is somewhat unique for Latin America in that 
he upholds the teachings of Henry C. Carey and attacks the contemporary English 
school to the point of satire. The studies by Krieger (5451) and Roth (5453) are both 
helpful to one interested in the precolumbian times. 

There is an unusually large literature relating to the rich French colony. It includes 
many contemporary works, published for the most part between 1780 and 1820, which 
are of a relatively high quality. One of the best single works is Moreau de Saint-M6ry*s 
monograph (5540), an exhaustive survey of the colony, parish by parish. The early 
history by Charlevoix (5483) is also very important. The student of colonial finance 
must consult the report by Barb6-Marbois (5470), and the same writer's description of 
conditions after the revolts should not be overlooked (5471). The authoritative treatises 
by Raynal on colonial administration and history (5556-57), the brief accounts of the 
property system by Rallier (5553~53a), and the study of monetary conditions in 1787 
by Francois de Neufch&teau (5504) are all of value. There are three excellent travel 
accounts available: Wimpffen (5578), Girod-Chantrans (5509), and Descourtilz (5491); 
and the somewhat technical treatises by Chastenet-Destere on agriculture (5486), 
Laborie on coffee (5514), Dutr6ne la Couture on sugar (5500), and Monnereau on indigo 
(5537) are all valuable as sources of economic information. Several of the works below 
relate to Saint Domingue and its place in the colonial system of France. The collection 
of reports by Malouet (5526), the treatise by Weuves on French commerce (5577), and 
the various writings of de Pons (5549-^51) may be cited in this connection. Also worthy 
of mention are the tracts by Hilliard d'Auberteuil (5511) and Dubuisson (5497), which 
reveal mutual prejudices on the colonial question. Several of the polemic pamphlets 
relate to the trade dispute of 1784, such as those written by Dubucq in the interest of 
the colonials (5495-96) and that by Lemesle, in which the point of view of the French 
merchants is presented (5523). Among the modern writers on this period, prominence is 
shared by Vaissiere (557), Peytraud (5546), Mims (5536), Treille (5569), d'Arcy (5466- 
69), and Tramond (5566-68). 

Not until the second quarter of the I9th century did trustworthy accounts of post- 
revolutionary Haiti begin to appear, one of the earliest sources available being that by 
Franklin (5616). This was closely followed by the Parliamentary report of Mackenzie 
(5648) and the extremely valuable Notes by the same author (5649). Conditions shortly 
before the middle of the century are described in Lepelletier de Saint-R6my (5644). 
The historical studies by Ardouin (5587) contain a great deal of indispensable informa- 
tion pertaining to this epoch. The somewhat later work by Hazard (5621) long retained 
its popularity, although the contemporary reports by Major Stuart (5668-69) are prob- 
ably much more dependable. St. John attempted to furnish an unbiased view of condi- 
tions in the early 'eighties, and succeeded in provoking a heated controversy with native 
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writers (5664). The handbook published by the International Bureau of the American 
Republics (5623) was more circumspect. One of the most comprehensive works ever 
written about the island of Haiti is the monograph in German by Tippenhauer (5672); 
although it devotes considerably more space to the republic of Haiti than to the Do- 
minican Republic, it is indispensable to the student of either section and contains among 
other things an excellent bibliography. Among the very few general political and eco- 
nomic works written by Haitians during the latter I9th century, the Etude by Justin 
(5629) is one of the most satisfactory. The more important sources of a recent date 
include the discussion by Kelsey (5633), the records of the U. S. Senate inquiry (5678), 
the survey sponsored by the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce (5674), and the 
periodical reports of the British Department of Overseas Trade (5607, 5617, etc.). The 
geology by Woodring and others (5684) contains much material of economic value, and 
the same is true of the very recent critical works by Dantes Bellegarde, one of the 
leading intellectuals of the republic (5590-93). 

A list of the better descriptive or travel accounts should include those by Ritter (5746) 
and Candler (5694), the latter an abolitionist. Hepburn (5720) and La Selve (5730) 
provide interesting reading on conditions of a somewhat later date, while Rouzier's 
Dictionnaire (5749) gives abundant information on the late igth century. Pritchard's 
travel work (5742) contains a certain amount of good political and social material. 
Likewise, Aubin's account (5691) is useful for the pre-war period. 

It will be noted that there are relatively few books available which are devoted spe- 
cifically to the various departments of the Haitian economy. Nau's treatise (5771) is 
the only sizable work on the Haitian agriculture of the I9th century. The situation with 
respect to agricultural literature has improved in recent years, however, due to the 
efforts of the Service Technique connected with the Department of Agriculture. Pippin's 
soil survey of the Artibonite plain (5760) and Monfils* short account of the peasant agri- 
culture of today (5770) are among the leading publications turned out by this bureau. 
Much of the material in the field of population deals with racial questions. Price's reply 
to St. John (5786) contains two or three chapters of value. The works by Price-Mars 
(578789) are more sociological than economic in character. 

Considerably more attention has been paid to Haitian finance than to other economic 
subjects. An important early source is furnished in the reports of the commission on 
the French indemnity (5810). Several of the titles below relate to works of a semi- 
political character, such as Desert's exhaustive criticism of the financial policy of the 
day (5807) and Marcelin's diatribes against the party in power (5813-18). The thesis by 
Beauvoir aims to analyze the circumstances surrounding the assumption of control by 
the United States (5800), while De la Rue furnishes a succinct review of the results of 
that control (5806). In the field of currency and banking, Dorsainvil's caustic criticism 
of the Nord-Alexis inflation is noteworthy (5831) and Marcelin is responsible for further 
strictures (5834-35). The articles by Treudley (5845) cover the relations between Haiti 
and the United States from 1789 to 1866, in an extremely able fashion.

The economic bibliography of the Dominican Republic is smaller than that of Cuba, 
Puerto Rico, or Haiti, even if allowance is made for the fact that several of the leading 
discussions of the eastern portion of Hispaniola are to be found in the books and articles 
listed under Haiti which cover the island as a whole. In the field of INDIAN ECONOMY, 
the monographs by Krieger (5857-58) are outstanding; they are to be supplemented by 
Krieger (5451, under Haiti) and Roth (5453). One of the earliest descriptions of the 
Spanish settlement is that ascribed to Parmentier (5863); unfortunately, it lacks the 
economic chapters which were in prospect. Sanchez Valverde (5864) is a valuable source 
for the late i8th century; it supplied much information to Moreau de Saint-Mery for 
his comprehensive description of the colony (5862). Facts relating to the Spanish settle- 
ment and colonization may also be gleaned from Monte y Tejada's Historia (5538) and 
from the history by Charlevoix, to which reference has already been made (5483). 

For general economic material relating to the ipth century, especially to the early 
part thereof, recourse must again be had to treatments which deal with the whole island, 
such as those by Mackenzie (5648-49) and Lepelletier de Saint-Remy (5644). Welles' 
authoritative history (5897) is helpful for the period after 1844; it is sparsely documented 
but contains an excellent bibliography. The United States commission report of 1871 
was rather hastily compiled, but is valuable for want of anything better (5896). Abad's 
compendium (5867) represents considerable research, and is the only satisfactory work 
on the period by a Dominican. Reference should also be made to the reports on His- 
paniola by Major Stuart (5668-69) and to the massive work by Tippenhauer (5672). 
Finally, the handbook of the International Bureau may yield the information desired 
(5882). 

For the present century, the leading general sources include the report by Albrecht 
and Henry (5868), Fairchild's article (5877), and Schoenrich's book (5891), the last of 
which is a fairly complete monograph. In addition, Kelsey's discussion of intervention 
(5633), the record of the Senate investigation (5678), and the Department of Overseas 
Trade reports must be consulted (5607, 5617, etc.). 

There are two descriptive works in the list below which merit some little attention, 
both of which belong to the I9th century. One is the anonymous In the Tropics by 
Fabens, an early promoter of annexation (5914); the other is Professor Gabb's report, 
which contains many notices of interest (5917). Descriptive material may also be 
gleaned from the geography by Gen til and Chauvet (5713), the fourth part of which 
is devoted to this republic. 

The financial affairs of Santo Domingo have attracted no little attention, due to the 
peculiar situation with respect to the United States. The reports of the London com- 
mittee of bondholders of 1873-74 contain information of value (5956). The much later 
articles by Rosa (5972), Fairchild (5960), and Hollander (5961-65), the last-named a 
consulting expert, are also helpful to one seeking to understand the circumstances sur- 
rounding the intervention. Recent financial developments receive concise treatment in 
the report of the Dominican Economic Commission (5958) and in the report of the 
special emergency agent, W. E. Dunn (5959). The relations of Santo Domingo with the 
United States form the subject of practically all the works in the last section below. 
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Knight's conscientious survey of the question (5992) is probably the best book of its 
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PANAMA CANAL 

The idea of a sea passage across the Isthmus came into prominence not long after 
the discovery of the Pacific by Balboa, but it was not until the nineteenth century that 
the problem of canal construction received recognition in the form of a rapidly growing 
literature on the subject. The withdrawal of Spain from the American continent, the 
expansion of world overseas trade, and the successful completion of the Suez Canal all 
furthered the project for linking the Atlantic and Pacific oceans. The project began to 
materialize with the organization of a construction company. Technical difficulties, 
however, and above all financial mismanagement prevented the completion of the canal. 
It was not until 1904 that work on the Panama Canal was resumed, this time under the 
auspices of the United States Government. Work was brought to a successful conclusion 
in 1913. 

The chronological division of the bibliography listed below corresponds to the two 
main stages into which the history of the Panama Canal may be divided. The student 
interested in the history of the idea of the canal will find it useful to consult Pitman's 
compilation of opinions by various writers since Galvao (6051). The results of the first 
serious survey of the Isthmus undertaken on behalf of the French Government were 
made public by Garella (6029), who was in charge of the surveying expedition. By far 
the larger portion of the literature included under the heading THE PERIOD BEFORE 
1904 centers round the activities of the Compagnie Universelle du Canal Interoc6anique 
and its predecessors. The report of the proceedings of the Congrs International d'Etudes 
du Canal Interoc6anique (6021) sets forth the principles on the basis of which the con- 
struction of the canal was launched. The technical problems which the construction 
involved are discussed in a number of studies among which may be mentioned: Paponot 
(6044-6049), Sanchiz y Basadre (6054) an d Nelson (6042). Blanchet (6012, 6013) is 
interesting mainly for his advocacy of the Nicaragua route in preference to the accepted 
Panama route. One of the first to question the soundness of the Panama Canal as 
planned and undertaken by the Compagnie Universelle was Rodrigues, who in a series 
of articles published later in book form (6098) severely criticized the financial practices 
as well as the economic and technical calculations of the promoters. The collapse of the 
Company which brought to light certain unsavory facts more than ever stimulated dis- 
cussion of the financial aspects of the undertaking* Among the more comprehensive 
studies of the financial phase of the Company's operations are: Lucas (6090), Chich6 
(6075), Rouanet (6099), Loewel (6089) and La Batut (6088). Of works devoted to the 
economic implications of the canal D6nain*s Considerations (6077), Coen's detailed study 
of the influence of canals upon international shipping and trade (6076), Stockton's The 
American inter oceanic canal (6104), Nimmo's analysis of the commercial aspects of the 
canal (6091), and finally, an anonymous article in Nauticus (6071), should be consulted. 

The literature relating to the Panama Canal since 1904 consists of official reports and 
miscellaneous publications, a number of general histories of the project and its material- 
ization, and special treatises devoted to the various aspects of the enterprise. The 
publications of the Isthmian Canal Commission (61716172) are the most important 
and fruitful sources of authoritative information concerning all matters connected with 
the construction of the canal. Among general works Bennett's detailed and authoritative 
History of the Panama Canal (6120) is one of the best single books on the subject. 
Johnson's Four centuries of the Panama Canal (6148) is valuable. A comprehensive 
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discussion of the engineering, economic and political aspects of the Panama Canal may 
be found in the collection of articles by Bakenhus, Knapp and Johnson (6113). Smith's 
The Panama Canal (6165), a well documented monograph prepared under the auspices 
of the Institute for Government Research, is indispensable, both for its analysis and the 
bibliographical appendix it contains. Of other general works, the following, arranged in 
alphabetical order, will be found useful: Bellet (6119), Bishop (6122), Fraser (6137), 
Cause and Carr (6139) and Haskin (6145). For a discussion of the engineering problems 
Abbot's Problems of the Panama Canal (6108) may be consulted. Pepperman's Who built 
the Panama Canal? (6159) is a study of the canal under the administration of railroad 
engineers. The problem of tolls and commercial administration is thoroughly discussed 
by Johnson in his Panama Canal traffic and tolls (6227) and other works (6226, 6227a). 
Knowland's Panama Canal tolls (6233) and Nixon's The canal tolls and American shipping 
(6247), tne latter an expert interpretation of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, are also recom- 
mended. Changes in the pattern of international shipping and trade occasioned by the 
opening and operation of the Panama Canal form the topic of numerous studies and 
essays, most of which, however, could not be included here. Among those mentioned 
below Hutchinson's competent analysis (6218), Johnson's The Panama Canal and com- 
merce (6225) and other writings by him (6221, 6223, 6228, etc.), and Beck's Der Panama- 
kanal und die Internationale Schijfahrt (6193) may be singled out. The following works 
dealing with the political and juridical aspects of the Panama Canal merit the student's 
attention: Leduc's Colombia, Estados Vnidos y el canal interoceanico de Panama (6238); 
Pensa's scholarly analysis of the position of Colombia in her dispute with the United 
States (6251); Muller-Heyrner's essay on the Panama Canal policies of the United States 
(6244); Le Cesne's dissertation on the juridical and economic aspects of the Canal 
(6236); and finally the Hearings on the Rainey resolution before the United States 
House Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce (6170). 
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APPENDIX A: NOTES ON THE STATISTICAL SOURCES OF 
MEXICO AND THE CARIBBEAN 

MEXICO 

Census. 

The history of Mexican population statistics since the Spanish conquest may con- 
veniently be divided into three periods. The first period extends from the early colonial 
days until the end of the i8th century. Population counts and general surveys em- 
bracing the whole or part of the viceroyalty were undertaken at irregular intervals 
throughout the three centuries of the colonial regime, almost always at the behest or 
under the supervision of the administration. These surveys could hardly be called 
censuses. Admittedly inexact, seldom if ever contemporaneous throughout the area, 
based largely upon estimates rather than actual enumeration, they lacked some of the 
essential prerequisites of a census. Nevertheless, the surveys were sufficiently detailed 
and broad in scope to provide a basis for the study of both the demographic and the 
economic development of the colony. The second period comprises nearly the whole of 
the I9th century. During this period the national government did very little to further 
the development of population statistics. Whatever information is available on this 
subject was due largely to the efforts of individuals who, under the influence of Hum- 
boldt's works, had come to realize the political and economic significance of vital sta- 
tistics. Most of the population figures relating to this second period were estimates 
based partly upon incomplete and frequently grossly inadequate enumerations, and 
partly upon more or less detailed calculations. The census of 1895, the first ever taken 
in independent Mexico, opens a third chapter in the history of Mexicain demography. 
Census-taking has since come to be recognized as an important function of the national 
government, and decennial censuses have been regularly taken since 1900. Levied under 
the supervision of a central statistical bureau, the censuses show continued improvement 
in the quantity as well as quality of data. In this respect Mexico occupies a leading 
position among Latin American countries. 

The first official survey of Mexico was made in the years 1579-823 but already before 
that date the newly conquered country had been described in some detail on at least 
two occasions. One description, relating to the middle of the 1 6th century, comprises 
907 administrative districts, giving a glossary of tribes, and data on their population 
and economic status. 1 The second is in the form of a report prepared by the archbishop 
Fr. Alonso de Montufar and refers to a period about fifty years after the conquest. The 
report, dealing mainly with the organization of the church and with the propagation of

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Christianity, also contains detailed descriptions of various localities. 1 The census of 
1 579/82, was ordered by Philip II, who directed the gobernadores, corregidores, and 
alcaldes mayores of New Spain to prepare detailed descriptions of the territories they 
administered. The instructions called for data on the geography, topography, climate, 
fauna and flora, and natural resources of the various regions, as well as on population, 
economics, social stratification, trade, communication and transportation facilities, etc. 2 
The reports are housed in the Real Academia de la Historia (Madrid) and in the Archive 
de Indias (Seville) under the general title Relaciones geogrdficas. A good deal of the 
material was published by Joaquin Garcia Icazbalceta 3 and Francisco del Paso y 
Troncoso. 4 The survey, although a composite and uneven work, contains statistical 
information of a high degree of authenticity. Very little is known about the three sur- 
veys prepared in the last fifteen years of the i6th century. The survey of 1585 was 
really a list of cabildos, compiled for the viceroy Moya de Contreras; in 1591 a padr6n 
general was to have been taken by Pedro Rodriguez; and another padron was ordered 
by Conde de Monterey in I599- 5 

Of the eight surveys made in the iyth century, that completed in the years 160710 
was probably the most comprehensive. In scope and method it resembled the census of 
1579/82. According to Mendizabal the 1607/10 census was the source of most of the 
information contained in Juan Diez del Calle's Memorial y noticias sacras y reales del 
imperio de las Indias, a work of outstanding historical and statistical importance. 6 
The remaining seven censuses were taken in 1614, 1625, 1652, 1662, 1664, and 1665. 
None of these surveys was ever published, and in all probability they were regional 
reports prepared primarily for purposes of taxation. 7 

The empadronamiento general taken in 1742 by Joseph Antonio Villasenor y Sanchez, 
Comptroller General and Cosmographer of the viceroyalty, was in reality a comprehen- 
sive description of the country's towns and villages. The author endeavored to gather 
data on population, consumption of maize, wheat and meat, etc. 8 Humboldt was not 
favorablv impressed by Villasenor's figures on population. He emphasized the fact that 
Villasenor was concerned with recording the number of families rather than the number

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of inhabitants, and that even within these limits the data were "both incomplete and 
inaccurate.'* 1 

It was not until 1791 that a new census was levied. Based upon actual enumeration, 
it was in many respects superior to any of the previous efforts in the field of population 
statistics and is considered by authorities to have been the first Mexican census in the 
strict sense of the term. 2 However, the census of 1791 was far from perfect. According 
to Humboldt, it required nearly three years to assemble the necessary data. Secondly, 
no returns were received from the intendencias of Guadalajara and Veracruz or the 
province of Coahuila. And thirdly, the population frequently evaded registration, fear- 
ing that the empadronamiento was conducted for purposes of taxation. In the opinion 
of Humboldt the census of 1791/93 erred in the direction of underestimating the size 
of Mexico's population. 

Although the empadronamiento of 1791/93 was not the last colonial census, none of 
the subsequent ones equalled it in scope or thoroughness. 3 To all intents and purposes 
it marked the close of the colonial period in the history of Mexican population statistics. 
The next national census was not taken until 1895 anc ^ ^ n tne intervening period of 
nearly a century the study of population movement in Mexico was reduced to more or 
less frequent estimates based upon incomplete and generally faulty data. Over thirty 
estimates appeared in print in the course of the I9th century, most of which were little 
better than guesses or mere repetitions of already published figures. It is not possible 
to present a detailed analysis of these various calculations beyond indicating the sources 
on the basis of which the final results were compiled. The compilers very often omit 
mention of sources altogether. 

Humboldt's calculation and analysis of the results of the 1791/93 census was fol- 
lowed by a table published by the Tribunal del Consulado in 1805, and soon thereafter 
another estimate was compiled by Fernando Navarro Noriega. The table of the Tri- 
bunal del Consuiado was practically a reprint of the figures presented by Humboldt in 
his report to the viceroy Iturrigaray in 1804. Navarro Noriega's estimate was more 
original, although it, too, bears signs of Humboldt's influence. 4 

The first official survey of population in independent Mexico was prepared by Antonio 
Jose Valdes, who was commissioned by the national government in accordance with the 
decree of 1831, V aide's based his compilation partly upon data supplied by provincial 
authorities and partly upon already published estimates. The results as published in 
the Memoria de la Secretaria de reladones exterior es e interior es for 1832 differ somewhat 
from those submitted by Valde*s. The published data include an estimate for the state 
of Mexico, which was missing from the original table, and the figures for Chihuahua 
and Veracruz were corrected on the basis of official returns from these states. 5 Shortly

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after the publication of the Valdes figures the Institute Nacional de Geografia y Estadi- 
stica undertook to prepare a new calculation for the year 1838. We have the assurance 
of Jose" Gomez de la Cortina^ one of the Institute's collaborators, that the final figures 
for individual states and the country as a whole were arrived at after careful considera- 
tion and sifting of the available data. Gomez de la Cortina was aware that the Institute's 
figures could not be accepted as absolutely accurate; he was certain, however, that 
possible errors were caused by excessive caution rather than by undue optimism. 1 

The next group of estimates appeared in print in the course of the 'fifties. In 1856 
the Mindsterio de Fomento published its Resumen de las poblaciones de los depart am entos 
y territories de la Republica as part of the first volume of its Anales. The data were com- 
piled by Miguel Lerdo de Tejada from partial enumerations and more or less accurate 
estimates by local officials and observers. Another estimate was prepared for the 
Ministerio de Fomento by Manuel Orozco y Berra, whose figures for 1857 differed 
considerably from those presented by Lerdo de Tejada. There was, however, remark- 
able agreement between Orozco y Berra's data and those compiled by Antonio Garcia 
Cubas, although the two authors worked independently. 2 

Of the four estimates which were published in the 'sixties, that compiled by Jose" 
Maria Perez Hernandez 3 was considered more accurate than the calculations of Garcia 
Cubas and Rafael Duran relating to the same year (1862). The fourth estimate, pub- 
lished in 1869, was the work of Garcia Cubas. 4 Two calculations by the Secretaria de 
Gobernacion, one for 1872 and the other for 1878, deserve to be noted because of their 
official character. The next estimate of importance was that by Emiliano Busto, 5 who 
based his calculations upon data accumulated by the statistical bureau of the Ministerio 
de Hacienda. Soon afterwards the Direccion General de Estadistica came out with an 
estimate for 1888. 

Since 1895 Mexico has taken five national censuses, in 1895, 190? I 9 I o 3 1921, and 
1930. Authorities agree that the first two censuses were unsatisfactory as to both ac- 
curacy and completeness. Inadequate preparation, faulty technique, and lack of co- 
operation on the part of the Indian population are mentioned as the main factors which 
to some extent invalidated the results. Both censuses were published by the Ministerio 
de Fomento. 6 As published, the data are classified by districts, race, age, sex, etc. 

The census of 1910 is free from the more obvious shortcomings of its two predecessors. 
The Direccion General de Estadistica, which was in charge of the operation, antici- 
pated some of the difficulties by making extensive preparations designed to facilitate 
the work of census-takers and to insure the cooperation of provincial and local au- 
thorities. The classification adopted in this census followed closely the lines laid down 
in 1895 a nd 1900. The results of the census were published in 1913. 7 

The fourth census, which was to take place in 1920, was somewhat delayed owing to 
uncertain political conditions. Twice postponed, it was finally completed on November 
30, 1921. The results of the census are considered doubtful. It is pointed out that the

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adopted system of collection of data, which required the heads of families to fill out 
questionnaires, was full of dangers, since in many instances the heads of families were 
illiterate and in many other cases their answers were illegible. The complexity of the 
questionnaire, lack of adequate organization, and political instability were additional 
factors making for unreliability. 1 The publication of the census was belated. 2 The 
Departamento de Estadistica Nacional, which published the census, issued also an 
abstract giving the totals for states and important municipalities, classified by sex, age, 
civil status, religion, and occupation. 3 

The fifth census, taken in 1930, surpasses all previous censuses in accuracy and 
comprehensiveness. The Departamento de Estadistica made every effort to avoid the 
mistakes of earlier censuses. The manifold problems connected with the collection and 
tabulation of data were widely discussed and thoroughly analyzed at the Second Sta- 
tistical Conference, held in Mexico City in 1930. Prior to the conference an experi- 
mental census was taken in the state of Morelos. Moreover, the Direccion de los Censos 
made a preliminary survey of the territorial division of the country and took a general 
census of buildings. The whole procedure was simplified; the concepts underlying classi- 
fication were stated much more clearly, and the collection of data was entrusted to 
experienced officials of the central and local census bureaus. Partial results of the census 
have been published in the Anuarios of the Departamento de Estadistica. 

Population statistics in Mexico are not confined solely to censuses. Long before the 
first census was taken in 1895, data relating to population movement were being sys- 
tematically gathered by the Direccion General de Estadistica. Its publications as well 
as those of the Departamento de Estadistica Nacional 4 contain various demographic 
data. In 1896 the Direccion began publication of the Eoletin demogrdfico devoted ex- 
clusively to problems of vital statistics. 5 Current statistics appear regularly in Estadi- 
stica National* and immigration data have been published in the Diario Qficial since 
I 9 i8. 7 

Economic Statistics. 

The early organization of statistical activity in Mexico followed the lines of functional 
division in the administration. The Ministerios, frequently called Secretarias, gathered 
statistical data in their respective fields. From time to time special studies were made 
in various fields of economic activity and the results were either incorporated in the 
annual reports of the Ministries or published separately. Statistical compendiums of a 
general character hardly existed, though the Ministerio de Fomento, Colonizacion e 
Industria attempted to fill this gap by means of yearly reports, anales and other pub- 
lications. 

Among the official sources of statistical information relating to the earliest period of

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Mexico's independence the Memorias of the Ministerio de Gobernaci6n are outstanding. 
In later years, as the administration became more differentiated, the Ministerio de 
Gobernaci6n was gradually confined to police supervision, and accordingly its later 
reports are of little interest to the economist. The Ministerio de Hacienda y Credito 
Publico ^gathered data relating primarily to public finance and foreign trade, and its 
publications are discussed below. Important statistical data on agriculture and industry 
were collected by the Direccion General de Agricultura e Industria Nacional and pub- 
lished in a series of special studies. 1 These memorias, together with the reports of the 
Direcci6n de Colonizacion & Industria to the Ministerio de Relaciones, contain valuable 
statistical and descriptive material on various aspects of the economic development of 
the country. The Ministerio de Fomento, Colonizacion Industria, established in 1853, 
was charged with the task of preparing a general statistical survey of Mexico, the results 
of which were published in a series of anales. 2 

The series of annuals which the Ministerio de Fomento inaugurated in 1877 is not of 
a strictly statistical character. 3 Each volume of this series is a separate publication 
devoted to current economic problems. Description, statistical surveys, and official 
reports on particular regions or industries form the subject matter of the series. Of 
considerable importance are the Ministerio's Informes y documentos relatives a comercio 
interior y exterior,, agricultura e industrial inaugurated in 1885 and continued as the 
Boletin de agricultura, mlneria e industrial from 1891 to 1901, when it was superseded 
by the Boletin de la Secretaria de Fomento,* which was in turn supplanted by the Boletin 
qfictaliiL 1908. The last-named was suspended in 1911 and revived under the same name 
from 1916 to 1925. All these publications are of a general character and the method of 
presentation ranges from simple description based upon direct observation to statistical 
tables and charts. Agricultural and industrial production, mining, commerce, com- 
modity prices, and wages are the main fields with regard to which statistical data were 
collected. The yearly reports of the Ministerio 5 form another source of valuable in- 
formation, although not so detailed as its other publications. 

Of the many statistical surveys of Mexico prepared by individuals in the period before 
the creation of the Direccion General de Estadistica, three are of special importance. 
Juan Perez E. is the compiler of a series of almanacs corresponding to the years 1 871-76. 6 
The statistical dictionary prepared by Jose Maria Perez Hernandez is a mine of trust- 
worthy information. 7 At about the same time Emiliano Busto compiled his Estadistica 
de la Republica Mexicana on the basis of reports submitted to the Secretaria de Hacienda 
y CnSdito Publico or agriculture, mining, industry, and commerce. 8 The various eco- 
nomic data are presented by states and districts, and considerable attention is also 
given to population statistics. 

With^the creation of the Direccion General de Estadistica in 1882, the organization 
of Mexican economic statistics was very considerably strengthened. Soon after its

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establishment, the Direccion began to issue general statistical compendiums. In 1884 
the first volume of the Boletin anual was put out, 1 and in 1888 a Boletin semestral was 
added to the Direcci6n's periodic publications. The Boletin semestral was replaced in 
1893 by an Anuario estadistico, which in turn was suspended with the publication of its 
fifteenth volume, corresponding to the year 1907. In 1912 the Boletin was revived, only 
to be suspended in 1914. 

In the decade following the revolution of 1910, the Direccion's activities were greatly 
curtailed. Most of its serial publications were suspended. Revival came with the decree 
of 1922 which introduced radical changes in the organization of the Mexican statistical 
service. The Direccion was replaced by a Departamento de la Estadfstica Nacional 
which was accorded a ministerial status 2 with control over the accumulation and dis- 
semination of economic and vital statistics. The Departamento followed in the foot- 
steps of its predecessor as far as publications of a general character were concerned, 
but the data as well as their publication underwent considerable improvement. In 1923 
the Departamento revived the Anuario estadistico? In the next year appeared the 
Boletin., intended as a counterpart of the Boletin put out by the Direccion, but its 
publication was soon abandoned, and instead the Estadistica national, a bi-weekly 
journal, was inaugurated in 1925. The latter was changed into a monthly review. Since 
J 933 the Secretaria (Departamento) Nacional de Estadfstica has issued a monthly 
review of economic statistics. The anuarios and the bulletins put out by the Direccion 
in 1888-92 and by the Departamento in 1923-24 contain summary yearly or semi- 
annual figures. Current statistical data have been presented in reviews which appear 
at more frequent intervals, such as the Estadistica national and the Revista de economia 
y estadisUca.^ The latter is particularly interesting to the economist in that the methods 
of presentation (extensive use of charts and index numbers) are more in accord with the 
requirements of modern statistical methods. The Revista publishes series on foreign 
commerce, mining, oil, electric energy, foreign exchange, prices, and transportation. 
Current data are also published on production in various industries, on labor (strikes, 
employment, etc.), immigration, etc. 

Both the Direccion and the Departamento have from time to time issued statistical 
abstracts and special studies with regard to the country as a whole, or to a particular 
region, or finally to one or more industries. Among the more general studies published 
by the Direccion may be mentioned the Cuadro sin6ptico y estadistico (anos 1900, 1901) 
and the Cuadro sin6ptico informativo for 1909. The Departamento has been more active 
in this field. Its list of publications includes: Aspectos estadisticos de un quinquenio> 
1921-192$ (M6xico, 1927); Sonora y Sinaloa^ Nayarit (Mexico, 1930); El pr ogres o de 
Mexico (Tacubaya, 1924); and La marcha de la industria segun la estadistica (Mexico, 
19*4)- 

Data relating to public finance and foreign commerce are probably the most complete 
in Mexican economic statistics. Before 1882 these data were handled by the Ministerio 
de Hacienda y Credito Publico. The Ministry's main publication, the Memoria, which 
was inaugurated in 1823, contains data on government revenues, imports and exports, 
taxation, etc. Since 1825 the Ministerio has published partial data on Mexico's foreign 
trade in the Balanzas comer dales de los puertos de la Republic a Mexicana. Puerto s de 
Golfo (suspended with the volume for 1892/93?). Treasury accounts for the years 
1868/69-1911/12 were given out in special reports. 4 Budgetary expenditures have ap-

the Ministry's most important publications is the Boletin de estadistica fisca /, published 
as a monthly from 1893 to I 9 I l > continued as the Anuario de estadistica fisc al for 1911/12 
and 1912/13, changed to Boletin for 1914-1916/17, and again revived as Anuario for 
1917/18 and 1918/19. The Boletin published data relating to commerce, mining, bullion 
imports and exports, coinage, taxation, etc. Statistics of bullion and coinage from 
1874/75 to * 895/96 were released in Estadistica fiscal.

Data on foreign commerce for the latter part of the i9th century may be found in 
Estadi stica fiscal^ Exportation for the years 1872/75-1895/96, and Estadistica fiscal, 
ImportaciSn for the years 1884/85-1895/96, both published by the Ministerio de Ha- 
cienda. 3 In 1897 the two publications were merged in the Comercio exterior y nave- 
gacidn^ Towards the close of the century the Direcci6n General de Estadistica put out 
a series of yearly reports entitled Importation y exportacidn, covering the period 1889 
1907. Current data on foreign trade were given out by the Ministerio in the Resumen 
de la importacidn y de la exportation (1898-1914). In 1920 the Departamento de la 
Estadistica revived this publication as a monthly under the title Resumen del comercio 
exterior y navegacidn. 5 Among the special publications of the Ministerio de Hacienda 
we may mention the Boletin comercial de la Secretaria de hacienda^ of which nine num- 
bers appeared from 1891 to 1896; Comercio de importation y exportaci6n con America 
y Antillas (1897/9899/1900); and Resumen general de la balanza del comercio^ 1872/73. 

The government's preoccupation with industry dates back to the early 'forties when 
special surveys were made to ascertain the number and kind of manufacturing estab- 
lishments. In 1843, 1848, and again in 1863-65, several such surveys were made, but 
none published. 6 The publications of the Ministerio de Fomento (see above) are all 
concerned with the industrial development of the country, though the available data 
are not presented in the form of statistical series. The Direccion General de Estadistica 
recognized the importance of industrial statistics by publishing the Estadistica indus- 
trial. 7 Very little in the way of statistical series can be found in the Boletin de industria, 
comercio y trabajo published by the Ministry of Industry, Commerce and Labor from 
1918 to 1920. The Departamento de Industrias, which in 1922 inaugurated the Boletin 
de industrias* followed the same pattern. Also of the same character is the fortnightly 
Industria y comercio issued by the Secretaria de Fomento, Comercio e Industria in 
I927. 9 The cause of industrial statistics has been considerably advanced since 1930. 
In that year the Departamento de Estadistica levied the first industrial census in 
Mexico. 10 Five years later, in April 1935, a second census was taken. 11 These censuses

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embody a vast amount of material relating to the industrial structure of Mexico. Data 
were gathered on the total value and volume of production, capital investments, value 
added by manufacture, labor employed, wages paid out, utilization of motor power, 
industrial equipment, etc. The two censuses are not strictly comparable since the first 
census comprised all industrial establishments, while the second excluded those whose 
production was valued at less than 7,500 pesos. 

Mining statistics are relatively comprehensive. For the I9th century the Ministerio 
de Relaciones, the Ministerio de Fomento, and the Ministerio de Hacienda published 
data on production, number of establishments, exports, etc. The Injormes of the Junta 
de Fomento e Administrativa de Mineria relating to the middle of the I9th century 
are highly useful sources of information. Almost all general surveys, such as those of 
PeYez Hernandez, Juan Pe>ez, Busto, and Garcia Cubas, contain detailed statistical 
data on the industry. The anuarios of the Direccion General de Estadistica and the 
Departamento de Estadistica give summary figures on production, exports, etc. In- 
valuable statistical material may also be found in the Anuario estadistico de minerales 
y metales released by the Departamento de Estadistica. 1 In 1922 the Secretaria de 
Industria, Comer cio, y Trabajo launched the Anuario de estadistica miner a under the 
direct supervision of the Departamento de Minas. The Anuario publishes extensive 
data on Mexican mining by regions, commodities, output, number of workers employed, 
etc. Two other publications of the Departamento de Minas, the Eoletin minero (1916- ) 
and the Eoletin de industrial minerales (1926 ), will be found useful though they are 
not primarily statistical journals. Oil statistics are published by two agencies: the 
Departamento de Petroleo through its Eoletin del petr6leo^ appearing monthly since 
I9i6; 2 and the Seccion de Petroleo of the Departamento de Impuestos Especiales 
through its Estadistica de petr6leo y published since 1925. 

Labor statistics is a comparatively recent" field in Mexico. Wage data, it is true, 
may be found in various official surveys and reports, especially in those prepared by the 
Ministerio de Fomento, but no attempt had been made to obtain continuous series. 
Shortly after the revolution of 1910 the Departamento de Trabajo inaugurated a 
monthly Eoletin devoted to labor problems. The bulletin was suspended in 1914. The 
labor section of the Eoletin de industria, comercio y trabajo (see above) contains inter- 
esting tables relating to employment, strikes, labor accidents, cost of living, and other 
items. When that publication was suspended in 1922 the Departamento del Trabajo 
put out a Eoletin mensual. Much valuable information on employment and wages is 
incorporated in the two industrial censuses of 1930 and 1935. Attention is also called 
to the special study prepared by the Departamento de la Estadistica Nacional. 3 

Agricultural statistics have been the concern of Mexican governments since the early 
days of independence. Data on distribution of land, production, and methods of culti- 
vation have been published intermittently by the various government agencies, notably 
by the Ministerio de Fomento, Colonizacion e Industria (see above). 4 But there has 
been no consistent effort to obtain figures reflecting the development of agriculture 
from year to year. Since the 'eighties the central statistical office has in part supplanted 
the Ministerio de Fomento in the matter of collection and publication of agricultural 
statistics. The anuarios estadisticos contain several series relating to the agricultural 
and breeding industries, though the scope is not so comprehensive as in the case of 
commerce and mining, for example. Periodical literature dealing specifically with agri-

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culture and rural economy did not appear until after the revolution of 1910. In 1911 
the Direccion General de Agricultura inaugurated a Boletin, which was continued with 
slight changes until 1917, when it was superseded by La Revista agricola (1917-22). 
Since 1927 the Ministerio de Agricultura y Fomento has published a Boktin mensual. 
Agricultural and rural statistics have been placed on a more solid basis since the first 
agricultural and cattle census, taken in conjunction with the general and industrial 
censuses in 1930.* Of particular interest among the non-periodical publications is the 
Estadistica ganadera de la Republica (1902) released by the Direccion General de Esta- 
distica. 

Price statistics and index numbers in Mexico are still in an elementary stage. Until very 
recently the only departments concerned with price data were the Direccion de Agri- 
cultura and the Ministerio de Fomento. The former issued price data in its Precios 
mdximos y minimos de efectos de consumo (1905-06?). Prices were also published by 
the Ministerio de Fomento through its Boletin quincenal de la Secretaria de Fomento 
. . . Precios , of which 33 numbers appeared in 1906 and 1907. This publication was 
superseded by Notas de precios de los articulos de mayor consumo (1907-08) issued by 
the same Ministry. Studies by individuals as well as the series of absolute prices and 
index numbers published by the Revista de economia y estadistica (see above) relate to 
recent years and cover the field fairly thoroughly. 

Data on transportation and communication have been compiled by several depart- 
ments. The Ministerio de Comunicaciones y Obras Publicas has done excellent work 
in collecting data on the development of Mexican railroads. Its Resena hist6rica y 
estadistica de los ferrocarriles de jurisdicciSn federal (1837/941904/06) and the Album 
de ferrocarriles (1891 I9io) 2 contain comprehensive statistical series unobtainable else- 
where. Since 1891 the Ministerio has issued yearly reports 3 in which scattered data 
on railroad economics may be found. Of other publications released by the Ministerio 
de Comunicaciones, attention is called to the Anales, which appeared intermittently 
between 1902 and 1924, and the Boletin^ issued continuously from 1921 to 1927. Ex- 
cellent statistical material on federal rail transportation will be found in the Estadistica 
de ferrocarriles de jurisdicct6n federal published by the Secretaria de Comunicaciones y 
Obras Publicas, 4 which contains statistics of labor, finances, mileage, freight and pas- 
senger traffic, etc. The Secretaria has also been issuing an Annual report of the National 
railways of Mexico since 1908/09 (in English). Data on communication will also be 
found in the publications of the Secretaria de Comunicaciones and in the Memoria of 
the Direccion General de Correos (1876/77-1903/04). The latter agency has issued a 
Revista telegrdfica since 1926. 

In general, statistics of banks and banking have been neglected by Mexican govern- 
ments. The main sources of information are the reports of the Ministry of Finance, 
particularly the annual Memoria de las instituciones de crSdito covering the period from 
1897 t( > J9 11 (?) The Revista de Economia also contains data on banking and foreign 
exchange. The Informes of the Banco Nacional (1884-85) and the Examen de las 
condiciones bancarias e industriales issued by the Banco de Mexico since 1925 are useful. 
Of other publications devoted primarily to banking the following are outstanding: the 
Boletin published by the Banco de Mexico since 1934; El Economista: peri6dico de 
as unto s financier os (semi-monthly, 1928-33); Revista economia (semi-monthly, 1929-31, 
monthly since 1931); and Boletin estadistico, a quarterly published by the Comision 
Nacional Bancaria (19261931). 

The publications of the provincial governments should not be excluded from an ac-

count of the statistical sources in Mexico. Some of the provinces conducted censuses 
and undertook general economic surveys even before the national government was in a 
positon to organize its statistical service. In a number of states (Federal District of 
Mexico, Puebla, Sinaloa, Chihuahua, Durango, and others), special statistical publica- 
tions containing valuable data on population and economic development have been 
issued from time to time. The official reports of the provincial government departments 
provide a large body of statistical material omitted in publications of national scope. 
It is not possible to give a satisfactory review of the various non-official sources of 
data on Mexico. The bulletins of the Sociedad Mexicana de la Geografia y Estadistica 
(originally Institute Nacional) are of paramount importance for the first half of the 
1 9th century. Compilations by various individuals (see above) and the publications 
of the Subdireccion de la Biblioteca Nacionai will also prove useful. Periodical literature 
devoted to the economic affairs of Mexico has grown considerably in recent years. 
Some of the publications are particularly useful as sources of current data on finance 
and industry. Restricting the list to the most important periodicals of national scope, 
we may mention the Anales de economia, jinanzas, industria y comer do y published by 
the Camara Nacional de Comercio (192027); the magazine published by the United 
States Mexican Chamber of Commerce (a monthly); the monthly Bulletin of the Cen- 
tral British Chamber of Commerce (Mexico); the Boletin of the Confederaci6n de 
Cdmaras Industriales de los Estados Unidos Mexicanos (1919-1922); and the Monthly 
summary oj business conditions^ issued since 1929 by the Banco de Mexico. 



GUATEMALA 

Census* 

Three general censuses have been taken in Guatemala. The first census, levied in 
1880, was organized and directed by the statistical section of the Secretaria de Fomento. 1 
Owing to the resistance of the population and the general inexperience of the census 
officials, the accuracy of this census is subject to serious doubt. Not much better 
results were obtained in 1893 when the second general census was taken. 2 The third 
census came in 1921. 3 As published, the results of the censuses are classified by district, 
sex, age, and in some instances by occupation. The Direcci6n General de Estadistica, 
which supervised the taking of the censuses, has also published data on the population 
movement in the intervening periods, 4 though at irregular intervals. The Anales and 
the Anuario estadistico^ published irregularly by the Direcci6n (see below), devote con- 
siderable space to vital statistics. 

Economic Statistics. 

The collection and dissemination of economic statistics is in an elementary stage of 
development. Before the establishment of the Direcci6n General de Estadistica in 1880, 
accumulation of statistical data rested in the hands of those government departments 
which by reason of their administrative functions came in contact with the economic 
life of the country. Publication of such data as were collected was accomplished by

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means of yearly reports which the government departments were by law obliged to 
present to the congress. But the division of functions among the ministries was not 
clearly established, nor did the various departments follow a consistent method in the 
presentation of economic data. As a result, the available information is scattered among 
various memorias and bulletins, and it is almost impossible to obtain continuous sta- 
tistical series for any appreciable period. 

Most complete are the data on public finance. The principal source of information 
are the reports of the Minis terio de Hacienda y Cre"dito Publico, which was established 
in 1839. However, the Ministry did not publish separate reports prior to iSyp. 1 The 
early memorias are as a rule concise surveys with occasional data of a statistical char- 
acter. Since the late 'nineties, however, it has become customary for the ministries to 
attach detailed accounts to their yearly reports. Prior to 1879, public finances were 
analyzed in the reports of other government departments, such as the Secretaria Gen- 
eral (report for 1836) and the Secretaria de Estado (1849/51 and 1876/78). The me- 
morias contain figures relating to all the fiscal activities of the government: revenues 
and expenditures, foreign debts, taxation, etc. Budgetary data have been published 
separately as Presupuesto general de los gastos de la administracidn p&blica? In 1928 
the Ministerio put out a Eoletin containing current data. 3 

Statistics relating to foreign trade rank second to those on public finance. Many of 
the data are included in the memorias of the Ministerio de Hacienda and the Ministerio 
de Fomento. The latter Ministry, established in 1871, took over the functions of the 
Consulado de Comercio which was abolished in that year. Its reports contain figures 
on foreign commerce, although this is not always the case. Much space is devoted to 
imports and exports in the publications of the Direcci6n General de Estadfstica (estab- 
lished in 1880). Since 1922 the Camara de Comercio has issued a Eoletin^ in which 
scattered data on foreign trade are published from time to time. 

The publications of both the Ministerio de Fomento and the Direccion General de 
Estadistica are good general sources of Guatemalan economic statistics. The Direccion's 
Anales estadisticos (two volumes for 1882 and 1883), Anuario (two volumes for 1894 
and 1898), and Informs (published since 1882) contain statistics on population, agri- 
culture, commerce, municipal revenues, etc. Some of the series go back a decade or 
more. In addition the Direccion has also published a Eoletin (suspended in 1922), 
and a monthly review under the title Estadistica National, of which only five issues 
appeared (1927-28). The Ministerio de Fomento inaugurated a Eoletin oficial de la 
Secretaria de Fomento in 1920. It was suspended in 1922 and revived in 1928. 

Agricultural statistics formerly compiled by the Ministerio de Fomento are now 
gathered by the Secretaria de Agricultura, founded in 1920. The Memorias of the 
Secretana (issued since 1921) contain a good deal of material. Since 1921 the Secretaria 
has published a Boletin de agricultura y comercio de Guatemala; and since 1929, it has 
put out Anales. However, these publications are not primarily concerned with sta- 
tistics. Additional information may also be found in the Informe of the Direccion 
Agraria y de Colonizacion, published since 1928. 

On transportation and communication, the economist will find pertinent information 
in the Informe of the Direccion del Ferrocarril del Norte and in the Memoria of the 
Direcci6n General de Telgrafos y Telefonos Nacionales. On money and banking, the 
Informe of the Departamento Monetario y Bancario, published since 1928, may be 
profitably consulted as well as the publications of the Banco Central, which began to 
function in 1926.

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HONDURAS 
Census. 

Demographic data on Honduras covering the first eight decades of the ipth century 
consist of estimates, for no actual enumeration of the population is known to have 
been made in Honduras prior u> 1881. A second count was taken in 1887, the results 
of which were used as a basis for estimates in the following years. 1 In 1895 tne third 
census was levied, followed by censuses in 1901, 1905, 1910, 1927 and 1930, the last 
five being published by the Direccion General de Estadistica. 2 It is difficult to deter- 
mine the accuracy of these censuses. The early ones suffered from inadequate organiza- 
tion and the inability of the census-takers to reach all inhabitants. Lack of cooperation 
on the part of the population was also a factor. As a rule the results were classified by 
districts, age, race, sex, etc. 

Economic Statistics. 

The work of collecting and publishing statistical material is conducted primarily by 
the various administrative departments. Towards the close of the igth century a cen- 
tral statistical bureau was established (Direccion General de Estadistica), which, how- 
ever, devoted itself largely to population problems leaving the various fields of economic 
activity relatively unexplored. The publications of the Ministries assume, therefore, a 
special importance. 

The Memorias of the Ministerio de Hacienda y Credito Publico, published under this 
title since i889 3 contain valuable data on public finance, and include figures on revenues 
and expenditures, taxation, customs receipts, and other items. Some of the Memorias 
are merely expository reports, and the actual figures are presented in the Memorias of 
the Ministerio General (1847, I ^5o/5 I > 1851, 1855) and of the Secretaria de Estado 
(1894-1900). In 1914 the Ministerio de Hacienda began to issue a Eoletin fiscal 'in which 
current data on public finances, public debt and customs receipts were published. Both 
the Memoria and the Eoletin contain scattered data on foreign commerce. Attention is 
also called to the Informes of the Comision de Credito Publico and the Direcci6n Ge- 
neral de Rentas. 

The Ministerio de Fomento has published its Memorias since 1889 (first volume cover- 
ing the years 1886-88). The Memoria is one of the most important sources of statistical 
information since at one time or another the Ministerio included the departments of 
railroads, highways, posts, telegraphs, telephones, agriculture, industries, labor and 
mining. It should be noted, however, that the Memorias are not consistent in their 
method of presentation and analysis of data relating to the economic development of 
the country. From 1911 to 1919 the Ministerio de Fomento published a Eoletin in 
which current economic data not easily available elsewhere appear intermittently. 

Data on agriculture are to be found in the Memorias of the Ministerio de Fomento, 
though for the year 1908/09 the report of the Ministerio de Agricultura should be 
consulted. 4 Among other sources of information we may mention the monthly Eoletin

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published by the Oficina de la Inmigracion y Colonizacion since 1930 and the Anuario 
estadistico (1889-?). The latter publication is a general statistical compendium. In it 
may be found data on foreign commerce and industry. Some data on commerce and 
industry are presented in the Boletin which the Camara de Comercio has put out since 
1921. Information on banking is obtainable in the reports of the Ministry of Finance 
and the Mommiento semestral released semi-annually by the Banco de Honduras. Trans- 
portation and communication statistics are scarce. The Ministerio de Fomento usually 
published data relating to these fields in its yearly reports. As additional sources of 
information we may mention the Informes of the Direcci6n General de Correos and of 
the Direcci6n General de Gamines. 

Attention is also called to two periodical publications devoted to the economic affairs 
of Honduras. The Revista econ6mica, a monthly, was inaugurated in 1911, and El 
economists, hondureno (1927-29) published data on various aspects of national economy. 

NICARAGUA 
Census. 

There is no record of a national census having been taken prior to 1920. The available 
data on growth of population in the I9th century are confined to more or less authorita- 
tive estimates and a limited volume of vital statistics. One of the earliest estimates was 
that by Miguel Gonzalez Saravia who in 1824 published a brief description of the 
country. 1 In 1846 an attempt was made to determine the number of inhabitants by 
means of a census. The enumeration, however, was inconclusive since "a large part of 
the people supposed that it was preliminary to some military conscription or tax levy/* 2 
The next estimate of importance was that published by E. G. Squier in the revised 
edition of his volume on Nicaragua. Squier's figure, it may be noted, is considerably 
larger than that published twenty years later by the Ministerio de Interior in its Me- 
moria for 1883. The latter estimate was used as a basis for demographic calculation in 
the succeeding years. Early in the present century the government of Nicaragua 
executed a census in the department of Granada (i9o6). 3 The first national census was 
taken in 1920. As published by the Oficina Central de Censo the results are classified 
by districts, age, sex, etc. 4 

Economic Statistics. 

The work of compiling and publishing economic statistics is in an elementary stage 
of development. Statistical compendia of a general character hardly exist and economic 
data collected by the various government departments are as a rule incorporated in 
the yearly reports which the Ministries are by law required to present to the national 
assembly. 

Most plentiful are data on public finance and foreign commerce. The Ministerio 
de Hacienda y Cr6dito Publico 6 has published yearly Memorias in which figures relat-

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ing to revenues and expenditures, taxation and commerce have been presented in some 
detail. The Ministerio has also issued budgetary data in a separate publication entitled 
Presupuesto general de gastos. Statistics on public debt have been released since 1917/19 
by the Comision de Credito Piiblico in yearly reports (Informe). Data on public debt 
and taxation may also be found in the reports of the Alta Comision. The reports cover 
the period from 1918 to 1927. Since 1928 the Alta Comisi6n issued reports jointly with 
the Administracion de Aduanas. Since 1911/13 the latter office has put out a Memorla 
del recaudador which contains detailed figures on Nicaraguan exports and imports. 
Statistics of both public finance and foreign trade have also been published in Estadisticas 
economicas de Nicaragua put out by the Ministerio de Hacienda y Cre"dito Publico for 
the years 1904 and 1905, and in the Boletin de estadistica issued by the Direccion General 
de Estadistica in the period from 1907 to 1919. 

Both the Estadisticas economicas and the Boletin are general statistical sources. Data 
on agriculture, cattle breeding, industry and population are presented together with 
statistics on foreign trade, exchange and public finance. Of equal importance as a 
general source of statistical information are the Memorias of the Ministerio de Fomento 
y Obras Publicas. 1 Issued continuously since 1858 the Memorias contain a varied 
assortment of economic data relating to all the fields of the country's economic develop- 
ment. The Ministry's reports on the development of Nicaraguan agriculture, industry 
and railroad transportation are especially valuable. The Memorias include also data 
on prices, wages and production, though the Ministry has not been consistent in com- 
piling statistics relating to these fields. Agricultural statistics have been placed on a 
firmer basis since the establishment of the Ministerio de Agricultura y Trabajo in 1929. 
The Ministerio publishes a Memoria and a Boletin. The Memoria of the Ministerio de 
Agricultura y Trabajo contains valuable data on production, area of cultivation, prices, 
exports and imports, while the Boletin is devoted to current problems of Nicaraguan 
agriculture and is not primarily a statistical publication. In conclusion, attention may 
be called to the Memoria of the Direccion General de Correos, Tel6grafos y Tel6fonos 
and the Condensed statement of the Banco Nacional de Nicaragua. The former is an 
important source of information relating to the development of the Republic's com- 
munication facilities. 

SALVADOR 

Census. 

Population data relating to the first hundred years of Salvador's independence are 
extremely meager. In the igth century two estimates are known to have been made, 
one in 1878 and the other in i892. 2 Another estimate was published in 1901 by Le- 
vasseur. 3 The 1901 figure was accepted as the basis for later calculations. Population 
statistics published in the first and subsequent volumes of the Anuario estadistico 
cannot be accepted as accurate. Probable figures were given out by the Direcci6n 
General Estadistica not only in its Anuario but also in its other publications, such as 
Divisi6n administrative y poblaci6n probable and Demografia (192426). In 1929 a census 
of the city of San Salvador was taken 4 preliminary to the national census which was 
levied in I93o. 6

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Economic Statistics. 

The most important source of data on public finance is the Memorias of the Mini- 
sterio de Hacienda y CreMito Ptiblico, which began publishing separate reports in 1850 
(covering the year 1849) and has continued publication up to the present. The reports 
contain various data concerning public finance and commerce. The Ministry publishes 
also a monthly Boletin, which was inaugurated in 1920, suspended in 1921, and revived 
in 1928 (as Segunda serie). The bulletin is devoted to the discussion of current financial 
problems. Since 1901 the Ministerio has issued budgetary data in its Ley de presupuesto 
(for some years issued in Diario Qficial). Summary figures on public finances are avail- 
able in the Sinopsis estadistlca de finanzas y comercio issued by the Ministerio. Mention 
should also be made of the study entitled Quadras que demuestran el movimiento rentistico 
covering the year I9QI, 1 and the Informs documsntado de los trabajos . . . 1896 by the 
Direccion e Inspeccion General de Hacienda. 

Statistics of foreign commerce are fairly abundant in Salvador. The Memorias of the 
Ministerio de Hacienda contain detailed data on imports and exports. From time to 
time the Ministerio published special reports on foreign trade, such as Importacidn de 
algodones, vinos y licores y ofras mercaderias; 2 Estadistica de importati6n de /p/7, ^P/<, 
1919 y de exportation de 1919^ and Estadistlca de importation y exportaciSn de 1916* 
The Direccion General de Estadistica has also been active in compiling and publishing 
data on commerce. Most of its publications contain import and export statistics. 
Summary figures appear regularly in the Anuario estadistuo and the Informe Anual 
published since 1929 In 1921-22 and 1923-25 the Direccion released trade statistics 
in the Estadistica comerciaL Among special studies devoted to foreign trade we may 
mention Nuestro comercio exterior en la Ultima decada^ 1901 a 1910 and Estadistica de 
comercio exterior (1927), both published by the Direcci6n General de Estadistica. The 
Boletin comercial released by the Camara de Comercio in 1920-22, though not primarily 
a statistical publication contains useful material. 

The Anuario of the Direccion General de Estadistica is a general statistical com- 
pendium. Data on population, prices, trade, public finances, agriculture, money and 
banks are presented in some detail. The Anuario was inaugurated in 1911 and con- 
tinued until 1923 (13 volumes). In 1927 the publication was revived. In the inter- 
vening period, from 1924 to 1926, the Direcci6n published a Resumen estadistico de la 
Republica de El Salvador^ similar to the Anuario in contents and method of presentation. 
Prior to 1911 the Direccion issued several publications of a general character. None 
of these publications were maintained for long: the Boletin inaugurated in 1902 was 
suspended in 1905 (4 volumes); Estudios estadisticos respecto a las riquezas naturales, 
i ndustria s y comercio was terminated after the publication of the second volume (1907- 
08); and the series of 14 Monografias departamentales begun in 1909 was discontinued 
in 1914. 

The Memorias of the Ministerio de Gobernacion (1859- ) and the Ministerio de 
Fomento (1909, 1913, 1923-26) should be included in the category of general sources. 
They contain interesting material on industry, agriculture and commerce. The Minis- 
terio de Gobernaci6n also publishes a Boletin de fomento y obras publicas (1923- ). 
Some data on industry and commerce may be found in the Boletin de industria y co- 
mercio put out since 1923 by the Ministerio de Comercio y Industria. 

There are several publications devoted specifically to agriculture. The Junta Central 
de Agricultura published a Boletin de agricultura> ciencias industriales, economia dome's-

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tica over a period of twelve years (1900-12). In 1920 a Boletin de agricultura y Jomento 
was inaugurated by the Direccion General de Agricultura. The journal was replaced 
in 1921 by the Revista de agricultura tropical. Since 1924 the Direccion has published a 
Boletin. It should be noted, however, that these are not primarily statistical publica- 
tions. For data on coffee recourse may be had to the monthly entitled El cafe de El 
Salvador published since 1930 by the Asociacion Cafetelera de El Salvador. 

Statistics on transportation and communication are scarce. As a rule these data are 
published in the general compendiums. The Informes of the Direccion General deTele"- 
grafos y Telefonos and of the Direccion General de Caminos contain some material of 
value to the economist. 



COSTA RICA 
Census. 

Population statistics in Costa Rica are based upon the results of three censuses taken 
in the course of the past seventy years. The first was taken in 1864 and the results 
published in Estadistica de la poblacion en cuadros demostrativos. 1 The next census was 
levied nearly thirty years later, in 1892, by the Direccion General de Estadistica; 2 in 
1927 a third census was taken by the Oficina Nacional del Censo. 3 The Direccion 
General de Estadfstica also issued demographic data in its Anuarios as well as in special 
publications such as Resumenes estadisticos; Demografia, covering a period from 1883 
to 1910, and Estadistica demogrdfica; Poblacion de la Republica, inaugurated in 1888. 
In 1927/28 the Oficina Nacional del Censo published three volumes devoted to popula- 
tion problems. The first volume contains data relating to vital statistics and covers a 
period of 19 years, from 1906 to 1925; the second volume gives data on population at 
the time of publication; and the third volume is devoted to problems of illiteracy among 
the inhabitants of Costa Rica. 4 

Economic Statistics. 

As in the case of other Latin American countries, statistics on finance and foreign 
commerce are most plentiful. These are to be found in the Memorias published yearly 
since 1844/45 by the Ministerio de Hacienda y Comercio. 5 The memorias contain 
data on the various aspects of public finance, such as revenues and expenditures, taxa- 
tion, budgets, public debt, etc. Statistics relating to economic activity, especially to 
foreign trade, are frequently given considerable space in these reports. The more im- 
portant publications of the Direcci6n General de Estadfstica usually contain summary 
figures on public finances. 

The Ministry of Finance as well as other government departments has given parti- 
cular attention to the collection of statistics relating to the importation and exportation 
of commodities. Since 1883 detailed figures on foreign commerce have been published 
in the Anuario estadistico.* Summary figures on Costa Rica's commerce for the period

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1883-1910 will be found in Resumenes estadisticos. 1 From time to time the Direccion 
has issued publications devoted specifically to foreign trade, such as Estadistica del 
comercio exterior de la rep&blica de Costa Rica and Importaciones y exportaciones. Ex- 
ports of coffee, the most important item in Costa Rica's balance of trade, have received 
especially careful attention. The Direccion General de Estadistica has issued annual 
figures in a publication entitled Exportacidn de CajL 

Agricultural statistics in Costa Rica have been of higher quality than in other Central 
American republics, especially since the establishment of the Direcci6n General de 
Estadistica. Among the general sources we may mention the Memorlas of the Mini- 
sterio de Gobernacion and the Ministerio de Fomento, of which the Secretaria de 
Agricultura forms a part. The Ministerio de Fomento published for a brief period 
(1906-09) a B&letin de agricultura^ which was revived in 1923 by the Departamento 
de Agricultura. The latter department has also issued several publications containing 
statistical material on agriculture. 2 Considerable work in the field of agricultural sta- 
tistics has been accomplished by the Direcci6n General de Estadistica. In addition to 
its Anuario and Resdmenes, the Direccion has issued special publications devoted to 
agriculture, such as the Estadistica agricola, covering the period 1906-9. The results 
of the agricultural censuses taken in 1903, 1904, and 1905 were also published by the 
Direccion. 3 Interesting material will also be found in other publications of the Direcci6n, 
of which the more important are: Monografias estadisticas (1894-96); Informe, published 
since 1897, and Estadistica comer cial y agricola. Ano 1909.* 

Industrial, commercial and labor statistics are scarce. The most important sources 
are the Memorias of the Ministerio de Fomento and the general publications of the 
Direccion General d* Estadistica. The latter took a census of unemployment in 193 a 6 
and the two commercial censuses in 1907 and 1915.^ Since 1934 the Direcci6n has 
been publishing the Eoletin semestral de estadistica de la Repfiblica de Costa Rica in 
which various data may be found on industry, labor, and commerce. The Informs 
which the Direccion inaugurated in 1897 contains figures relating to foreign trade and 
exchange, population, agriculture, and industry. For data on banking, recourse may 
be had to the Informe of the Banco de Costa Rica (1891-1914), established in 1877 as 
the Banco de la Uni6n, and superseded in 1914 by the Banco Internacional de Costa 
Rica. The Banco Internacional publishes, in addition to its Informe, a statement of 
the monetary situation under the title Caja de conversion. Material on transportation 
and communication may be found in the reports of the Ministerio de Gobernaci6n, 
which until 1911 had supervision of telephones and telegraphs. Since 1911 the Direcci6n 
General de Correos, Tel6grafos y Tel6fonos Nacionales has issued a separate Informe. 
Data on railroads are given in the reports of the Ministerio (Direccion) de Obras 
Publicas. 

Attention is also called to the studies prepared by Carlos Merz 7 and the Informe 
anual published since 1921 by the Centre Nacional de Agricultura.

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PANAMA 
Census. 

Since her independence was proclaimed in November, 1903, the Republic of Panama 
has taken three censuses, in 1911, 1920, and 1930. The first census was launched by 
Ley 56 of December 31, 1906, but did not get under way until February 10, 1911. The 
Direcci6n General de Estadistica finally finished the task by June 30 of that year, after 
encountering many difficulties, and succeeded in publishing the summary data. 1 The 
second census, that of 1920, was somewhat more comprehensive in its scope; it was 
taken by the Direcci6n General del Censo and published in a series of five bulletins con- 
taining summary data as to age, sex, race, occupation, religion, and nationality of the 
inhabitants, by districts. 2 The Census of 1930, executed and published by the same Di- 
recci6n, showed a great improvement over both its predecessors; it was put out in 1931 
in two volumes. 3 

Economic Statistics. 

The general statistical work of the Republic of Panama has largely been carried on 
by the Direccion General de Estadistica, a department of the Secretaria de Fomento y 
Obras Ptiblicas (since 1924, Agricultura y Obras Publicas). The Direccion has been di- 
vided into three sections, devoted to vital statistics, commerce, and agriculture respec- 
tively. Its major publication has been the Boletin de Estadistica, an irregular publica- 
tion which first appeared in June, 1907. The Secretaria itself had published in 1905 a 
few numbers of a quarterly entitled Boletin Estadistico y probably the first strictly statis- 
tical publication of the republic. The Boletin de Estadistica is of a general nature, con- 
taining all sorts of data. In some numbers all three sections contribute, while in others 
attention is paid exclusively to agriculture, or miscellaneous statistics. In 1908, the 
Direcci6n inaugurated an annual by the title Estadistica Anual y a small abstract which 
was consolidated with the Boletin in 191 1 as the Anuario. The Anuarlo has not appeared 
regularly since that time, although cumulative data have been issued in the Boletin 
from time to time, as for instance in Number 33, which gives various figures for the 
quinquennium 1912-1916. Attention may also be called to general sources of data 
such as the Gaceta Qficial of the Republic and the Memorias of the Secretarias. The 
former, it is true, is hardly a fertile source of data, but contains numerous tables supplied 
by the post office and various of the financial departments of the republic and its 
provinces. The biennial Memorla of the Secretaria de Fomento y Obras Publicas has 
long been supplemented by bulky Anexos in which statistics undoubtedly have some 
place. 

Few publications have ever appeared in Panama which may be said to be of a special- 
ized statistical nature. As for financial data, the Memoria of the Secretaria de Hacienda 
y Tesoro may be consulted, although it is primarily of an administrative character. The 
Secretaria has also published a biennial budget in brief form, 4 and a report on its exe- 
cution. 5 The Tesoreria has issued special reports, such as the Relaci6n de las transacciones

Contrary to the general custom in Latin America, the figures on international trade 
have been compiled by the Direccion General de Estadistica rather than the Secretaria 
de Hacienda, Only brief synopses have been published, beyond the data included in 
the Boletin of the Direcci6n. In 1915 a Sindpsis estadistica del comertio international 
appeared which gave general data on the imports for the second half of 1913. Again, in 
1917, a Compendia estadistico descriptivo appeared, with summary data for the period 
1909-1916. As is the case with almost all types of Panamanian data, the best source of 
commercial statistics is the Boletin de Estadistica. 

In the field of agriculture, mention may be made of the Boletin Ofitial Agrario which 
was published from 1909 to 1913 by the Administracion General de Tierras Baldias e 
Incultadas, and also of the Boletin Agruola issued since September, 1925, by the Secre- 
taria de Agricultura y Obras Ptiblicas. Two brief surveys of real property have been 
put out by the Direccion General de Estadistica, pertaining to 1914 and 1916 re- 
spectively. 

The biennial Informe of the Banco Nacional de Panamd and the Balance general de 
saldos issued from time to time by the same institution are important sources of data 
on money, finance, and exchange. In conclusion, attention may also be called to the 
publications of the Asociacion del Comercio de Panama, including its Boletin (monthly, 
since May, 1931), its Revista Comertial (monthly, 1919-21, text in Spanish and English), 
and its Informe AnuaL 

CUBA 
Census. 

It is an acknowledged fact that the large majority of the early population data for 
Cuba refer to estimates rather than actual enumerations, and it is also generally recog- 
nized that the nine colonial censuses worthy of credit are those of 1774/75, 1792, 1817, 
1827, 1841, 1846, 1861, 1877, and 1 887.2 A complete list of Cuban censuses to date 
would include the four taken in 1899, 1907, 1919, and 1931 respectively. 

A general characteristic of the colonial censuses is that they were taken by commis- 
sions appointed especially for the purpose, so that only in exceptional instances was 
there a continuity to the work. This circumstance is reflected in the lack of regularity 
and uniformity in the publication of results. It is notable that the compilers of the 
Census of 1899 could locate no direct evidence bearing upon the first four censuses be- 
yond citations in secondary authorities and the inclusion of some of the 1827 data in 
the census of 1841.

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Authorities agree that all the earlier data are very incomplete and inaccurate. Hum- 
boldt, in his illuminating chapter on Cuban population, expressed the opinion that 
both the first and second censuses (1775, 1791) were taken with extreme negligence, 
omitting a great part of the population. 1 He also held that the third census (1817) 
could be regarded only as a minimum, on account of its numerous significant omissions. 
This judgment was accepted as a fair one in most quarters, particularly in view of the 
fact that he called attention to the difficulties even England and France were experi- 
encing with the general census. Humboldt, it may be added, was forced to the conclu- 
sion that the most important documents on Cuban population were not the official cen- 
suses at all, but the surveys presented to the Cortes in 1811 by Arango y Parreno. 2 As 
for the first Cuban census, that reputed to have been taken by the Marquis de la Torre, 
Humboldt and other authorities differ as to whether it was taken in 1774, or in 1775, 
or during both years, and also as to whether it gave a total population of 170,862 or 
one other of five figures. Humboldt himself gave three different totals, and he was 
one of the very few who saw the unpublished data. Few figures are available for this 
census beyond the bare total of population. Authorities also differ as to the date of the 
second census, that taken by Don Luis de las Casas. Humboldt and some other early 
writers fixed it at 1791 but the weight of later opinion favored 1792. Leroy y Cassd 
and Trelles both mentioned a padr6n general of 1792 although they differed as to the 
form and date of publication. 3 Trelles listed the third census as Estado general de la 
poblaci6n de la is la de Cuba . . . correspondiente al ano de 7<?/7, published in broadside 
form by the Comision de Estadistica de la Habana two years later, 4 but Humboldt 
depended upon the Guia de Forasteros for data extracted from that census. 5 At any 
rate, whichever source is selected, it is apparent that thtpadrtin of 1817 resembles those 
of 1774/75 and 1792 in that only crude and summary data have been bequeathed to 
posterity. It is probable that the few available data on the slave population are espe-

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cially open to suspicion because, according to Turnbull, of "the fears entertained by the 
inhabitants that the census was intended to become the basis of taxation.** 1 

The census of 1827 has been accepted by most authorities as the fourth actual enumer- 
ation of the population of the island. This work was prosecuted upon a far more am- 
bitious scale than any of the preceding and published in an altogether more compre- 
hensive form. 2 It showed a total population of 704,487, a figure so large that it confirmed 
the widely-held belief that the 1817 result was much too low. It was not a simple sum- 
mary of population, like previous censuses, but also provided the first description of 
the public wealth of Cuba, classified by departments, jurisdictions, and products. 3 A 
census of Havana, also ordered by Don Francisco Dionisio Vives, was compiled by 
Manuel Pastor in 1828 and published separately during the following year. 4 

The fifth enumeration was executed at the end of the year 1841 and a re*sum of the 
returns published in the following year. 5 The total population was found to be 1,007,624, 
a figure thought by some critics to be grossly exaggerated. In fact, Hespel d'Harponville 
judged the census to be so inaccurate that he did not think it worth while to give the 
data for 1841 in his account of Cuban population. 6 At any rate, the colonial govern- 
ment lost no time in laying plans for another census, for a Comision de Estadistica 
was provided for in a royal order of Dec. 22, 1842, which was supplemented by an- 
other order of March 20, 1 844. This Commission finally completed a census, after many 
difficulties, and published an abstract of it in i847. 7 It was known as the Census of 
1846, and was acknowledged by the Commission to be especially faulty with regard to 
its data on population. Again, the principal difficulty seems to have been due to the 
fact that proprietors hid their slaves and other property, in the fear of the imposition 
of new taxes. 8 The total population was found to be 898,752, considerably less than 
that revealed five years before. It attempted to classify for each department the popu- 
lation according to age, sex, race, occupation, and place of birth, and also contained 
some data on the agricultural production in tuchjurisdicciSn. 

Between 1846 and 1861, Behm and Wagner reported, no less than seven censuses

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were taken of the island. However, there is little foundation for the belief that any of 
these figures represent more than official or semi-official estimates of the population, 
based upon current vital statistics. To be sure, a Cuban "Census of 1859" was included 
in the first issue of the Anuario Estadistico of the mother country, 1 but there is no 
information available tending to show that it was an independent count. The figures 
for 1849 an d 1855 may be ascribed to Pezuela and Jos6 Garcia de Arboleya respectively, 
who elaborated them from data on births, deaths, and migrations. As for the other 
four totals listed by Behm and Wagner (1850, 1852, 1857, 1860), no corroborating evi- 
dence is available. The same is true of the figure reported by Otto Delitsch for 1851. 

It is certain, however, that an official census of Cuba was taken in conjunction with 
the Spanish census of 1860, which may not inaccurately be termed the seventh census 
of the island. The Cuban empadronamiento was executed on March 14, 1861, and 
published three years later, together with population data covering the year ended in 
June, 1862, and figures on real and personal property and production for i862. 2 Pains 
were taken by Jos6 de Frias, the chief of the Centro de Estadistica, to show that the 
data were all collected by direct investigation on the part of local authorities who had 
no other preconceived object in mind, such as the levy of new taxes. 3 However, "in 
spite of such favorable conditions it would be absurd to suppose an impossible mathe- 
matical accuracy in all its figures." 4 Summary tables for this census were also pub- 
lished in the Spanish census. 5 

It is safe to say that the only two other actual counts of Cuban population made 
during the colonial period were those undertaken in 1877 and 1887. As in the case of 
the census of 1861, the data were communicated by the Overseas Minister to form a 
part of the imperial censuses and were published in extremely summary form. 6 The 
1877 census showed a total of 1,521,684, somewhat larger than the 1,396,530 reported 
in 1861. These figures may be compared with the grand total of 1,631,687 hi 1887. 
There is no external evidence available upon which a judgment of the accuracy of these 
data may be based, but it is fair to assume from their crudity of form and analysis that 
no great improvement in method or precision of results took place over the censuses of 
the middle of the century. 

Four general censuses of Cuba have been taken since she emerged from her status as 
a colony of Spain. The first of these, that of 1899, was held under the auspices of the 
United States military occupation, while the second was carried out by the provisional 
government in 1907. The censuses of 1919 and 1931 were administered entirely by

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officials of the republic. It is discouraging to report that, far from improving with the 
passage of time, these successive censuses have degenerated both in scope and relia- 
bility, and it would not be wholly inaccurate to say that each one turned out worse 
than its predecessor. The reasons for this progressive deterioration are to be sought in 
the change in the political status of the island. 

Not the least of the achievements of the United States Military Government in 
Cuba was the organization and successful prosecution of the census of 1899. Th e results 
were published a year later, along with other data of value. 1 The general plan of the 
United States census was followed, except that the schedules were limited to^popula- 
tion, agriculture, and education. It has been termed the best document of its kind^ever 
compiled in Cuba. 2 The 1907 census, undertaken by the United States Provisional 
Government, was placed under the direction of Victor H. Olmsted, an experienced 
official of the United States Census who had also directed the field work in the^ census 
of 1899. Th e task was finished with great despatch, and the results published in emi- 
nently suitable form. 3 It is notable, however, that the census of 1907 was compiled 
primarily for electoral purposes and the resources of its compilers were diverted to the 
compilation of municipal registers. The data for agriculture and education which formed 
integral parts of the census of 1899 were left out entirely. This omission was ^partly 
compensated by the inclusion of various other statistical data in the publication, as 
part of a preface to the analytical tables of population figures. 

The census of 1919, it may be said, was carried out purely for electoral purposes. 4 
The political situation following the elections of 1916 was in a state of intense agitation, 
largely caused by faults in the electoral legislation. The Commission of Congress, with 
the advice of General Enoch H. Crowder, recommended that a new population census 
be taken with utmost accuracy and impartiality, from which an electoral census could 
be derived. Work was undertaken in great haste on July 25, 1919 so that it should be 
finished in due time before the election, set in the near future. The published volume 
contains miscellaneous descriptive data and an analysis of the population figures besides 
the census tables themselves. 5 

The Cuban census law, dated July n, 1919, which authorized the census of 1919* 
also established the system of a permanent decennial Cuban census. Senor Angel C. 
Betancourt, who felt keenly the difficulties encountered in directing the census of 1919 
without the aid of a permanent organization, advocated in his official report the estab- 
lishment of a good centralized statistical service, to take the place of theOficina Nacional 
del Censo, soon to be dismantled for lack of appropriations. 6 The legislature seems to 
have respected his wish in this matter, judging by the fact that the Oficina published 
two appendices to the 1919 census, one in 1926 and the other during the following year. 7

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The provisions of the Law of the Census relating to its timing were not observed in 
1919 on account of the election situation. They were broken again in 1930 when no cen- 
sus was taken. However, an electoral census was compiled in the following year and 
published shortly thereafter. 1 The Census of 1931, the latest official count of the 
population of Cuba, is regrettably deficient in that the data on population are hope- 
lessly inadequate, to say nothing of the entire omission of any statistical inquiry as to 
other phases of the national life. 

Although this is not the place to discuss vital statistics in detail, a few words may 
be devoted to their development as evidenced by the publications available. 2 It was 
not until 1880 that a real beginning was made in the collection of data all over the 
island. An impetus to the work was given by the appointment at that time of Antonio 
Lopez Prieto to the Seccion de Estadistica Preparatoria in the Direccion General de 
Hacienda. Lopez Prieto published many brief but valuable studies, 3 some of which 
appeared in the Eoletin Oficial de Hacienda de la Isla de Cuba* Many articles on the 
medical phases of demography appeared during the 'eighties and 'nineties in the leading 
medical journals of Havana. 5 Since independence, data have been summarized and 
published for some but not all the years. The Section of General Statistics in the De- 
partment of Finance issued two abstracts of the Movimiento de poblaci6n, one to cover 
the years 1900 and 1901, the other referring to 1902 alone. Publication was resumed by 
the Oficina Nacional del Censo in 1924, when it issued a brochure relating to the period 
from September 16, 1919 to December 31, 1923. In 1925 the Oficina released a volume 
taking in the preceding calendar year. Data for the interval from 1902 to 1919 and for 
years since 1924 are not available in separately published form, but they will probably 
be found in other publications. 6 The series of reports on immigration is much more 
continuous, as some 24 numbers were issued by the Seccion de Estadistica (Secretaria 
de Hacienda) from 1907 to I93i. 7 

Economic Statistics. 

As is the case with the rest of Latin America, the leading series of Cuban economic 
data are those referring to foreign trade and public finance. This is especially true of 
the colonial period, for which very few continuous and dependable data of any kind are 
available. None of the bureaus and commissions of statistics authorized and established 
at various times during the I9th century ever succeeded in thoroughly grounding an 
efficient system of collecting and disseminating data. The resulting scarcity of reliable 
information was readily realized by the officials of the United States military occupa- 
tion, who contributed much to the foundation of modern Cuban statistics. Under the

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republic, so much progress has been made that Cuba has taken a position in the fore- 
front of the Latin American countries. Although foreign trade and national finance 
are still the favored fields, noteworthy efforts have been made in other directions such 
as agricultural production, public works, and more recently, money and banking. As 
is common in Latin America, the large majority of the statistical work has been carried 
on by the Secretaria de Hacienda, in which is housed the Secci6n de Estadistica General. 

Since satisfactory 19th-century data are so rare, the investigator must consult many 
different types of sources, even if he is fortunate enough to discover a set of publications 
devoted specifically to his particular field. There are the compendiums published in 
connection with the census, such as the Quadra estadistico of 1827 mentioned above, the 
corresponding publication for 1846, and the Noticias estadisticas of 1862. Some few 
commercial and industrial data are also to be found in the Anuario Estadistico de Espana. 
The Diario de la Habana, published from 1832 to 1848 and continued until 1902 as the 
Gaceta de la Habana, contains many fragments of miscellaneous data, not the least im- 
portant of which are the prices-current of the staple exports of Havana. 1 The Memorias 
of the Sociedad Econ6mica de Amigos del Pais, issued in 9 series from 1793 to 1901, are 
valuable not only for the official data occasionally reprinted therein, but also for original 
articles employing statistical data not to be found elsewhere. 2 Other periodicals may 
also be used with profit, notably the Revista Bimestre Cubana? and the Revista de Cubaf 
both of which give liberal space to economic and statistical affairs. Finally, the student 
may find it necessary to depend upon the leading secondary sources, a list of which 
would include Humboldt, Sagra, Saco, Arango y Parreno, Pezuela, and several others 
mentioned above in the bibliography of the period. 

Statistical data relating to many different fields are to be found in the official reports 
of the military governors Brooke and Wood, as well as in the report of Magoon, the 
provisional governor. Another source which may prove useful is the series of official 
Memorias of the President of the Republic, which contain summary data submitted 
by the various secretarias. 5 

Cuba has never published an annual statistical abstract of the type favored by many 
other countries. In 1914, it is true, an Anuario Estadistico was compiled as a by-product 
of a study of republican finance. It was hoped that this publication might inaugurate 
a series of annuals, but unfortunately this was not the case. Ten years later, a SinSpsis 
econ6mica de Cuba of modest size was put out by the Secretaria de Agricultura, Comercio 
y Trabajo, but so far as is known, a second issue never appeared. The Comisi6n Na- 
cional de Estadistica y Reformas Econ6mkas published five volumes of Estadisticas 
from 1927 to 1929, which were composed of numerous bulletins of various kinds. Again, 
there is no evidence that this series has been continued. 

In his study of early colonial finance, Humboldt made use of the Eudjets of the Cajas 
Matrices de la Administraci6n General de Rentas for Havana, the Reclamacidn . . . 
contra la ley de aranceles (4405), and the notes prepared by Martinez de Pinillos for the 
Estado de las Cajas Matrices for i822. 6 The budgets of the island administration were 
not published separately until late in the 'fifties, although there is a fairly continuous

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series of them available from that time down to the end of the century. 1 This is probably 
the longest single series of Cuban data extant. In the volume for 1874/75 figures may 
be found which carry back to 1862/63; and in this connection, reference may also be 
made to the reports by Rufz Gomez (4480-4481) and to the Memoria sobre los pre- 
supuestos . . . de 1885 d 86 published in the former year by the Intendencia General 
de Hacienda. In more recent times budgets have been published rather intermittently. 
The republican Direccion General de Estadistica issued a volume covering the year 
1904/5, entitled Presupuestos fijo y del ano fiscal. The Secretaria de Hacienda has pub- 
lished the Ley de presupuestos with but few interruptions since the time of occupation, 
and also released two volumes entitled Proyecto de presupuestos de ingresos y gastos 
during the early years of independence. 2 Many of the municipalities have published 
their budgets themselves and in addition, the Secretaria published summary data in 
this field during the first decade of its existence. 3 The Comision Nacional de Estadistica 
y Reformas Economicas resumed the series in 1925 when it released a volume covering 
the year 1924/25. 

Data are not lacking on receipts and expenditures, and the state of the treasury. In 
1898 the Intervencion General published a set of tables entitled Resumenes estadisticos 
de ingresos y pagos por todos conceptos designed to cover the period from the beginning 
of the year 1892/93 to the middle of the year 1897/98. A similar volume was put out 
by the Secretaria de Hacienda two years later, referring to 1899/1900. Ample data 
were issued by the officials of the military government, most of which were included 
in the reports of the governors. The Intervencion General continued this series of 
reports from 1903 to 1916 under the title Memoria de los trabajos realizados . . . , one 
of the volumes so issued taking in the years 1908/9 to 1914/15 inclusive. Financial 
statistics form the subject of a brochure issued in 1902 by the Secretaria de Hacienda, 
entitled Estadistica de contabilidad* Ano fiscal de 1901. Collections are reviewed in a 
series entitled Recaudacion comparada . . . which has appeared from time to time, 
while expenditures receive primary attention in the two volumes published in 192829 
by the Contaduria Central de Hacienda, LiquidaciSn del presupuesto . . . y liquidacidn 
delfondo especial de obras publicas . . . 1927/28-1928/29. The Tesoreria General of 
colonial days published practically no data under its own name, the only work available 
being a Cuadro que demuestra los bonos del tesoro which came out in i868(?). Later on, 
during the first decade of independence, the Tesoreria General issued a few numbers 
of a brochure called Mooimienfo defondos en la Tesoreria General. . . . 

Attention should be called to the two volumes compiled by the statistical section of 
the Secretaria de Hacienda dealing with industrial taxation. One of these, published in 
1903, pertains to the period 1899-1902. The second refers to the fiscal years 1908/9- 
1911/12 inclusive, and was released in I9I4- 4 These data show taxes by industry and 
by district. Mention must also be made of the periodicals published at various times 
by the same department. During the igth century, two sets of a Boletin oficial de 
hacienda appeared, the first in 1864-65, the second in 1881-82. A third Eoletin oficial 
was inaugurated in July, 1909, which is still current. The regular issues (monthly, 
later fortnightly) have been supplemented by special editions such as Volume X (Deuda 
Publica) and XIII (Legislation Monetaria}> both of which contain many statistical

data. 1 It should be borne in mind, however, that although the bulletin prints data 
supplied from time to time by the statistical bureau of the Secretana, it is not primarily 
of a statistical character. 

Statistics of foreign trade received considerable attention from the colonial adminis- 
tration during the I9th century. The Administracion General de Rentas Marftimas in- 
augurated in 1 827 the publication of an annual report entitled Balanza general del co- 
mercio de la isla de Cuba, which continued to appear and grow in size until i86o. 2 A 
report of similar character for the port of Havana was issued at intervals between 1826 
and 1840 under the title Balanza mercantil de la Habana. And it must be remembered 
that the general sources cited above give generous space to commercial data. There 
appears, however, to be no continuous set of publications available for the latter half 
of the century. The Banco Hispano Colonial published a volume in 1877 entitled 
Estadistica mercantil de la isla de Cuba, and the Minis terio de Ultramar revived the 
series in 189394 with the issuance of three numbers of Resumenes mensuales de la 
estadistica del comer do exterior de la isla de Cuba and again in 1897 with a larger volume 
(317 pages) named Estadistica general del comercio exterior de la isla de Cuba. 3 It is highly 
probable that corresponding data for the intervening period from 1860 to 1893 were 
published from time to time in the Gaceta de la Habana. Lopez Prieto is reported to 
have written an unpublished work called Ensayos de Estadistica Comercial de la Isla 
de Cuba, 1800-1881.* And in concluding the discussion of colonial trade statistics, it 
should be noted that authorities ail agree that they are highly unreliable, not only be- 
cause of the practice of employing official valuations but also on account of the preva- 
lence of corruption within the customs houses and contraband trade without. 5 

The military occupation made several surveys of Cuban trade upon assuming control 
of the island. Mention may be made of the special report by Robert P. Porter on the 
statistics of imports for 1 895, and of the analyses submitted by the United States Bureau 
of Statistics (Treasury Dept.). 7 The Division of Insular Affairs (War Dept.) inaugu- 
rated a new serial in July, 1899, with the title Monthly Summary of Commerce of the 
Island of Cuba. This organ was superseded in 1902 by the Comercio Exterior, issued 
by the Seccion de Estadistica under the Secretana de Hacienda, and the leading publi- 
cation of this type under the republic; it has been irregular, a bimonthly at first, later 
a quarterly, and finally a semi-annual publication. The Secci6n has also issued, since 
1923, the Importacion y exportacion de la Republica de Cuba on an annual basis. In 1921 
it published a special volume entitled Movimiento comercial covering the fiscal years 
1918/19 and 1919/20. 

The remaining Cuban statistical publications of an official nature may be divided

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among the following fields: (i) agriculture, live stock, and sugar production and re- 
fining; (2) mining; (3) transportation, communication, and public works; and (4) 
money, credit, and exchange. 

The cultivation and grinding of sugar cane has of course received paramount atten- 
tion among the agricultural publications. During the colonial regime, it is true, only a 
few desultory attempts were made to measure the zafra such as the survey of the pro- 
duction of the various ingenios undertaken by Carlos Rebello for the Intendencia de 
Ejercito y Hacienda and published in i860. 1 As a second isolated instance, there is the 
Matanzas agricultural census of 1881, carried out by Francisco Jimeno. 2 Perhaps the 
first thorough survey of Cuban agriculture was that undertaken and published in con- 
nection with the Census of 1899. Since that time, agricultural production, especially 
sugar production, has received a great deal of attention at the hands of the statisticians 
in the Secretaria de Hacienda. Publication was inaugurated in 1904 when a volume 
entitled Riqueza agricolo-industrial . . . y riqueza forestal appeared. 3 The series has 
been continued under the title Industria azucarera y sus derfaadas, and contains data 
on the exportation of the principal products, as well as their production. A second 
series was brought out beginning with the year 1915/16, which is devoted especially to 
sugar grinding and is entitled Industria azucarera. Memoria de la zafra realizada. . . . 
The latter, which gives figures for each central^ is published by the statistical office in 
the Secretaria de Agricultura, Comercio y Trabajo. More recently, summary tables on 
sugar grinding have been issued by the Comision Nacional de Estadistica y Reformas 
Economicas. 4 Scattered figures may also be found in the Memoria of the Secretaria de 
Agricultura, Industria y Comercio (after Jan. 25, 1909, Agricultura, Comercio y Tra- 
bajo), and in the official organ of the department, the Revista de Agricultura^ Comercio 
y Trabajo y published since 1919. 

The consumption of meats has long been a leading statistical item in Cuba. As early 
as 1880, L6pez Prieto compiled figures, later published as Estadistica de subsistenciasJ* 
He summarized information as to prices in each province and township as well as 
import duties, for each type of meat. The statistical section of the Secretaria de Haci- 
enda took up this work after independence, publishing it first in 1901 under the title 
Con sumo de ganado en la isla durante el ano de 1900.* In this publication and its suc- 
cessors, data are given on prices by districts, imports by ports, and breeding and slaugh- 
ter of the different animals. The series was suspended in 1909, to be resumed 17 years 
later by the Comisi6n Nacional de Estadistica y Reformas Econ6micas. This body pub- 
lished three reports in all, the first covering the period from 1914 to 1924, and the 
second and third referring to the years 1924/25 and 1925/26 respectively. 7 In recent 
years, some statistical work has also been done by the Direcci6n de Agricultura, under 
the Secretaria de Agricultura, Comercio y Trabajo. The Direcci6n published a volume 
in 1929 entitled Estadistica agro-pecuaria t ano 19281929, and probably played an im- 
portant role in the live-stock census of 1933, the results of which are not available in 
separate form.

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Figures on the production of other agricultural commodities are not easily obtained. 
The Comisi6n Nacional has compiled and published considerable data on the produc- 
tion of oranges and other citrus fruits, and on coffee. As for tobacco, the only series 
devoted specifically to this staple may be found in the statistical appendices to the 
Memorias of the Comision Nacional de Propaganda y Defensa del Tabaco Habano, 
published since 1929. 1 There one may find data on the area planted, crop, trade, and 
exportation. The report for 1933/34 gives production by farms. 

Some occasional data on the 19th-century mining industry of Cuba were compiled 
by the Bureau of Mining of Spain, and published in the serial entitled Estadistica 
minera de Espana? Comparatively little attention has been paid to this department 
since independence. In 1903 the SecretaHa de Hacienda put out a bulletin entitled 
Riqtieza minera which is of a statistical nature. Some few data may also be gleaned 
from the Boletin de minas, published since 1916 by the Direccion de Montes y Minas. 

The situation is much better with respect to the statistical data on Cuban transporta- 
tion, communication, and public works. The public works of the colony were under 
the control of various commissions of the Real Consulado until August, 1854, when a 
Direcci6n de Obras Publicas was constituted under the charge of Juan Campuzano. 
This bureau published four Memorias between 1861 and 1882 which cover the history 
of internal improvements in the island from 1795 onward, and which cite many sta- 
tistical data. Most of these series are continued from 1882/83 to 1901 in a volume on 
railroads put out by the Secretaria de Obras Publicas in I9O2. 3 Since that time, figures 
on the rates, traffic, income, and investments of railroads have been included in the 
annual Memorias of the Comision de Ferrocarriles. Carlson's reports to General Wood 
(4966-4967) also contain various summary data on the different lines, at the time of 
occupation. The Secretaria de Obras Publicas published a Memoria for the period from 
May 20, 1902 to June 30, 1903 which encloses many data; it has for some years dissemi- 
nated financial data in a report entitled Balance general (1916/17-1918/19). In 1924 
it gave out a RelaciSn de las obras publicas ejecutadas durante el periodo de 1923 1924^ 
and in July, 1926, it began to publish a Boletin de Obras Ptiblicas which contains some 
figures. 

There are comparatively few Cuban publications devoted specifically to the statistics 
of communications. The Administracion General de Correos published two volumes of 
a Revista General de Comunicaciones in 1879 and 1880, and some years later (1887-94) 
an Administracion de Comunicaciones issued several numbers of a serial entitled Esta- 
distica postal y telegrafica. The Departamento de Tele*grafos put out a Memoria esta- 
distica to cover the fiscal year ending in 1905, and the Direcci6n General de Comunica- 
ciones is known to have printed its Memoria in 1909 and 1910. 

There are even fewer official Cuban statistics available which refer to matters of 
private property and finance, money, banking, exchange, and related topics. In 1900 
the Secretaria de Hacienda issued a bulletin on Estadistica de la propiedad urbana y 
rdstica gravada con hipotecas y censos, and four years later the Secretaria de Estado 
published Estados comparatives del movimiento de la propiedad inmueble durante el quin- 
quenio de i.8g8 d 1.902. A volume similar to the latter, for the year 1905, was issued 
by the Direccion de Registros y del Notariado in 1906. The statistical section of the 
Secretaria de Hacienda has published several volumes on Cuban stock companies and 
securities, the first of which covers the years 1899-1 901 4 while the latter four relate to

Current figures on the 
monetary circulation have been sent out at frequent intervals by the Seccion de Moneda. 
The student investigating the economic life of Cuba will find it absolutely necessary 
to consult various publications of the provinces and municipalities and those of a 
private or semi-official character. It is impossible here to give an account of these ex- 
tremely important sources. Briefly, it may be said that they include, among others, 
the annual reports of banks, railroads, and sugar companies; the reports and bulletins 
of the chambers of commerce; and the trade journals and other periodicals, especially 
the excellent sugar journals. 

PUERTO RICO 
Census. 

The census history of Puerto Rico is not unlike that of Cuba. 2 In early colonial times, 
many official and non-official estimates were made, beginning with the census taken in 
1765 by Alejandro O'Reilly. Authorities agree that the best of these recounts were those 
of 1775, 1800, 1815, 1834, and 1846, the last-named having been taken by a central 
Comision de Estadistica established in 1845. So far as is known, none was published 
in separate form; so that the data must be gathered from the works of leading writers 
and commentators such as Abbad y Lasierra, Cordova, and Acosta. Cuba and Puerto 
Rico both participated in the imperial censuses of 1860, 1877, and i887. 3 In addition, 
there is available in published form a separate census of Puerto Rico which was taken 
at the end of i883. 4 The census reputed to have been taken in 1897 was probably 
never published. 

The United States Military Occupation took a census of Puerto Rico in 1899 which 
is comparable in scope and quality to the Cuban project undertaken that same year. 
The census was published in Spanish and English in 1900; it is an excellent source of 
economic information as well as population data. 5 Puerto Rico has also shared in the 
United States decennial censuses of 1910, 1920, and 1930, and the Bureau of the Census 
has at times published Puerto Rican data in separate form. 6 

Economic Statistics. 

For Puerto Rico before 1898 there are very few official publications available designed 
primarily for statistical purposes. The leading source of commercial data is the Ealanza 
mercantil issued annually from 1837 to 1861 by the Intendencia General de Hacienda,

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and continued until 1898 under the title Estadistica general del comercio exterior. Foreign 
trade statistics will also be found in the report prepared in 1860 by Garcia y Bayo for 
the Comision de Estadistica Especial (5151) and in the Cuadro analitico del comercio 
compiled by F. Galvez in 1843 (5*$)- Ormaechea's Memoria (5158) also contains data 
of value. For further statistical information, the investigator must consult appropriate 
secondary sources. 

The only other department in which Puerto Rican statistics of the nineteenth century 
are available in continuous form is that of public finance. The Ministerio de Ultramar 
began in 1860 to publish the budgets of Cuba, Puerto Rico, and Fernando Poo (see 
above). Separate budgets for Puerto Rico are available from that time up to iSpS. 1 
Only scattered reports on actual receipts and expenditures were issued in separate 
form. These include a review of Puerto Rican finance for 1879/80 written by Joaquin 
Adrianseus and published by the Intendencia General de Hacienda; 2 reports of the 
same office on payments for 1 882-85 ; 3 and an account of income for 1 894/95.* 

Extremely little statistical information can be found for this period relating to fields 
other than commerce and public finance. In 1830, the Gobierno y Capitania General 
published an account of all the public works then undertaken. 6 A bulletin of postal 
statistics was issued in i862; 6 and the Administracion General de Comunicaciones pub- 
lished during the early 'nineties four issues of an Anuario oficial de Comunicaciones.' 1 

The most important Puerto Rican document since 1901 has been the Annual Re-port 
of the Governor, which contains many economic data of value besides the reports of 
the heads of departments in the government of the island. 8 Many of the latter have 
been published separately from time to time, in both Spanish and English; one will find 
that they contain a much higher proportion of satisfactorily arranged economic statistics 
than is common in Latin America. 

The trade of the island shortly after its change in administration received special 
attention on the part of investigators. Frank Harris Hitchcock made a statistical study 
for the U. S. Department of Agriculture; 9 the War Department issued a brochure 
covering the first few months of occupation; 10 and the Bureau of Statistics (U. S. Treas- 
ury Dept.) compiled and published current data. 11 John S. Hord, Collector of internal 
revenue for the Philippine Islands, made a comparative study of Puerto Rican trade 
which covered the period 1 901-8 ; 12 and the Puerto Rican Collector of customs issued a

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statement in 1909 giving figures for the nine preceding fiscal years. 1 Since that time, 
figures on trade have become an important feature of the Governor's annual report. 

Attention may be called to the fact that Puerto Rico has shared in the United States 
Census of Manufactures to some extent. The Bureau of the Census has, however, pub- 
lished few bulletins on Puerto Rico alone. In 1909 it issued one entitled Electrical in- 
dustries of Porto Rico: 1907. In 1921, it released a bulletin entitled Manufactures: 1919. 
Porto Rico (Washington, pp. 14), which was compiled in connection with the I4th 
Census of the United States. 

In closing, reference will be made to the extremely important study of land owner- 
ship in Puerto Rico, the results of which were forwarded by the Governor to the United 
States Senate in 191 8. 2 

HAITI 

Census. 

No authentic census of the island of Haiti or of the republic bearing the same name 
has ever been taken, and the only population data available are in the form of estimates 
of varying quality. Scattered figures on the colonial population may be found in the 
leading works on the period such as Margry (5533), Moreau de St. Mery (5540), Des- 
courtilz (5491), Peytraud (5546), Vaissiere (5570), and Beauvais Lespinasse. 3 A brief 
but dependable account of the various estimates made since the time of independence 
is to be found in Millspaugh (5655, p. I3). 4 Perhaps the most elaborate researches on 
the subject have been carried on by the Administration Diocesaine d'Haiti, which com- 
menced in the early 'seventies to compute figures for each parish, on the basis of bap- 
tisms over a period of five years. The data were published in the Bulletin Religieux 
d'Haiti, beginning in 1872 and continuing well into the present century. 5 

Economic Statistics. 

It is fairly certain that the colonial administration of Saint Domingue collected and 
disseminated statistical data, especially those dealing with finance. Barb6-Marbois* 
tat des finances (5470) is a sample of the material assembled in those days, much of 
which is not now available. The leading official document of revolutionary and post- 
revolutionary days was the Journal Officiel d'Haiti, which appeared under different 
titles between 1804 and 1820. The republican Sentinelle de la Liberte began to appear 
in Port-au-Prince in 1807; it was superseded six years later by Le TSlegraphe, which was 
known after 1846 as Le Moniteur, official journal of the republic. Since Le Moniteur is

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the only Haitian publication of any kind which has enjoyed a long and continuous exist- 
ence, it must be relied upon heavily for data; it contains reports of the Chambre des 
Comptes and other basic commercial and financial figures. 

One of the principal official sources of information about Haiti is the annual Expose 
general de la situation de la Republique d' Haiti, delivered by the president to the legisla- 
ture since 1844. The Expose was rather brief in earlier times, and was printed in Le 
Moniteur only. Beginning in 1880 or thereabouts, it developed in scope and compre- 
hension and was also published in separate form. Attention may also be called to a set 
of significant agricultural documents, the annual reports rendered to the president by 
the commandants of the country districts. 1 These were not all of the same quality 
and were not all published; nevertheless, some of them gave detailed data as to the 
number of inhabitants and species of culture. 

Two other sources, of a semi-official character, must not be overlooked by one seeking 
information on Haiti of the nineteenth century: viz., Ardouin's Etudes (5587) and the 
Annuaire Encyclopedique. 2 Statistical data are to be found scattered throughout the 
eleven volumes of the former; the latter was published for eight years (1859/60-1868) 
and contains many noteworthy articles such as those by Alexandre Bonneau including 
salient facts on the economic evolution of the country, budgets, receipts and expendi- 
tures, exportation, and importation. It is evident that Sir Spenser St. John, whose 
Hayti was published in 1884, made a conscientious effort to survey the commercial and 
financial statistics of Haiti up to that time; his comments on the subject, as well as the 
data he reproduces, are extremely helpful. 3 

There are two other Haitian official publications besides those already mentioned, 
which are important as statistical sources. Both are of a financial character. The 
Budget General has from the beginning been contained in Le Moniteur; however, it has 
also been published separately since around 1877. The same may also be said of the 
annual Rapport of the Chambre des Comptes. 4 Since the republic has always depended 
almost entirely upon customs duties for financial support, the latter series affords a 
picture of its commercial movement. 

A new chapter in Haitian statistics was begun with establishment of the Customs 
Receivership by a convention with the United States signed September 16, 1915. The 
first report of the Administration of the Customs, covering the period from Aug. 29, 
1916 to Sept. 30, 1917, was published at Washington in 1919. A summary of commerce 
for the fiscal year was included in the fourth (1919/20) and later reports, and the sub- 
title of the eighth (1923/24) and subsequent issues has been Annual report oj the com- 
merce and finances of Haiti. The report of the Financial Adviser-General Receiver has 
expanded steadily ever since the establishment of the office on October 8, 1923; for 
1927/28 and later years, a French edition has been published in mimeographed form. 5 
Issuance of a mimeographed Monthly Bulletin (French and English) was inaugurated 
in 1924, as well as a brochure entitled Receipts and Expenditures. The latter has not 
appeared regularly, however.

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Another agency which has disseminated statistical information is the Banque National 
d'Haiti. This institution, which has had a checkered existence, issued two regularly 
concurrent series of bulletins between 1890 and 1919, both of which contain data on 
Haitian debts, revenues, currency, exchange, and exports. 1 A third serial of importance 
is the Compte Rendu of the Banque, addressed to the Assemble GeneVale, which has 
appeared irregularly in separately published form. 2 Since 1925 the Banque has also 
sponsored an annual Resume de la situation. 

The general rehabilitation of Haiti since the establishment of the Administration of 
Customs in 1915 is reflected in the organization of a Direction Generale des Travaux 
Publics in 1920. This bureau has issued a Rapport Annuel regularly ever since that 
time. The annual reports and official bulletins of the Department of Agriculture (and 
those of its Service Technique) provide information as to the recent growth of Haitian 
culture, although they contain comparatively few statistical data. 

The investigator should be cautioned that the Bulletin des statistiques published by 
Antoine La Forest in 1913 is so deficient in respect to statistical data that its title is 
highly misleading. 3 In contrast, the mimeographed bulletin published in 1934 by the 
U. S. Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce is indispensable to the student of 
commercial developments in Haiti during the depression. It contains a statistical study 
of import trade and trade barriers for 192933, besides a general economic survey and 
trade analysis. 4 

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 
Census. 

Although numerous estimates have been made of the population of the colony and 
republic of Santo Domingo, from 1493 onward, it was not until after 1920 that a really 
national census became an accomplished fact. 5 First ordered on October 1 8, 1920, the 
first national census was long delayed for lack of funds but was finally finished and 
published in extremely summary form. 6 Other censuses on the island include those of 
the city of Santo Domingo, taken in 1893 and 1919; the census of the province of the 
same name in 1908; and the 1903 municipal census of Santiago de los Caballeros. In 
more recent times, moreover, some vital statistics have been compiled by the Secretaria 
de Sanidad y Beneficencia and published in its Informe anual or in special brochures 
entitled Resumen demogrdfico and Defunciones y nacimientos. 

Economic Statistics. 

Practically no statistics were gathered or published in the Dominican Republic ac- 
cording to any continuous or consistent plan until 1905. In that year, two events of 
major importance took place: the foundation of an Oficina de Estadistica Nacional in 
the Secretaria de Hacienda y Comercio, and the provisional installation of a Customs

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Receivership. The Oficina, organized under the authority of a decree of Sept. 8, issued 
its first report in 1906, to cover the first six months of that year. 1 It was largely con- 
cerned with affairs of finance and commerce. The series, continued as the "Estadistica 
Nacional," appeared as an appendix to the annual Memoria of the Secretaria for the 
years 1906-1911 inclusive, and grew progressively until it bid fair to survey all depart- 
ments of national life. Unfortunately nothing more of these dimensions appeared until 
the Mayo report of 1920 (5887), which traces back to 1916, and relates primarily to 
foreign trade. In 1924, however, a modest report of the "Seccion de Estadistica" began 
to appear once more in the annual Memoria. of the Secretaria; this continued until 
1929, when a reorganization of ministries took place. 

The Customs Receivership has been the major statistical office in the Dominican 
Republic since 1905, because its very functions compelled it to assemble data on foreign 
trade. It has published a regular Report since it was organized, besides summary reviews 
of Dominican commerce in Spanish (Sumario mensual del comercio, Sumario trimestral 
del comercio') and in English {Summary of commerce}. 

Aside from the figures compiled by the Customs Receivership and the Oficina de 
Estadistica Nacional, both of which are of comparatively recent origin, there are very 
few Dominican data available. It is probable that some financial information may be 
culled from the Gaceta Oficial (published since 1868). A few budgets and proposed 
budgets have been printed from time to time since the 'sixties, as well as isolated reports 
such as the Cuenta s generates de la Republica for 1847/48. Reports of the Secretaria de 
Agricultura e Inmigraci6n, issued since 1908, contain data compiled by the Seccion de 
Estadistica Agncola in that department. Information on agriculture and commerce is 
also to be found in the statistical section of the Revista de Agricultura^ official organ of 
the Secretaria which has appeared since 1905. The Informs of the Direccion General de 
Alcoholes should not be overlooked, and the best sources of information on communica- 
tions and transportation are the serial Memoria of the Secretaria de Fomento y Comuni- 
caciones (since 1930, Trabajo y Comunicaciones) and the Memoria of the Secretaria de 
Correos y Tel^grafos. The latter, which appeared from 1893 until it was combined with 
the former in 1907, contains in some issues an appendix of postal statistics.

APPENDIX B: NOTES ON THE COLLECTIONS OF LATIN 
AMERICAN ECONOMIC LITERATURE IN LEADING LIBRARIES 

The student of Latin American economic history and economic conditions has con- 
siderable material at his disposal in this country, which is rather unevenly distributed 
among a relatively small number of libraries. Certain collections have been assembled 
with a view to obtaining a well-rounded body of data bearing upon all aspects of the 
historical development of Latin America. Others are limited to a definite region or 
period or both, while a few specialize in such source material as manuscripts, official 
documents, newspapers, etc. But this classification is not to be taken literally. The 
majority of Latin American collections in the United States cut across the lines of divi- 
sion just suggested. Rigidly specialized libraries hardly exist. 

The various Latin American collections are considered in this survey from the point 
of view of the economic historian. Accordingly, their utility is estimated on the basis 
of what they have to offer to the economist. Such procedure is justified not only because 
of the nature of the present work, but also because of the backwardness of research in 
Latin American economic history. 

If the survey which follows presents merely a list with few comments of the more 
important collections, it is because a detailed description, apart from considerations of 
space, would have amounted to a repetition of work already done and done com- 
petently. 1 In cases where collections of Latin Americana could not be directly examined, 
resort was had to descriptions specially prepared by librarians, and to available bibliog- 
raphical literature. The order of examination follows the classification laid down above, 
that is, general collections take precedence over the special. However, no particular 
significance should be attached to this order, for the importance of a collection is deter- 
mined not merely by its size, but by its quality and the purpose which it is intended 
to serve. 

Foremost among Latin American collections in the United States is that of the 
Library of Congress. Through purchase, exchange, and as a depository of all works 
published in this country, the Library has brought together a collection which though 
not distinguished for manuscripts, first and rare editions, 2 is nevertheless exceptionally 
complete. Among its resources will be found a large number of descriptive and inter- 
pretative works, files of the more important Latin American newspapers and periodicals, 
fairly complete sets of official documents and statistical publications, and a collection of 
Latin American laws which is one of the best in the world. 3 The Library does not limit

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itself to any particular region, and is not selective in its acquisition of new books. 

The Latin American collection in the New York Public Library is in many respects 
similar to that contained in the Library of Congress. The economic material consists 
mainly of secondary works, and includes a relatively large number of volumes pub- 
lished in Latin America. The Library is strong in such important sources of information 
as official documents and statistical publications. The files of newspapers and periodicals 
are very comprehensive. Among the countries especially well represented are Mexico, 
Argentina, Chile and Brazil. 1 

One of the largest collections in the country of works on Latin America is that in the 
libraries of Harvard University. Description, geography, and economics are well repre- 
sented, and offer a wide variety of secondary sources. The Harvard College Library 
contains a sizable number of books, broadsides and pamphlets relating to the latter 
part of the i8th century and early igth. In the periodical section, which comprises 
about 3,000 volumes, Argentina, Chile, Cuba, and Latin America as a whole, are out- 
standing. The collection of official documents is large and important. The Law School 
Library is rich in Latin American legal and documentary material. Its collection of 
provincial Argentine law is probably the best in the world. All countries are represented 
in the Harvard Latin American collection. The Argentine is the largest, Chile and 
Brazil coming next. Mexico and Cuba are very well represented, and there is a good 
deal of material on other South and Central American countries. 2 

A large and notable collection of Latin Americana is also contained in the libraries 
of the University of California. The published catalogue of printed materials on Spain 
and Spanish America discloses considerable strength in books which are not readily 
available in this country. 3 The Bancroft Library contains nearly 75,000 volumes on 
American Southwest and Spanish America. Mexico is especially well represented with 
about 20,000 items, of value to the historian as well as to the economist. Included in 
the collection is a large number of books on Central America, and some interesting 
material on the Spanish West Indies. South America, however, is somewhat neglected. 
The manuscript section of the Bancroft Library contains many unpublished documents 
on countries bordering the Pacific, as well as transcripts from the Archives of Mexico 
and Spain. It has not been possible to ascertain the extent of the collection of official 
documents and newspapers. With regard to the former the compilation by Winifred 
Gregory may be consulted. 4 

Among the more important university libraries is that of Duke University. It con- 
tains nearly 4,000 volumes of economic material relating to Latin America. Peru, Brazil 
and Mexico are the countries best represented. The Library's Velasco Peruvian collec- 
tion, acquired in 1929, amounts to 3,000 volumes among which are the printed Memorias 
of the viceroys, valuable sets of newspapers and some important manuscripts. 6 The 
collection on Brazil has been strengthened in recent years through acquisition of a 
number of documents and other primary source material. 6

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The most valuable part of the Latin American section in the Stanford University 
Library is the Branner collection of Braziliana, one of the best in the United States. 
It contains over 2,000 volumes relating to geology and natural resources, with special 
emphasis upon travel and exploration from earliest times. History is well represented 
and there is also a collection of the periodicals of the more important academies and 
learned societies. 1 

Latin Americana in the Sterling Memorial Library of Yale University comprise a fair 
number of books and other secondary sources relating to the more important countries. 
Some of the official and statistical publications are not readily obtainable elsewhere. 
The Library is outstanding for its collection of Venezuelan books and periodicals of the 
early I9th century. 2 It contains also a valuable collection of manuscripts among which 
may be mentioned the Sucre letters, the Henry Hill letters, and the Bolivar papers. 

A noteworthy collection of economic literature is that housed in the Columbus 
Memorial Library of the Pan American Union. Devoted exclusively to Latin America, 
the Library offers unusual facilities to the student interested in the more recent tend- 
encies in the economic development of the Southern republics. The Library contains 
a very good collection of books published in Latin America, but excels particularly in 
official documents and statistical publications. Its file of newspapers, 3 magazines and 
pamphlets is invaluable for the economist and historian. One of the unusual features 
of the Library is the catalogue of all the more important articles in periodicals and 
magazines, arranged alphabetically and by subject headings. All the Latin American 
countries are represented in the collection and every effort is made to develop it evenly. 
No printed catalogue has been published, but lists of material in the Library are occa- 
sionally issued in mimeograph form. Additions to the Library are published periodically 
in the Bulletin of the Pan American Union. 

The Latin American section in the Boston Public Library is distinctly above the 
average. The Ticknor collection of manuscripts, mainly on politics, finance and com- 
merce in Chile and Peru, is especially valuable. In addition, the Library contains a 
number of rare books and government publications. 

Some of the most valuable collections of Latin Americana are contained in special 
libraries. Each of these libraries is more or less unique in its own field of activity. 
Thus the John Carter Brown Library, affiliated with Brown University, is specializing 
in Americana (North, South and Central) of the period before 1801. The Library houses 
an extensive collection of books, maps, manuscripts and other material covering the 
periods of discovery, exploration and settlement. Its collection of early Mexicana is 
probably the largest in existence. Literature on Peru also constitutes one of the strongest 
sections of the Library. 

The American Antiquarian Society in Worcester, Massachusetts, maintains a con- 
siderable library of books, pamphlets, newspapers, manuscripts, and maps relating to

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North and South American history, especially for the period before 1820. The Library 
possesses extensive files of Mexican, West Indian and South American newspapers. 

The Oliveira Lima collection in the Catholic University of America comprises about 
20,000 volumes, of which two thirds relate to Brazil and Hispanic America. The col- 
lection contains some exceptionally rare Spanish and Portuguese works, several valuable 
descriptions of Brazil, and a number of manuscripts dating back to the early period of 
colonial South America. 1 The political history of Brazil is well represented and there 
is some interesting Brazilian economic literature. 

The libraries of the Commercial Museum in Philadelphia and of the Chase National 
Bank of New York are of special interest to the student of Latin American economics. 
The former is known for its material on commercial statistics, among the Latin American 
countries best represented being Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Peru, Uruguay and Cuba. 
The series of statistical publications, however, do not begin much before ipoo. 2 The 
Library of the Chase National Bank specializes in works on economic and particularly 
financial conditions in Latin America. Its collection comprises oflkial documents as 
well as the publications issued by private institutions, such as banks, trade associations, 
chambers of commerce, etc. The Library possesses a fair collection of general economic 
literature. 

A distinguished collection of published and manuscript Mexicana is contained in the 
Garcia Library of the University of Texas. An unpublished catalogue covering the 
economic section reveals a number of titles not easily procurable elsewhere in the 
country. There are also many transcripts from Spanish and Mexican Archives and 
from the Indian Bureau at Washington. The University intends to build up the Garcia 
collection into a general Latin American library, 3 

The above list is restricted to the outstanding collections of Latin Americana. A 
number of other public and university libraries, however, contain a fair assortment of 
material in this field. As a rule it is confined to printed sources relating mainly to the 
more important Latin American countries. Among such libraries may be mentioned 
the Columbia University Library, the Chicago Public Library, the Newberry Library 
in Chicago, 4 the University of Pennsylvania Library, and the Northwestern University 
Library. 5
